FALSE IDEAS OF OONGRESSMEN AS 
TO THEIR RIGHTS. 





, Senator Butler’s View of ** Advice” to the 
President—Very Near to the Opinions 
Which Prevail at the White House—A 
Prerogative of the Executive Which Leg- 
islators Have Sought to Seize—A Privi- 
lege Which They Have Tried to Turn 
Into a Proprietary Right. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—President Cleve- 
land does not conceal the satisfaction he 
has derived from the perusal of the letter 
of Senator Butler of South Carolina, writ- 
ten to a constituent and published yester- 
day, touching the question of appointment. 


A part of the letter was reproduced in THE, 


New-York Times of to-day. It was ad- 
dressed to a South Carolina constituent 
who was annoyed by the failure of Senator 
Butler to assert more positively to the 
President his supposed Senatorial ‘‘ prerog- 
ative” to advise the President about ap- 
pointments in the public service. 

Without consulting the President about 
the complaint, the Senator assumes, with 
very excelient reasoning, that the idea that 
the ‘“‘advice” of the members of Congress 
must first be taken by the President in 
making appointments iff order to carry out 
the constituticual injunction is erroneous- 
ly interpreted. A moment’s thought will 
convince the South Carolinian who ad- 
dressed Senator Butler that there is no ex- 
pectation that the ‘‘advice” of Senators 
and Representatives shall be asked before 
appointments shall be made or that it must 
be adopted when it has been offered. 

By looking over the records of Congress, 
even so lately as the Administration of 
President Harrison, it will be seen that 
where the Senate and House have “ ad- 
vised” by bill that the President should 
appoint a person who was indicated in all 
but name, the President resented the *‘ ad- 
vice” and the encroachment upon his pre- 
rogative by vetoing the bill, just as 
President Arthur had done during his 
Administration. 

The hope that this letter excites in the 
mind of the President is that other Sena- 
tors aud some Representatives may be led 
to entertain and express the same view. 
In the headlong desire and rush, the aver- 
age member has come to have a 
very different idea of his duty 
here -in the capital and of the 
duty of the President. Having conned 
their lists of applicants for months, in con- 
nection with repeated visits of advice to 
the President and heads of departments, 
they have learned, unconsciously, perhaps, 


to talk about ‘“‘my Collector” and “ my 
Postmaster,” until the notion of permitting 
anybody else to have anything to say in 
the dispensing of the patronage has come 
to be regarded as au impertinence not to be 
tolerated. 

It is easy to see how this has grown 
until the feeling on the part of the inter- 
ested member is one of proprietorship. The 
President has become, in the estimation of 
such men, simply an agent to make good 

, the promises of the man whose object is to 
make himself a little more solid and im- 
portapt with his constituents. Theré is no 
doubt that the feeling of resentment caused 
by the appointment of members holding 
these views has been carried to the White 
House. Members of both houses who have 

. taken constituents to the President, and 
have told him that they desired their ap- 
pointment, have been disappointed and 
chagrined to learn that another, and one 
whom they had not recommended, had 
been appointed. And when they were so 
hot with disappointment that they had 
quite forgotten the quotations from the 
Constitution that Senator Butler so aptly 
uses, they have remonstrated with the 
President because he has not appointed the 
men they * recommended.” 

On more than one occasion the President 
has told these complaining members: 

“No; certainly not. I do not know that 
I am required to make appointments upon 
any body’s recommendation. I was willing 

' to listen to the recommendations, and I 
; have heard many of them with patience. 
But it was not my judgment that the ap- 
pointment you recommended should be 
made.” 

The President has found out that mem- 
bers of Congress are very much like other 
men. They are all looking out much of the 
time for themselves, and occasionally there 
will be one who will take better care of 
himself than he will of his party. It may 
not be assumed by the President that meni- 
bers will be so careless about making rec- 
ommendations that injury to the party 
and to good government would follow a 
blind compliance with their recommenda- 
tions, but it has happened that, by taking 
men at their word, the President has some- 
times found that in assisting to discharge 
or, Obligations he has done great 

arm to the Administration and has really 
injured the standing of the member for 
whom he had supposed he was doing a 
favor. An accumulation of political prom- 
ises, made perhaps in the heat of acam- 
paign, has undoubtedly sometimes made 
the thoughtless and eager member forget- 
ful of the fact that the President’s prerog- 
ativein the matter of appointments was 
not established for the maintenance of any- 
body’s “pull” at home. 

But the pressure of constituents who 
have lively recollections of the assurances 
made in the campaign gives the office- 
huntiug member a disposition to “rush” 
the President that would carry down a 
man of less care and firmness. If members 
were without means of support and had 
set up in office brokerage for a livelihood, 
they could not be more constant, persist- 
ent, and pruprietary than are some of those 
who have ventured to remind the Presi- 
dent, with more asperity than sense, that 
** their” recommendations were not adopt- 
ed and their promises not made good. 

It is to be regretted, and it will probably 
be considered as surprising, that this letter 
of Senator Butler’s is about the first public 
utterance, from a memberof the Senate, 
since the inauguration, expressive of just 
the ideas conveyed as tu the ability and 
duty of the President to judge for himself 
of the value of the recommendations made 
to him. 

There was another instance of thought- 
fulness and forbearance which the Presi- 
dent has referred to as surprising him. A 
well-known member of the House, who 
had omitted to call at the White House for 
three weeks, went to the President one 
morning, and Mr. Cleveland wasastonished 
to hear him begin his explanation of his 
prolonged absence with the statement: 

“I have been studying the silver ques- 
tion.” ; 

As this was a Southern man who did not 
recommend an eppointment and who soon 
mnade knuwn his beiief that it was impor- 
tant that the Congress should take very 
early steps torelieve the country of the 
embarrassment in which it had been in- 
volved by the Sherman act, the President 
was doubly delighted. One member had 
come along who had left his “little” list 
at his rooms, and he had broken the mo- 
notonous line of office seekers by manifest- 
ing his interest in # great public question. 

enator Butler has said something about 
the selection of Post Officers. He has come 
close to stating the President’s desire about 
appointments to the Post Offices. The 
President has made no secret of his pur- 
pose to appoint, whenever he can, the man 
considered best fitted for Postmaster by 
his neighbors. Butthere is difficulty in 
ascertaining just who the best man is. A 
long list_of names-produced by a member 
of Congress does not always tell the story. 
Influence stepsin sometimes to produce a

list, when the man who has little political 
strength, but much business ability,may be 
utterly unable to match the papers of his 
opponent who has Congressional backing. 
When the President finds a member 
whose recommendation holds good in the 
performances of the man appointed at his 
suggestion, there is no longer any com- 
plaint from that source about indifference 
to Congressional fecommendations. All 
Presidents lean neavily on men who give 
their advice for the public good, and that 
is a ditferent thing from the advice that is 
iven for the benefit of the Hon. Mr. 
Vaxem, from Wayback. 


JUSTICE BLATOHFORD STRICKEN.

MAY BE “TOM” RICHARDSON. 


Suspicion that Baylon’s Mysterious Buarglar 
Is the Islip Outlaw. 








BaBYLon, L. L, June 19.—The midnight 
prowler who has been terrifying women 
here for a week appeared again on Satur- 
day night. About 9:30 P. M. Mrs, George 
Larned saw a man on the roof of the 
kitchen extension of her house. Sheraised 
an alarm, but the fellow escaped. 

Charles Hearth, William McCormick, and 
Walter Haynes saw a woman at a late hour 
walking on the Long Island Railroad track. 
After watching her for awhile they be- 
came convinced it was a man in woman’s 
clothing. They gave chase, but the sup- 
posed man was too swift-footed for them, 
and disappeared in the woods. 

One of the pursuers who got near the 
fleeing tigure says that he thought it was 
the notorious “Tom” Richardson, who 
kept Islip in astate of terror for a time 
about a year ago. 

The discovery of a cave by some boys in 
the woods north of the village adds to the 
supposition that Babylon’s midnight 
prowler is Richardson, and that his object 
in visiting the bedrooms of women is to 
tind his wife. 

Mrs. Richardson is a daughter of ex- 
Justice of the Peace Waller of Islip. 
About a year ago he removed to Babylon 
with his daughter and lived in the village, 
but a few months ago he bought a farm on 
the outskirts of the village, where he now 
lives. Mrs. Richardson is now living in 
the neighboring village of Amityville. 

When Richardson tried to get possession 
of his wife in Islip last — the same tac- 
tics were pursued as by the mysterious 
marauder now terrorizing the residents of 
this place. He then swore that he would 
sooner or later have her, dead or alive. 

The Vigilance Committee will patrol 
the streets every night, and if the burglar is 
caught he wili have short shrift, as ‘the in- 
dignant citizens will probably make short 
work of him.

Adelph S. Jaeger, a Cigar 
Kills Himself While Despondent. 


Adolph 8. Jaeger, a well-to-do and pros- 
perous cigar manufacturer, committed sui- 
cide yesterday afternoon by shooting him- 
self twice in the left breast at his residence, 
250 East Seventy-second Street. 

He was fifty years of age, and was a 
native of Coblenz, on the Rhine. With 
his brother Morris 8., he conducted a large 
cigar manufactory at 1,399 Avenue A, 
under the firm name of Jaeger Brothers. 

In March he had a severe attack of grip, 
which confined him to the house for a 


month. Since his illness Jaeger had been 
suffering from nervous prostration and 
acute melancholia, and had been constant- 
ly under the doctors care. On several oc- 
casions, in fits of ny: he threat- 
ened to destroy himself 

Yesterday he was at the factory attend- 
ing to business as usual, and at noon he 
went home todinner. After dinuer he told 
his daughter that he would go up to his 
room and take a nap. 

At 4 o'clock a servant entered the room 
to awake him and was shocked to find her 
employer lying dead on the floor with a re- 
volver lying beside him. 

He had shot himself twice in the left 
breast, and at least one of the bullets had 

"aaa the heart, causing instant 

eath. 

There is no doubt that Jaeger killed him- 
self during a fit of despondency. His fam- 
ily and friends say that his business was 
prosperous and he had no financial troubles. 

Mr. Jaeger was well known in Hebrew 
social circles on the eastside. He was a 
member of the Freundschaft Verein, the 
Free Sons of Israel, and several other Jew- 
ish benevolent and social organizations. 

Deputy Coroner O’Hare viewed the body 
last night and gave the necessary permis- 
sion for the undertaker to take charge of 
the remains. 


WENT ABOUT SUICIDE OOOLLY. 


A Young Man Hires a Yacht from Which 
to Drown Himself. 





ATLANTIC City, N. J., June 19.—A hand- 
some young man, supposed to be Elmer 
James of Philadelphia, tied lead to his legs 
while on the pleasure yacht Annie May 
this evening, and leaped to his death in the 
ocean. He engaged old Capt. Somers at 6 
o’clock to take him as far out to sea as pos- 
sible. Only a small boy accompanied 
them. 

The man was 6 feet high and of splen- 
did physique, had a black mustache, and 
was fashionably dressed. 

Asthe yacht started out of the inlet he 
removed his shoes and began to tear u 
letters and cards and toss them overboard. 
It was only when the stranger opened the 
package and began to tie lead to his ankles 
that the old skipper became alarmed. 

**My God, what do you mean?” asked 
Somers, and he started to grapple with the 
man. 

‘I am going overboard, and ad yes put a 
hand on me I will kill you,” said the pas- 
senger coolly, as he drew a razor. 

** For God’s sake don’t do it,” begged the 
Captain. ‘It will ruin the yacht for the 
whole Summer. Mister, why don’t you do 
it on the beach or jump offabridge?”  . 

But the man tossed off his coat and hat, 
threw a silver watch to the skipper as his 
fare, a quarter to the frightened boy, and 
leaped into the sea. He left rng | his photo- 

raph and an express check to lead to his 
identity. He was on the same yacht on 
Sunday with a pretty girl. They after- 
ward quarreled at the Inlet Pavilion.

VIKING SAILORS ILL TREATED 





OAPT, ANDERSEN AND HIS MEN 
ARRESTED IN BROOKLYN. 


But New-York Honored Them—Assaulted by 
Brooklyn Roughs and Treated Without 
Consideration by Justice Tighe—Capt. 

, Andersen Inclined to Take His Viking 
Ship and Sailors Back to Norway at Once 
—An Early Hearing Refused Them—Re- 
ception by Mayor Gilroy. 


Capt. Magnus Andersen of the Viking 
and five of his bold Norse sailormen were 
prisoners yesterday in the Butler Street 
Police Court in South Brooklyn. A police- 
man stood the guests of New-York and the 
Nation in a row before Justice James G. 
Tighe and charged them with being drunk 
and disorderly. 

The Judge is a little man—about one- 
fourth as long as a Viking paddle—but he 
has large ideas. 

“ These fellows think they own the coun- 
try. They have been doing as they please 
in New-York, and they came over to take a 
slice of Brooklyn,” he said. Judge Tighe 
is the President of the Varuna Boat Club of 
Brooklyn. ‘ 

“Why, that’s not such a wonderful 
thing,” he said after the hearing, “to sail 
the Viking across the ocean. The public 
look on the Vikings as extraordinary sail- 
ors. Notatall. A boat like that will float 
on the water like a chip and nevergodown. 

‘“‘As far as that is concerned,” said the 
Judge, with a wave of his hand, ‘I would 
be ready any day to make one of a crew to 
row the Viking back to Norway. I 
wouldn’t be afraid.” 

Capt. Andersen and his sailors were ar- 
rested in the early hour of yesterday morn- 
ing as they were defending themselves 
from a gang of Hamilton Avenue roughs, 
while returning to New-York from a recep- 
tion given to them at Prospect Hall, in 
Fitteenth Street, by the United Scandina- 
vian Societies of Brooklyn. Capt. Ander- 
sen was clubbed in the encounter. Accord- 
ing to the story told by Capt. Andersen 
and First Mate Christian Christensen, the 
Vikings were walking along Hamilton 
Avenue, in their uniforms, and had just 
crossed the bridge over the Gowanus Canal 
when one of a party of roughs who was 
following them walked quickly up _ be- 
hind a sailor and struck him on the shoul- 
der. The sailor walked on, and soon an- 
other rough ran ahead of one of the sailors, 
tripped him, and attacked him. Capt. An- 
dersen, who was walking on the other side 
of the avenue with Mr. and Mrs. Ole Olsen, 
crossed over and tried to separate the 
sailor and the rough. Other roughs closed 
in on the two and the Viking sailors 
ran to the rescue. There was a rough- 
and-tumble scuttle for a few minutes and 
then several policemen hastened up, and, 
after clubbing Capt. Andersen on _ the 
shoulder let the roughs go and arrested the 
sailors. They packed all the sailors ond 
could—eight—into the patrol wagon whic 
had been called, but, finding that there 
was no room left for the two officers whose 
duty itis toaccompany the wagon, two of 
the Vikings were bundled out and told to 
go about their business. 

_At the station house in Hamilton Avenue 
charges of intoxication and disorderly con- 
duct were preferred es Capt. Ander- 
sen and thesailors. They indignantly de- 
nied that they were intoxicated or had 
done other than defend themselves from a 
mob of roughs, but they were locked up in 
cells and no opportunity was given them to 
reach a magistrate to give bail A number 
of Brooklyn Norwegians followed the 
patrol wagon to the station, but the Ser- 
eoeet ot the desk would not take any kind 

of bail. 

First Mate Christian Christensen, who 
had gone on ahead of Capt. Andersen, tried 
to have an interview with him at the sta- 
tion house, but he was not permitted to 
talk to the Captain except through the 
bars of the latter’s cell. 

When the Vikings were searched no pis- 
tols or other weapons were found on them. 

_After remaining in dark cells at the sta- 
tion house for several hours the Vikings 
were carted in the “ Black Maria” along 
with a number of toughs and petty crimi- 
nals to the Butler Street Police Court, 
where they were turned loose in the “‘ pen” 
with as choice an assortment of riff-ratf as 
was ever got together in one room. 

Here they were kept waiting a long time, 
although a bondsman, Helm Johnson of 
118 Hamilton Avenue, was at the clerk’s 
desk ready to give bail. Justice Tighe first 
disposed of a number of cases of intoxica- 
tion, and took the cases of the Vikings up 
in their regular order, showing them no 
consideration whatever. 

Capt. Andersen and his men pleaded not 
guilty when arraigned,and demanded a trial. 
They could have escaped further trouble 
by saying they were intoxicated and throw- 
ing themselves on the mercy of the Judge, 
who was himself once a sailor before the 
mast, but aa they insisted on their inno- 
cence he held them each in $200 bail for a 
hearing before him next Monday. 

Justice Tighe made no ofter to parole the 
Vikings. He demanded bail from each, 
and he scrutinized the bail with care, mak- 
ing sure that the security was ample. 

The policeman who made the arrests was 
not in court. é 

When told that the hearing was set for 
next Monday Capt. Andersen asked fur an 
earlier hearing. saying that he and his 
sailors were under engagement to sail for 
Chicago on Saturday. 

“I cannot help that,” said Justice Tighe. 
‘* The officer who made the arrests is on his 
vacation and he won’t be back on Satur- 
day. The day set for examination is Mon- 
day. If you are not here then you will for- 
feit the bail. I can’t change the policeman’s 
vacation.” 

From the Brooklyn police court the Norse 
sailors came to their reception by Mayor 
Gilroy in the New-York City Hall. Capt. 
Andersen did not want to come, but was 
persuaded by Mate Christensen. ‘* What 
a fine experience,” exclaimed the Captain, 
bitterly, ‘to go from a jail to a reception. 
I wish I were home!” 

Justice Tighe, when seen after the hear- 
ing, did not seem to think he had done 
other than his duty. 

**If these fellows,” he said, ‘“‘had come 
to me, as fellows will after they have been 
having a royal good time, and had ac- 
knowledged that they had been Grinking-a 
little, but meant no harm, it would have 
been allright. If they had come forward 
and pleaded guilty I would have let them 
all off without a fine, simply telling them 
to f° and do so no more. Ihave beena 
sailor myself, and 1 sympathize with sail- 
ors who get drunk when on land. But 
these men insisted on their innocence and 
demanded atrial. I could not change the 
policeman’s vacation. He gets only a week 
a year, and this poor fellow would losea 
part of itif compelled to go to court on 
Saturday. If these Vikings are found 
guilty I will impose only a nominal fine. I 
will let them otf easy. ‘they’ll have to stay 
here until Monday or forfeit their bail.” 

Capt. Andersen was indignant over his 
arrest and imprisonment. hen seen at 
the Astor House, after his reception by 
Mayor Gilroy, he said: ‘* This isthe great- 
est outrage of which I ever heard. If I had 
not been under engagement to attend 
Mayor Gilroy’s reception I would have 

one straight from that police court to the 
Vikin , and I would have turned her 
around and sailed her back to Norway 
without an hour’s delay. I have followed 
the sea for many years and have seen sail- 
ors ill-treated by petty officers, but never 
have I seen such brutal treatment as this. 
We were not drunk, but were attacked by 
roughs. We were arrested and the roughs 
were let go. I sball call on Mayor 
Boody of Brooklyn and ask for an in- 
vestigation. I will obtain redress if I have 
to seek it personally from President Cleve- 


land. I have not yet decided whether I 
will leave for Chicago on Saturday, accord- 
ing to the programme. I will never forget 
being locked up in that Brooklyn police 
station as long as I iive.” 

Mayor Boody declined to discuss the 
matter, alleging that the facts had not 
come to his official knowledge. 

The Governor’s Room in the City Hall 
was crowded yesterday morning at 11 
o’clock with public officials and sight- 
seers when the officers and crew of the 
Viking ship arrived on the occasion of the 
reception tendered to them in behalf of the 
city by Mayor Gilroy. From an early hour 
in the morning the Norwegian flag was 
displayed on the City Hall beside the Stars 
and Stripes in honor of the visiting Norse- 
men. 

Among the officers of the Norwegian craft 

resent were Capt. Andersen, Chief Officer 

ustaveGunde sun, Second Officer Christen 
Christensen, and eight of the crew. The 
remaining sailor was left on board the Vik- 


ing. 

The city officials and prominent citizens 
present to receive them included Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Michael T. Daly, 
Police Commissioner John C. Sheehan, 
President John J. Scannell of the Fire De- 
partment, Register Ferdinand Levy, Presi- 
dent Tappen of the Park Board, President 
McClellan of the Board of Aldermen, 
Sheriff Gorman, epee nena Commis- 
sioner Brennan, Joseph H. Choate, and 
Harry Randall, Secretary of the New-York 
Reception Committee. 

Mr. Choate was the first to be formally 
introduced to Capt. Andersen, to whom he 
paid a flattering compliment on the fine 
appearance of his officers and crew, under 
whose able seamanship, he said, he would 
not fear to cross the ocean in any craft. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Mayor Gilroy 
entered the Governor’s Room and was pre- 
sented to oy) He Andersen by Mr. Randall. 
The Mayor then said: 

“ Capt. Andersen and Men of the Viking Ship: 
As Mayor of the City of New-York, I beg to 
welcome you tothe city. You have braved the 

erile of the Atlantic and shown courage alike 
n character to that which has distinguished 
your ancestors in history andinsong. Itis my 
sincere hope that you will be compensated for 
your adventurous journey by the pleasure of 
your visitto our country and the enjoyment 
you willexperience from an inspection of the 
World's Fair. We hope that you will bear away 
pleasant memories of this country and of what 
you will witness of its greatness and prosperity. 
Iwish you @ most enjoyable time and take 
pleasure in extending to you all the hospitality 
of this city that it is in my power to alford.” 

Capt. Andersen briefly responded, and 
then introduced the Mayor to the officers 
and crew of his ship. 

The Mayor proposes to give the officers 
and crew of the Viking a theatre party 
during their stay in this city. Core. Ander- 
sen and the officers of his ship will stop at 
the Astor House, and the crew will be ac- 
commodated at Smith & McNell’s Hotel 
in Washington Street. 

At the close of the reception repre- 
sentatives of Norwegian societies waited 
on Capt. Andersen to make suitable ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of the 
Viking men. 

Members of the Viking ship’s crew visited 
the Maritime aud Consolidated Exchanges 
eater afternoon. At both they hada 

earty reception. 





LIVES TO BRAG OF IT. 


John J. Haggerty Jumped from Brooklyn 
Bridge Just for Fun. 


Another man jumped from the Brooklyn 
Bridge yesterday and lives to brag about 
it. This time it was a thick-set young 
plumber, John J. Haggerty. He is twenty- 
two years old, married, and lives at 21 
Cherry Street. 

About. 2:15 o’clock Bridge Policeman 
Duryea telephoned from the New-York 
tower to Policeman Farrell at the New- 
York end of the bridge, that a man hadjust 
jumped into the river from the railing on 
the south side of the bridge, about 75 teet 
east of the tower. 

Officers Farrell and Michael English hur- 
ried to the Dover Street pier, on which 
they saw aman climbing from the river. 
They assisted him out of the water. The 
“hero” was Haggerty and he was appar- 
ently under the influence of liquor. He 
remarked that he felt all right and wanted 
a cigarette. 

He said that he had jumped from the 
bridge for fun. The policemen took him to 
the Oak Street Police Station. 

Half an hour later the Sergeant was be- 
seiged by an army of sisters and brothers 
of the “hero.” They were assured that 
the police surgeon had pronounced him out 
of danger. 

Haggerty was seen at the station house 
by a New-York TIMES reporter. 

“‘I jumped from der bridge because I 
wanted to, dat’s all,” he remarked. “I 
heard about de feller who jumped and 
killed himself yesterday, and dat put der 
idea inter me head. 1 hung ’round de 
bridge tinkin’ it over from 8 o’clock in de 
mornin’ till noon. Den I went home and 
had dinner wid der wife.

A RAPID-TRANSIT AGREEMENT 


THAT I8, THE OOMMISSIONERS 
HAVE AGREED UPON TERMS, 





The Manhattan Company Has Until July 
10 to Accept or Reject Them—A Com- 
promise Effected—The Company May 
Extend Its Lines by Agreeing to Pay 
the City Five Per Cent. of Its Net In- 
come, the Minimum Being $125,000, or 
$175,000 a Year for All Time. 


Peace reigns in the Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission. The Commissioners are agreed. 
They have concluded to grant to the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad Company all the 
facilities for the extension of the com- 
pany’s service covered by their past reso- 
lutions, on a basis of compensation to the 
city and under restrictions that are a com- 
promise between the views of Commis- 
sioner Starin and of Commissioners 
Spencer, Bushe, Steinway, and Inman. 

Under resolutions passed at a meeting 
yesterday the Manhattan Company can 
have dil the rights of extension hitherto 
offered to it by the commission on an 
option of paying to the city 5 per cent. a 
year for all time on its net income, with 
the minimum payment fixed at $125,000 a 
year, or it can pay $175,000 a year for all 
time. 

“The latter proposition is much more ad- 
vantageous to the company,” said Mr. 
Spencer, whose knowledge of the Manhat- 
tan Company’s affairs is well understood. 
‘““We have been fighting around here to 
make the elevated railroad pay the city 
more, and it has resulted in an agreement 
to let it pay less.” 

This may be true from Mr. Spencer’s point 
of view, but other persons say thatthe pres- 
ent arrangement isa distinct compromise be- 
tween the company, which wanted to pay 
as little as it could, and those who wanted 
to make it pay as much asit would. The 
latter had as champion among the Commis- 
sioners Mr. Starin. 

The original proposition of the commis- 
sion was that the company should pay the 
city 5 percent. upon its net earnings of the 
entire system, with the provision that in 
reaching this net income there should be 
deducted the operating expenses, the cost 
of maintenance of equipmentandstructure, 
and taxes. 

This the company would not listen to. 
Having a bonded debt of about $30,000,- 
O00C, it insisiel that the interest on that 
debt should be deducted from the net in- 
come, 

Mr. Starin figured that if this was agreed 
to the company would get off with an an- 
nual payment of about $90,000 to the 
city. 

Commissioner Inman figured that the 
company, if the interest on its bonded debt 
was deducted from its net income under 
the 5 per cent. arrangement, would start 
off by paying $145,000 a year, and increase 
the amount as the population and earnings 
increased. 

The compromise result is, that if the 
company sees fit to accept the 5 per cent. 
arrangement the minimum figure for its 
annual payment must be $125,000, with 
all the possibilities for increase, or $175,- 
000 a year for all time. 

On the second important point at issue— 
the extension of the lines to the city lim- 
its from the extension provided for to Fort 
George—the original stipulation was that 
it should be built along thee King’s Bridge 
Road and Broadway within three years. 
George Gould contended that the building 
of this line, more than three miles in length, 
would cost $1,000,000 a mile, and that it 
should not be required in three years, and 
not, in fact, until the extensions to Fort 
George and King’s Bridge should begin to 
pay a reasonable return for the investment 
required for them. . ; 

Mr. Starin insisted that a definite time 
for the extension to the city line should be 
tixed, even if it was as long as eight years, 
as he did not believe in taking any chances 
in making a contract for the people with a 
corporation. 

The arrangement reached at yesterday’s 
meeting is that the extensions to Fort 
George and King’s Bridge shall be built 
within two years, and that whenever those 
lines shall realize 4 per cent. for one year 
on their actual cost the extension to the 
city line must be made. The terms for 
computing the profits on the extensions to 
Fort George and King’s Bridge are ar- 
ranged according to Commissioner Starin’s 


ideas. 

The $116,000 that has been spent by the 
commission, and all that hereafter may be 
expended by it, including the $60,000 for 
salaries of Commissioners, if that is ever 
ordered, must be paid by the Manhattan 
Company if it accepts the terms now of- 
Secedl. it has received a concession, how- 
ever, in the rescinding of the clause in the 
original offer making a five-cent fare dur- 
ing the morning and evening hours over 
the entire line of road, from the Battery to 
the city line, when it shall be built. 

It is believed by the Commissioners that 
the company will accept the present terms. 

The meeting was held at Commissioner 
Steinway’s house. All the Commissioners 
were there, as wellas John F. Bowers, their 
counsel. j 

There was much interest in the meeting 
for the reason that at the last meeting, on 
June 7, a row resulted from the refusal of 
Commissioner Starin to vote with his four 
fellow-Commissioners in favor of a set of 
resolutions offered by Mr. Spencer. Mr. 
Starin intimated that Mr. Spencer as a 
Rapid-Transit Commissioner was actuated 
by the motive of a personal interest. Mr. 
Spencer retaliated by telling Mr. Starin 
that he was either ignorant or else had 
spoken ‘‘ with a lie in his throat.” A ward- 
caucus-like scene followed, and the resig- 
nation of all the Commissioners except 
Mr. Starin was the result. 

This scene preceded the vote on a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Spencer, which was 
killed by the negative vote of Mr. Starin. 

But there was not a suggestion of un- 
pleasantness yesterday. Mr. Starin and 
Mr. Spencer shook hands cordially, and all 
the other Commissioners looked pleased at 
the reconciliation. After the first greeting 
the Commissioners went into a secret ses- 
sion. 

They were closeted together for two 
hours. Four of them having resigned a 
doubt might have arisen as to the legality 
of any action they took, but this had been 
prepared for. Mayor Gilroy had reappoint- 
ed each of the four Commissioners who had 
handed him his resignation, and before a 
notary each of them again took the oath of 
oftice.. This accomplished, the board re- 
organized with the same old officers and 
the same constitution and by-laws. 

Then they began to talk business. Com- 
missioner Bushe said afterward: 

‘* We just talked to find out whether we 
éould agree. Finally we did come to au 
agreement right there on the spot, and we 
just voted it through. There was nothing 
acrimonious about the meeting atall. It 
was simply a harmonious effort to arrive 
at aresult, and personal preferences were 
cast one side.” 

Commissioner Starin announced that he 
had a substitute to offer for the resolutions 
ottered by Commissioner Spencer on Juno 
7 affecting the Fort George and King’s 
Bridge Road extensions. These substitute 
resolutions were.read: 

Resolved, That Section 10 of the resolutions of 
April 13 shall be amended so as to read: 

Resolved, That the said Manbattan Railroad 
Company shall, within two years after the com- 

etion of the branch line or extension to Fort 

eorge, construct and build a branch line, with 





not less than two tracks, from Oné Hundred 
aud Sixty-second Street and Tenth Avenue, 
along the King’s Bridge Road, to King’s Bridge. 
nesolved, That whenever the branch lines 
from One Hundred and Eighth Street to Fort 
George, and from One Hundred and Sixty -sec- 
ond Street to Kiug’s Bridge. as herein provided 
for, shall realize to the Manhattan Railway 
Company in their operation 4 per cent. for one 
year upon the actual cost thereof, then the 
Menhattan Kailway Company shall extend the 
last-named branch from King’s Bridge along 
Broadway to the city limits within not less 
than two years from the expiration of the year 
within. which said 4 per cent. shall be earned. 

/rovided, Thatin any event the time in which 
said extensions shal! be made to the city limits 
shall not exceed eight years after the comple- 
tion of the branch line or extension to Fort 
George. 

_This provision at the end of the resolu- 
tions was not at all satisfactory to the 
other Commissioners, and they declared 
that they could not vote forit. Mr. Spen- 
cer declared that the Manhattan Elevated 
Railway Company would never agree to it, 
as it would compel them to extend to the 
city limits within eight years, even though 
at that time the other extensions were 
earning nothing. The vote was taken and 
the provision was defeated, Mr. Starin be- 
ing the only Commissioner who favored it. 

There was a discussion as to what agree- 
ment could be reached concerning the ob- 
ligation of the Manhattan Company to ex- 
tend to the city limits, and it was finally 
agreed that this extension should be made 
when the Fort George and King’s Bridge 
branches earned 4 percent. a year upon 
the actual cost of their construction. 

Then the argument was as to the com- 
pensation which the city should annually 
receive from the Mauhattan Company. The 
5 per cent. on net earnings, from which 
operating expenses and cost of mainten- 
ance and equipment should be deducted, 
it was said the company would never agree 
to. The deduction of the interest on the 
bonded debt from the net earnings would 
be insisted upon. 

Mr. Starin declared that this bonded 
debt must be limited, and it was finally 
agreed that the interest on the bonded 
debt which was to be deducted from the 
net earnings of which the city would ob- 
tain 5 per cent. must not exceed $2,000,- 
000 a year. On a 5 per cent. basis this 
would permit of a ten-million-dollar in- 
crease of the company’s present funded 
debt of $30,000,000. 

It was insisted by Mr. Starin that a mini- 
mum figure should be fixed as the annual 
compensation which the company should 
pay the city under the 5 per cent. clause, 
and he prepared a resolution naming 
$175,000 a year as the minimum amount. 
This was not satisfactory to the other 
Commissioners, and Mr. Starin was the 
only one who favored it. The resolutions 
on which agreement was tinally reached, 
fixing $125,000 a year as the minimum, 
and which were prepared by Mr. Starin, 
read as did the set which he had previous- 
ly offered and which had been defeated, 
down to the tinal provision, when they 
said: 

Pesoived, That the cost of construction of said 
branches to Fort George and King’s Bridge 
shall be ascertained and certified to the Con- 
troller of the City of New-York atthe time of 
construction. 

Kesoived, That the method of ascertaining the 
4 per cent, net results from the operations of 
the said branches shall be as follows: 

That the gross ticket sales at all stations upon 
said branch lines shall be regarded as the gross 
earnings of said branches. 

That the percentage of operating expenses 
and taxes to gross earnings of the entire system 
for the same period shall ve construed to be the 
percentage applicable to the operation of said 
brasches. 

Thatthe net earnings thus ascertained shall 
be cousidered to be the net earnings of said 
branches. 

Resolved, That Section 14 of the resolutions 
- April 12, 1893, be amended to read as fol- 

ows: 

Resolved, That as compensation forthe new 
franchises hereby and heretofore provided tor, 
the Manhattan Railway Company shall be re- 
quired, upon the execution of the contract, to 
pay into the City Treasury the amount of all 
sums disbursed for the account ef this com- 
mission since its organization, and also from 
time to time thereafter to pay into the City 
‘treasury all sums that may atany future time 
be disbursed for the account of this board in 
connection with its work in carrying to cum- 
pletion the proposed extensions and facilities to 
be given tothe Manhattan Klevated Railway 
Company. 

That the said Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company shall pay into the City Treasury an- 
nually 5 per cent. of its net income, from all 
lines, said net income to be computed by de- 
ducting from the gross income the operating 
expenses, including maintenance of equipment 
and structure, taxes, and the interest on the 
bonded debt outstanding accruing during the 
year, said deduction on account of interest on 
funded debt not to exceed $2,000,000 in any one 
year. Andiit is provided further that such 
paymentto the city shall not in any year be 
less than $125,000. 

That at the option of the said Manhattan 
Elevated Railway Coinpany it may enter into 
an agreement to pay into the City ‘lreasury, on 
the first day of July in each year, in lieu of said 
percentage, the sum of $175,00u in cash, or at 
that rate for any part of a vear. 

That the tax in either form shall begin to 
accrue when the extension to Fort George shali 
be put in operation. 

kesolved, That Section 15 of the resolutions of 
April 12, 1893, be rescinded. {This section pro- 
vided that when tbe lines should be extended to 
the city limits the fare from one end to the 
other during the morning and evening hours, 
the ‘rush hours,” should be only 5 cents. | 

kesolved, That the Manhattan Company shall, 
on or before July 10, exercise the option as to 
the form of tax, and as to whether it will accept 
the facilities and extensions provided by this 
board by the resolutions of March 11 and April 
12, and of this date. ‘ 

After passing this set of resolutions the 
Commissioners adjourned. ‘They came out 
looking very happy and chatting animat- 
edly, as though they were all very much 
pleased. ° 

Mr. {nman started for Chicago last night 
with his family, and the next meeting of 
the Commissioners, who adjourned subject 
to call, will not be held until his return. 
There is no apparent necessity of a meet- 
ing of the Commissioners at any rate until 
an answer shall have been received from 
the Directors of the Manhattan Company 
as to whether they will accept the terms 
now offered, and the company can wait 
until July 10 to answer.

A NeEw-YorK TIMEs reporter asked him 
if he expected to receive the nomination. 

“You may say that I shall not be the 
candidate,” he said. ‘‘They will not nom- 
inate me.

When Kellogg & Co. failed 
the Chicago Title and Trust Company was made 
receiver, and held a bill of sale for this stock 
from the Kellogg firm. .

CRUSHED UNDER A CABLE CAR 


LITTLE JOHNNY WALLACE PLAYS 
HIS LAST GAME OF TAG, 





He Ran in Front of the Car Just as It 
Started, Was Struck, Fell, 
Minute Was Mangled to Death—A Pas- 
senger Might Have Saved Him Had 
the Boy’s Shirt Been Thicker—The Car 
Was Lengths—The 
Gripman Under Arrest.

Stopped in Two 


The first death resulting from the run. 
ning of the cable cars on Broadway oc- 
curred last evening, when Johnny Wallace, 
@® seven-year-old boy, -was so terribly 
crushed and mangled that he died within a 
few minutes. 

“You see,” said Joe Flynn, -who wae 
Johnny’s chum and schoolmate, as he re- 
lated the story with tearsin his eyes, ‘‘ we 
was playing tag, Johnny and the rest of us 
I wasit. I started for Johnny and he ran 
across Seventh Avenue. There wasacable 
car that stopped at the corner of Forty- 
eighth Street. I chased him and he ran 
around the car, me after him. Just as he 
dodged around the front end of the car it 
started and knocked him down. Then 
there was a crowd around, and they told 
me Johnny was dead, and that is all I 
know.” 

The boy Wallace, a fair-haired,* slim 
youngster, with a bright face, lived at 
731 Seventh Avenue, with his mother. 
That is justi above where Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue cross, and where the 
cable cars leave Broadway for their run 
up Seventh Avenue to the Park. The 
boy’s mother is a widow, with two other 
small children besides the one she has lost. 
Her husband died about a year ago, but 
by working herself she managed to keep 
the children at school. 

Johnny was playing tag with half a 
dozen other lads on Seventh Avenue, just 
opposite his house, last evening about 5:36 
o’clock, when he was killed. He wore a 
thin shirtwaist and no coat. 

Cable Car No. 9, with John Sullivan as 
conductor and Oliver Jones as gripman, 
going up town, stopped just at the corner 
of Forty-eighth Street, and several passen- 
gers got off. One young man got on at the 
front platform. Just as he stepped on, the 
car started, and just as the car started, lit- 
tle Johnny Wallace ranin front of it. As 
he did so, he was running in the same di- 
rection as the car, and so had his back 
toward it. 

The young man who got on the front 
platform saw that the boy was going to be 
run down. He reached over and grabbed 
him as the iron bumper of the car struck 
the little fellow in the middle of the back. 
He tried to lift the boy up, but he had hold 
only of the thin shirtwaist, and it would 
not stand the strain. There was arip, and 
it gave way, leaving the young man with 
only a piece of the cotton cloth in his hand. 

The boy’s body fell flat on the road, face 
downward, with the feet toward the car. 
There is a wire screen on each end of the 
cable cars that varies in its: height. above 
the pavings from tive to ten inches, accord- 
ing to the load of passengers aboard and 
the motions of the car. It is intended to 
shove obstructions from the track. ; 

There was room enough underneath it 
for the boy’s feet and legs to pass easily, 
though. Then, as he was dragged along, 
his hips passed under the screen. He was 
dragged along in this way until his entire 
body was under the tar. 

Gripman Jones had applied the brake as 
soon as the car struck the boy, and the car 
was stopped in less than two lengths. He 
and several of the passengers got ott and 
pulled the boy’s body out from underneath. 
His face was all battered, and the clothing 
had been torn away from over the chest as 
the body had been forced under the car. 
The boy was just alive, but he died within 
a minute. ; 

A crowd had collected. A policeman 
came up and rang for an ambulance. 
There was no need for the ambulance sur- 
geon, though. The boy’s body was taken 
to the West Forty-seventh Street Police 
Station. The gripman followed, under are 
rest, and was locked up inacell to await 
the arrival of the Coroner. 

Coroner Schultze saw the body four hours 
later and granted a permit for its removal. 
He talked to Gripman Oliver Jones. Jones 
said that he was twenty-two years old, an 
lived with his wife and child at 153 East 
Fifty-second Street. He said he bad been 
a driver for the Broadway road for four 
years, and had been one of the first men 
taken off the horse cars to be * broken in” 
with the grip. He said that he did nut see 
the boy Wallace until he ran in front of 
the car, and then he instantly applied the 
brake. 

**I believe the young man who got on 
the front would have saved him,” said 
Jones, “if the boy had had on a coat, or 
something that would have held when he 
grabbed at him, instead of that little shirt 
waist.” 

Coroner Schultze told Jones that he 
would bail him on $1,500. The gripman’s 
brother, Thomas Jones, furnished bail in 
that amount. 


GOT DIAMONDS, RETURNED PASTE. 


That Is the Charge Agsinst Mrs. Post, a 
Brooklyn Woman. 





Detective’Shaughnessy went to 247 Kos- 
ciusko Street, Brooklyn, yesterday and ar- 
rested Mrs. Mary F. Post on the charge of 
having stolen a pair of diamond earrings 
valued at $111.36 from R. H. Macy & Co. 
of this city. 

According to the witnesses before the 
Grand Jury, which indicted Mrs. Post for 
grand larceny, she went to Macy’s on June 
8 and selected the pair of earrings, which 
were to be sent to her home, to be paid for 
on delivery, the next day. 

The messenger who took the purchase to 
Mrs. Post reported that Mrs. Post took the 
diamonds into an adjoining room and re- 
turned in a few moments, saying that the 
stones Were all right, but that she had not 
money enough to pay for them then, so he 
must take them back. 

The messenger tied the loosened wrapper 
of the package up and returned to the 
store. here he found that paste imita- 
tions had been substituted for the real 
stones. 

When the officer arrested Mrs. Post her 
husband offered to deposit a check for the 
value of the earrings until the case was 
settled in a civil court, but the officer 
would not consent. Mrs. Post was admit- 
ted to $1,500 bail by Judge Moore in the 
afternoon. 





Very Persistent Highwaymen. 
FLusHine, L. L, June 19.—Rollin Doane, 
driver for Duryea’s Express, was attacked by 
highwaymen to-night while driving into Flush- 

ing with a heavily-laden express wagon.

The tronble began early in the morning and 
grew worse steadily. At6 P. M. the thermom- 
eter in Perry’s drug store registered 97°, the 
highest degree registered on the street this year

THE SESSION LAWS OF THIS YEAR. 


Many Errors Due to Carelessness in the 
Engrossing Room. 


ALBANY, June 19.—The session laws of 1893 
are all in type, and they will be bound and 
ready for delivery by the middle of July. They 
make, with the data the Secretary of State has 
to add, close on to 2,000 pages. This is about 
700 pages more than the average, notwithstaud- 
‘ing that there are fewer long laws than for 
some years past. The Military Code and the 
Olean charter are the largest, the former having 
a little the advantage, consisting of 225 folios, 


Considering the extent of the work on the 
session laws of this year, all previous records in 
publishing them has been eclipsed. 

The carelessness of the engrossing room, aa 
in the past, is demonstrated in these printed 
pages, which are marred with the asterisk and 
the footnote, ‘‘s0 in the original.’”’ These pages 
are liberally besprinkled with *‘ stars,” showing 
not only varelessness but ignorance ag well. in 
the amendment to the Troy charter the provis- 
ion is made for paying money “outof the City 
Treasurer’; and again, in the Utica school 
act amendment, it is provided that Commission- 
ers shall hold office ‘until there succeasurs are 
elected.”” In the headings of the Adirondack 
Park law soctions are found, “ Laws revealed” 
and “ Jubject.”” A law providing for pavements 
in Utica gives property owners on streets to be 
repaved the right to “express their choice of 
any particular kind of payment to be laid.” 

Dansville village secured an amendment, in 
which there are four stars. One marks this 
clause, ‘‘and to prohibit any authorized inter- 
ference”; another, “the same provisions shail 
ap, ly to such elections as are approved in this 
act." The Chief Engineer and his assistants are 
to have the “ immediately” control offthe Fire 
Department. ‘“#eurity” for surety appears in 
an amendment to the Civil Code, and in the sup- 
ply bill is an appropriation of $1,500 for 
“lighting” rod and ladder for the Matteawan 
Hospital. There are a number of instances 
where the word “effeot” appears for the werd 
“attect,” and vice versa. *On’’ for “of” or 
“or’’ are qnite frequently wrongfully applied, 
and words are repeated and omitted ina num- 
ber of cases. 

Singular and plural nouns are wrongfully 
used. A good example of this occurs in the 
Ogdensburg charter, the provision being made 
for “a Chief of Police and policeman, a Chief 
Engineer and assistant fireman.” The word 
* Commissioners” appears tor ‘Commis- 
sioner,”’ and *‘asaspecial meeting” for “at,” 
&o. For lighting Flatbush the provision is 
made: “In either case the expense shall not 
exceed three-eighths on 1 per centum annualiy 
on the assessed valuation of such town.’ In 
the description of the Cold Springs Cemetery 
Association's plat occurs the following: “ East 
by the east line of form lot.” The missaplied 
word “and” for **te’”’ makes a clause in the 
amendmentto the eharter of the Universigy of 
New-York, relative to the Trustees read, “ class 
of 1892 and 1896,” 

The general laws relative to agriculture con- 
tain four stars, the moat glaring mistakes they 
mark being these: ‘* Powers of the Commission- 
ers, his assistant,” &c.; ** manufactureof mixing 
of animal fate with milk, cream, or butter pro- 
hibited,” and “to be used as a trade mark by 
aw person,’’&c. In the title of Chapter 342 the 
word “highways”’ is used, while 1n the body of 
the law the word “highway” only occurs. 
“End to that and’’ appears ip an act fora 
sewer in Waterviiet for ‘“‘and to that end," 
while the words “‘Commissioners” and ‘ Com- 
missioner’’ are used promiscuously, Relative 
to the duties of the Rexister of New-York the 
Controller shall cause to be prepared suitable 
books “for indexing, reindeing, and compil- 

ing,” &c. There occur in the railroad law these 
mistakes: “‘Form and amound” and “other 
chief fiscal office.”’ 

New-York’s consolidation law amendment 
relative to the improvement of streets specilies 
that the “ Commissioners, or any person in- 
terested in said proceeding, shall notify tne 
counsel to the corporation as soon as the said 
report shali have been filed.” The counsel to 
the corporation must furnish to the Commis- 
sioners of Estimate and Assessment, who may be 
appointed, “ such necessary clerks and other em- 
ployes, and to provide such suitable ofticers aa 
they may require to enabie them to fully and 
satisfactorily discharge the duties imposed upon 
them by this chapter.” Section 084 starts offin 
this fashion: “ The said Commissioner shall de- 
posit in the Bureauof Street Openingsin the 
law department an abstract of their estimate 
and assessment at least thirty days before their 
report shall be presented to said court for con- 
firmation.’’ The General Theological Seminary 
act relative to the conferring of honorary de- 
grees is to “take immediately,” the word 
“ effect” being omitted. 

There are many other mistakes, but those 
pointed out are sufficient to show that too much 
care cannot be exercised in the preparation of 
the laws of the State. While in the main the 
text isan improvement upon that of the orig- 
inal laws of last year, it is still farshort of what 
it should be for official records, 


CHARGES AGAINST POLICEMEN. 





Two Accused in One Day of Cruelty to 
Prisoners. 


Yesterday morning Frank R. Hart of 454 East 
Eighty-fourth Street and Frank Osbourne of 
213 East Eighty-fourth Street were arraigned 
in the Harlem Police Court by Police- 
men Mulbauser and Hannan of the 
East Eighty-eighth Street Police Station, 
and charged with assaulting John Hicks, alias 
“ The Pirate.” Upon examination, Hart told such 
a pitiful story of abuse by the patrolmen and ar- 
gued his case so skillfully before the Justieo 
thac the latter was inclined to believe him, 
and, after discharging him and his companion, 


talked sharply tothe policemen. Hart and his 
eon) panion then started for Police Headquarters 
to prefer charges against the officers. 

Alter Hart's discharge Officer Mulhauser said 
that while proceeding along Eighty-second 
Street Sunday night he sawacrowd about a 
prostrate man, who was being pummelled by 
Hart. Policeman Hannan at the same moment 
approached from an opposite direction, where- 
upon Hart, in attempting to escape, ran into 
Mulhauser’s arms. Hart resisted arrest, and 
Officer Mulhauser knocked him down. 

Mulbauser’s statement was corroborated last 
night by Officer Hannan, by the proprietor of 
* Grimms’s” restaurant on Third Avenue, and 
by other residents of the neighorhood. 

David Bryant, a street ear driver, was ar- 
rested by Police Sergeant McCarton at Four- 
teenth Street and Ninth Avenue yesterday for 
needlessly causing a biockade, Bryant was ar- 
raigued in Jefferson Market Police Court and 
held in $300 for trial. While McCarton was 
conducting his prisoner sway from court, 
and while yet in the corridor, several 
witnesses charge that he beat the prisoner 
unmercifully, causing him to scream out with 
pain. His cries were audible in the courtroom, 
and the Justice ordered thathe brought back. 
When McCarton and his prisoner returned the 
blood was streaming from the latter's mouth. 
McCarton claimed that the prisoner fell, but 
Judge Voorbis held the officer in $300 bail. It 
is claimed by those who witnessed the affair 
that McCarton was intoxicated.

Great Britain’s Original Chart Conceded 


It to the United States. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Prof. T. GC Menden- 
hall of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, on the 
part of the United States, and Commissioner 
King, on the part of Great Britain, will soon 
leave Washington to determine the vexed ques- 
tion as te which country is the legal owner of 
Pope’s Folly Island, near the waters of the 
boundary line between the United States and 
Canada. of the coast of Maine. The possession 


of thisisland has been in dispute for the last 
century, but is now in a fair way to settlement. 

The discovery has just been made by Prof. 
Mendenball that the first chart issued by Great 
Britain showing the boundary between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada gives the former country 
the island, but a subsequent chart includes it in 
Canadian territory. The island is not so valua- 
ble in time of peace, butin case of war would 
be a decided advantage to the country possess- 
ing it. In view of his latest discovery, that the 
island, according to the chart of Great Britain, 
was conceded to the United States, the pro- 
fessor believes be will have no trouble in set- 
—— the vexed question in favor of the United 

tates. 

With this question settled, the only other im- 
portant one pending between the United States 
and Great Britain is the determination and 
marking of the boundary line between Alaska 
and the British Possessions. The party which 
left here in March last has been unable to ac- 
complish much. When iast heard from the 
mountains were covered with snow. It is not 
believed that the boundary line between tie 
disputed possessions can be marked for a year, 
beeause of the unfavorable weather. 





The President Sustained, 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 19.—In the United 
States District Court here to-day, Judge John 
Bruce on the bench, Louis E. Par 
sons and Emmett Oneal, each  olaim- 
ing to be United States District Attor- 
ney, and A. K. Ninninger and J. C. Mus- 
grove, each claiming to be Marshal, appeared 
and by their attorneys demanded recognition. 
Parsons and Ninnipger were recently removed 
by the President, and Onealand Musgrove ap- 
pointed, but the two former declined to gur- 
render the offices. 

Judge Bruce decided in favor of Oneal and 
Musgrove. To-morrow he will issue orders to 
Parsons and Ninninger to vacate, and they will 
probably do so.

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Stormy Scenes at the Meeting of Jersey 
City Street and Water Commissioners. 


There was a very lively row at the meeting of 
the Jersey City Street and Water Commission- 
ers yesterday. The subject in dispute was the 
vacation of Rallruad Avenue for the benefit of 
the New-Jersey Junction Railroad. The rosolu- 
tion vacating the street was vetoed last Thura- 
day by Mayor Waneer and, befors acting finaliz, 
the board consented to give the property own- 
ers a hearing, contrary to the usual custom in 
such cases.

“I don’t object to Mr. Kiernan’s protesting,” 
said Mr. Dugan, “for he owns property 650 
feet away, but Mr. lumilty does not. Hesold 
his property some time ago.”

“That is an untruth! ” 

“IT am not talking to you, ana don’t want 
you to talk to me,” said Mr. Dugan.

REAR WALL TORN OUT. 





Pieces of Granite Flew from a Blast and 
Worked Great Havoc, 


The occupants of tho five-story apartment 
house at 136 West Sixty-seventh Street, owned 
by Jacob Messner, were given a terrible fright 
yesterday morning, when huge pieces of granite 
crashed intothe rear wallof the building and 
tore away a great section of it. 

The building was struck by as many as half a 
dozen pieces of granite, weighing from 1,000 to 
1,500 pounds each. 

The acoident is said to have been the result of 
reckless blasting by Michael Garretta, a con- 
tractor residing at 238 Mulberry Street, who 
has been clearing the ground for new buildings 


on Sixty-sixth Street, between Amsterdam Ave- 
nue and the Boulevard. 

» Fortunately, none of the members of Mr. 
Messner’s family or any of the occupants of the 
building happened to be in the yard at the time 
of the explosion, or they would have been in- 
stantly killed. 

“We had a very narrow escape,” said one of 
Mr. Messner’s daughters to a New-YoRK TIMES 
reporter last evening. ‘“‘Had the explo- 
sion taken place at any other time of 
the day it is certain that somebody 
would have been killed. The large rocks 
thrown against the rear of the building tore 
down the fence, plowed up the yard, and made 
a large bole in the wall. 

* When the bDiasting first began Garretta was 
very careful and no damage was done. Latterly 
he has been very reckless and we have been in 
constant dread of our lives. He is bound by his 
contract to have the work finished by the lst of 
July, and this is the reason he has taken such 
chances. rs 
“The damage done has been the result of 
carelessness on his part. Had ordinary pre- 
cautions been taken, we would not have been 
placed in such imminent peril.” 

Garretta was arrested and taken before Police 
Justice MoMahon in the Yorkville Police Court 
yesterday afternoon, and was held in $100 bail 
to answer the charge of reckless blasting. He 
claimed that the accident was unavoidable, and 
that he took the precautions prescribed by law.

KILLED THE GIRL HE LOVED. 


Young Mexican Then Shot Himself—Father 
Opposed the Match. 





Oaxaca, Mexico, June 19.—A terrible tragedy 
is reported from Pinar De] Rio, in the State of 
Chiapas. Vicente Bocalandro, a highly-educated 
young man who was in bad financial circum- 
stances, fell in love with Miss Mercides Cartaya, 
whose father is one of the wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens of that part of Mexico. 

Mr. Cartaya prohibited the young man from 
paying court to his daughter, and told her that 
she must not encourage her suitor. His objec- 


tion to the match was that the young man had 
mercenary motives in seeking the marriage. 
Bocalandro yisited Mr. Cartaya and medea 
plea to be allowed to visit his daughter osca- 
sionally, stating that he would not become her 
husband until he had made his own fortune. 
The old man became enraged and told Boca- 
landro that no matter how wealthy he became 
he shouid never marry his daughter. 
Bocalandro then entered another room and 
drawing a pistol, fired at Miss Cartaya, killing 
herinstantly.

BIG FIRE IN ELIZABETH. 


The Electrie-Light Plant Burned and the 
City in Darkness. 





ELIZABETH, N. J., June 19.—The Suburban 
Electric Light Company’s plant here was de- 
stroyed by fire at midnight. The building was 
of brick, two and one-half stories high, 75 by 
200 feet, and was filled with costly machinery.

QUARRELING OVER RAILROADS. 
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NEW-ROGHELLES MANY DEBTS 


THE VILLAGE TRUSTEES FAIL 
TO TAKE AOTION, 





No Quorum at the Meeting Called for Last 
Night—A Known Deficiency of Over 
#23,000, Whieh May Be Increased by 
$25,000—The Taxpayers Expected to 
Take Some Action Soon—Funds May Be 
Obtained from the Local Bank-—-Town 
Streets Well Lighted and Patrolled. 


The announcement in yesterday’s New-YorK 
Times that owing to ring rule the village of 
New-Rochelle was in a bankrupt condition 
did ‘not occasion much surprise in that 
beautiful suburban place, for the Trea 
son that all the taxpayers had long been 
aware of the empty condition of the village 
treasury, but, nevertheless, little elée than the 
grave question of how to get out of the tangle 
was discussed there yesterday. 

It was stated Saturday that a meeting of the 
Trustees of the village would be held last night, 
at which a plan of future action for the relief of 
the village would be adopted for presentation 
before the meeting of the taxpayers early 
in July. The meeting was to have been held in 
the corporation otlice on Main Street, at 8 
o'clock, but two of the Trustees refused to enter 
the room and complete the necessary quorum, 
Therefore no meeting was held. 

There were present at 8 o’clock Prof. William 
Large, W. J. Koch, George T. Davis, and George 
D. Leach. They busied themselves for some 
time examining village documents, While 
they were thus engaged F. W. Maloy and 
Thomaé Brady, two of the old Trustees, 
appeared at the door, but when they counted 
noses they declined to enter. Had they joined 
the other Trustees there would have been & 
quorum, and some immediate and pressing bual- 
ness could bave been transacted. 

A further examination of the report of Presi- 
dent Large to the Trustees shows that the 
accounts of the village were kept in a careless 
manner. In nearly every department there 
were overdrafts, and ouly spasmodic etiorts 
Were made to collect the tuxes, Had these 
taxes been collected promptly the Treasury of 
the village would not be in its present destitute 
condition. The mysterious disappearance of the 
assessment books of the i bird and Fourth Wards 
and the tax roll of the village has bampered 
the work of the experts to a considerable ex- 
tent. In their absence the deficiency amounts 
10 $23,145.36, but 
it 1s possible that this sum 
increased. Besides this actual deficiency, 
there are claims against the  viliage 
for about $25,000 for extra work done in grad- 
ing some of the streets, and as the claims have 
been adjudged to be just, they must be paid. 
However, the bolders of these ciaims have sig- 
nitied their willingness to wait for payment un- 
til such a time as Lhe treasury assumes a ple- 
thoric condition. 

To a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
President Large said last evening that he did 
not doubt that the taxpayers would take defi- 
nite action within two weeks to have the credit 
of the village maintained. 

“Will bonds be issued to meet the defi- 
ciency?” he was asked, 

‘‘No; I hardly think so. The amount needed 
is too small to cause us to adopt that 
course. I think the taxpayers will agree 
that the wisest course to pursue, after 
we really know where wo stand, is to have 
drawn up @ certificate of indebtedness. A note 
ean then be drawn by the authority of the tax- 
payers, and [ haven't the slightest douvt that 
the local bank will accept it. Otherwise, 
we will have to strugele along as best we 
can until the tax collections for 1894 are made 
next Sprin.g I do not think that{this course will 
be pursued, for if itis we will have to ask our 
policemen and the gas and electric light com- 
panies to wait for a year for their money.” 

A meeting of the Village Improvement So- 
eiety will be held Wednesuay evening, at which, 
in all probability, the situation will be dis- 
cussed. Francis Wilson, the comedian, will be 
present and will undoubtedly try to shed some 
light upon the problem. 

A meeting of the Trustees will be held on the 
first Monday of July, at which it is hoped aplan 
of action will be adopted for presentation to the 
pexgerene at a mecting to be held a few nights 
ater. 

The village was lighted as usual last night, 
and the policemen patolled their beats as 
though the question of where they were to get 
their salaries was of small moment.

The Police Force of Buffalo Reorganized 
for Political Work. 


BurFra.o, N. Y., June 19,—Lieut. Gov. Shee- 
han is somewhere on the Continent new, but 
the work he had in mind, when he rushed the 
dark-lantern Police Commissioner bill through 
the last Legislature, is going on just as smooth- 
ly as if he were here personally to superintend 
it 

It had been intended to begin the work of 
Sheehanizing the police force earlier, but one 
of the new Commissioners, Frauk J. Illig, made 
ashow of kicking over the traces. He staid 


away from meetings of the commission for sev- 
eral days and otherwise acted asif he dsap- 
proved ofthe sweeping rednctions of faithful 
officials that were centemplated. To-day, how- 
ever, he suffered himself to be led to the Com- 
missioners’ room at Police Headquarters, and 
the slate prepared by Mr. Sheehan two munths 
ago Was put through without a hitch. 

Four Captains were reduced—Dugan, Sam- 
mon, Zacher, and Wurtz. They were all made 
patrolmen, and then Dugan, who is a Demo- 
crat, was made a headuyuarters detective. The 
other three men had been long on the force 
and were efficient officers. Zacher has a record 
of twenty years’ continuous service. Sheehan 
wanted their plaees for men who could get him 
yotes, however, and they had to go. 

In addition te the changes smong the Cap- 
tains, twenty-one patrolmen were made Ser- 
geants, anda numberof special detectives were 
appointed. Every man who was appointed isa 
Bheeban man. Every man reduce: is Sheehan’s 
enemy. Within a month the police force will be 
a perfect Sheehan machine. 

The Police Commissioners, who also act as 
the Board of Excise, met as such after the re- 
ductions had been made, and appointed Will- 
iam H. Love attorney for the Excise Board ata 
salary of $1,500. Love was a school teacher 
until a few months ago. He was admitted to 
the bar only recently. He is the man whom 
Sheeban tried to elect Superintendent of Edu- 
cation by changing election returns. This is 
his reward for making that fight. 





Work of the Mafia, It Is Thought. 
TAMPA, Fla., June 19.—The body of Ignazio 
Camparito, an Italian, was found thie morning. 
His throat had been cut from ear to ear and his 
breast, back, arms, and neck bore about twen- 
ty-five knife wounds. It is supposed that the 
murder was committed last night about 9 
o’clock, as those in the vicinity heard screams 
at that time. The hatof the murderer was 
found near the body. 

The money and watch of the murdered man 
wereon his person, undisturbed, but the double- 
case watch had been pierced through by a sti- 
letto. 

Evidently there bad been a terrible struggle 
for life, as the ground was torn up for an area 
of many feet. One Italian was arrested to-day 
on suspicion. A rumor is cireulated that the 
Matia Society, which was guilty of s0 many 
atrocious and vengeful murders in New-Or- 
leans is at the bottom of this crime. 





Death of a Chinese Leper. 
Ong Moy Toy, the Chinese leper, who since 
August, 1891, had been the occupant of an iso- 
lated hut at the extreme end of North Brother 


Island, died yesterday morning. He was the 
only leper known to be in this city. 

Toy was sent to North Brother Island in May, 
1891, and soon after he was released at the re- 
quest of & wealthy Chinese merchant, who said 
tbat Toy wanted to return to China. He and 
Tsang Sing, whe was contined at the same time, 
started for Vancouver. There they were detained. 
Atter being piaced in a sealed car with a barrel 
ot water and a barrel of crackers they were 
atarted toward the United States. At the 
boundary line they were stopped, and later they 
were sent back to Vancouver. They were sent 
to and from Vancouver several times. 

The Chinamen finally escaped, and Moy Toy 
returned to New-York, but his companion dis- 
oppeared.

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AINSWORTH HELD BESPONSIBLE 


The Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the 
Ford’s Theatre Disaster. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—Having set itself a 
task, and that to make Col. F. C. Ainsworth the 
person most responsible forthe accident and 
loss of life at the Ford’s Theatre Building, on 
Tenth Street, a week ago last Friday, the Coro- 
ner’s jury this afternoon brought in its anticl- 
pated verdict, holding Col. Ainsworth, Con- 
tractor Dant, Superintendent Covert, and 
Engineer Sasse to be responsible for the disas- 
aster to the building and the attendant loss of 
life. 

With a steadfastness of purpose, that was 
perhaps inspired by the ferocity of the mob 
that proposed to begin the work of the Coroner 
by hanging Col. Ainsworth for being “ unpopu- 
lar” with the employes of the Records and 
Pension Office who had been dismissed or re- 
duced in grade, the jury overlooked apparently 
the fact that the ehief of the Supply Division 
of the War Department made the contract un- 
der which the work was done, and that he 


might justas properly have been held to be re- 
sponsible, under the system by which repairs 
are made for the War Uepartment, as any of 
the other persons held. 

The Coroner's jury bas “ hitched the cart be- 
fore the horse” in making the second part of 
its finding the one of leastimportance. Hav- 
ing declared the persons accused to be guilty of 
criminal negligence, it then finds that the per- 
sons named in its finding were regulated by 
&@ system which is declared to be ‘‘unbusiness- 
like aud reprehensible.”’ The trial jury may 
demonstrate the fact that when Capt. Thorpe 
made the contract for the work that Col. Ains- 
worth desired to have done he was limited 
by the regulations of the War Department. Be- 
yond those regulations neither Capt. Thorpe nor 
Col. Ainsworth could go. 

All of the acoused persons will be arrested to- 
morrow and all will be prepared to give bonds 
for their appearance to await the action of the 
Grand Jury. It is not probable that the case 
can be breughs to trial before the Fall. The 
courts are about to adjourn for the Summer. 
The Grand Jury is in session, but it is not con- 
sidered by the Judges of the court that it will be 
possible or desirable to have the indictments 
tried at once. 

When the trial comes on it will at once be 
shown that the indifference of the Coroner’s 

ury to the laws of evidence may be helpful to 
nilamed. persons who wish to stigmatize 
unpopular individuals, but that it cannot be in- 
voked to make the stigma adhere. The neglect 
or refusal to call two of the men now held to be 
most fully informed as to the cause of the dis- 
aster, has provoked a contempt for the proceed- 
ings that was but natural, and has, no doubt, 
had much to do with a strong revulsion of feel- 
ing since the mob outoreak in the jury room on 
the first day of the Cuoroner’s inquest. 

Col. Ainsworth has received many letters ex- 
tending sympathy to and expressing contidence 
in him. One of the most touching of these was 
written to him by the brother of Mr. Gage, one 
of the men killed by the fall of the Tenth Street 
building, in which the demonstration by the 
mob was regretted on the same page on which 
the writer referred with grief to the account of 
the burial of his brother by the Grand Army 
of the Kepublic. 


THE PRESIDENT’S VACATION. 


Cleveland in Fine Health-—To Go 
Away Early in July.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Those imaginative 
persons who had put the President upon a 
“banting” programme, and who have been 
misinforming the public by giving the impres- 
sion that the Chief Magistrate is invalided, 
would probably have lost respect for themselves 
as medical prophets if they could have seen the 
President to-day in the East Room while he was 
shaking hands with about 200 callers who were 


not frightened away by the erroneous reports 
of the extreme hot weather. The President 
was looking as well as he has looked since he 
came here, and he received his callers cordially 
and cheerfully. 
The President fwill “stick out” the hot term 
of June and attend strictiy to business until 
early in July, when he will leave Washington, 
to remain away until about the last of August, 
unless something quite unforeseen should re- 
quire that he return earlier. His own an- 
nouncement of this programme to-day ought 
to set at rest the frantic persons who have been 
insisting for three or four days that he will 
have a called session of Congress before Sept. 
1. There seems to be no reasons for amending 
his announcement that the session will be 
called between Sept. land 15. To those who 
have asked him foran intimation, in order to 
be able to arrange their terms of absence from 
the city, he has repeated about what he said in 
the authorized announcement madoegby him. 
It had been the purpose’ of the President to 
fo to Buzzard’s Bay with Mre. Cleveland, but 
e decided yesterday that he would not now 
make the journey there and back, in view of the 
fact that he wishes to close up a great deal of 
business that would have to be temporarily 
dropped if he wentto Massachusetts now, and 
that he wants to keep on with his work until he 
can feel that he has earned the right to a Sum- 
mer rest. Mrs. Cleveland, with her little daugh- 
ter and the servants wao are to be with her at 
Gray Gables, wili leave Washington to-morrow 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad, at 1:40, travel- 
ing in the private car of. Vice President Frank 
Thomson.

Arrest of Two Lads for Petty Robberies in

Two members of the gang of young burglars 
that has been robbing Public School No. 44, at 
Throop and Putnam Avenues, Brooklyn, have 
been captured; and will be held until their com- 
panions are arrested. They are Mortimer Hal- 
pin, ten years old, of 503 Madison Street, and 
Arthur Armstrong, eleven, of 453 Madison 
Street. 

Both boys have protested their innocence vig- 
orously, but the Broeklyn police think that one 
is almost as good at prevarication as the other. 
Halpin, whose father is a lighly-respected man, 
was withdrawn from the school some time 
since and Armstrong has attended it but a 
short time, having moved to Brooklyn recently 
from this city.

EXCURSIONISTS IN DANGER 


CROWDED BARGES RUN INTO AT 
HELL GATE, 








Narrow Escape of Catholic Sunday School 
Excursionists —A Thousand Lives in 
Peril— Their Barges Kun Into by a 
Schooner—For a Time There Was a 
Panic—The Schooner Sank in One Hun- 
dred Feet of Water, but Its Orew 
Escaped—The Barges Proceeded. 


Hell Gate was the scene yesterday morning 
of a collision between a steamer towing two 
barges, crowded witht excursionists, up the 
East River and two schooners that were being 
towed in the same direction by a tug. 

The accident took place at 10:15 o’clock. 
The two barges, the William H. Vanderbilt 
and the Stephen Walker, chartered for the day 
from the Starin Transportation Company for 
the excursion of the Sunday School Asso- 
ciation connected with St. Nicholas’s Ro- 
man Catholic Church in Second Street, 
were being towed up by the steamboat 
Thomas Hunt and the tug Titan along that 


channel in the East River whieh separates 
Blackwell's Island from the Long Island shore, 
The barges were lashed securely on either side 
of the Hunt, and the three vessels held nearly 
1,000 men, women, and children, 

At the same time as the Hunt and the Titan 
were puffing and snorting along up the eastern 
channel with their heavy and precious 
burden, the tug Unit, with Skipper Pat- 
rick Meehaa at the helm, was fuifill- 
ing & somewhat similar duty along 
the western side of Blackwell's Island. 
She had in tow two schooners, Isle of Pines and 
Ella Francis. Thetwo small flotillas rounded 
the northern end of Blackwell's Island at the 
same time. There was a strong flood tide 
running, which, combined with the danger- 
ous eddy that always is swirling round the 
northern point of the Island, rendered the 
taking of any chances in the way of pace 
ing very perilous work. These chances, Skipper 
Meehan of the Unit declared. the pilot of the 
Hunt took, with disastrous effects. “As I 
rounded the point,’ so Meehan said afterward, 
“he veered across to the New-York shore as if 
to make a landing at Eighty-sixth Street, 
blowing his whistle to signify his inten- 
tion of crossing my bow. I saw the 
heavy fiood tide swinging his bow right 
on to me and sounded my alarm whistles to 
show him that he was playing a mighty danger- 
ous game. I think he saw thatior himself at 
last, but by the time he did the matter no long- 
errested in his hands. The'swing of the tide 
and the swirl of the eddy would have 
proved too much for engines with twice the 
horse power of the Hunt. She was clearly un- 
manageab!e, and as she came pounding down 
on us like an angry bull, 1 knew there was 
nothing afloat to prevent a crash.” 4 

How far this story of Capt, Meehan’s was 
colored by regard for his own interests remains 
to be proved in the course of the rigid investi- 
gation which ia sure to follow as to who was 
to blame for the cellision, 

The Titan cut her line justin time to get off 
scot free, leaving the Hunt to dash with a ter- 
ritic impact, bow on, into the starvoard side of 
the schooner Isie of Pines. Capt. W. H. Legg, 
hie wife, mother, son, and two little daughters 
and aocrew of four men escaped in a yawl, and 
the latter schooner sank in 1U0 feet of water. 

Meanwhile the excitement on bosrd the 
barges was great, and it took all the coolness of 
the priests to restore order. 

On board the Hunt, also, the panic was great, 

When the panio had subsided it was found 
that the excursion barges had come out of the 
fray in excellent order, and they proceeded to 
Grand View. 


THINKS THE BANKS WILL PAY UP. 





Joseph Marks of Sydney on the Financial 
Condition of Australia. 


**T believe the banks which have recently sus- 
pended in New South Wales will pay pound for 
pound to all oreditors and depositors,” said 
Joseph Marks of Sydney to a New-YorkK TIMES 
reporter at the Holland House Sunday. Mr. 
Marks is Commissioner from New South Wales 
to the World’s Fair. He has been for more 
than thirty years aresident of that portion of 
Australia, and is prominent in business and 
financial circles. 

“What was the cause of the failure of s0 
many banks?” he was asked. 

‘*In brief it was the result of a ‘boom period,’ 
in which the people purchased land at prices 
on which they could not realize,” he said. 
“Some years ago there was a wonderful era of 
speculation. Land was laid out into city lots 
and sold in sections of the country where there 
has been no development. The banks 
and building companies took up much 
of the paper given on these lots,and when it 
became due, the principal, andin some cases 
the interest, Gould not be met. Creditors of the 


banks ip England began to refuse extensions, 
and when this became known in Australia the 
depositors lost contidence and there were ‘runs,’ 
which many of the bunks could not stand. 

*“*I have been in this country a month, but I 
have heard that fourteen quite prominent banks 
have closed their doors. The men who cuntrol 
these banks, however, are men of integrity and 
wealth, and they will not allow the depositors 
or creditors to suffer. Business is naturally 

aralyzed temporarily, but I believe that the 
Coabs will be reorganized, and while some pay- 
ments may be deferred fora time, eventually no 
creditor will lose a penny, 

“Some of the most substantial banks in New 
South Wales withstood the runs which were 
made on them, Awong these were the Bank of 
Australasia, a very large concern: the Bank of 
New South Wales, the City Bank, the Union 
Bank of Australia, 4nd the Bank of New-Zeal- 
and.” 

Mr. Marks had just received a circular from 
the directors of the Commercial Banking Com- 
pany of Sydney, which suspended on May 15. 
This ciroular set forth ascheme for reconstruc- 
tion by which the bank would havea paid-up 
capital of £1,000,000, The proposed scheme 
restored to all depositors in the old bank the 
par value, with interest, of all their deposits. 

According to a statement published in Syd- 
ney, a copy of which Mr. Marks gave to the re- 
porter, this company, which was one of the 
heaviest financial corperations in the city, had 
£1,580,000 in gold on hand, and had just 
shipped £500,000 in gold to England when it 
was determined to suepend payments. This was 
determined upon because of the failure of other 
banks, a general loss of confidence, and a de- 
mand for gold on the part of creditors, which 
approached a run, This showed, Mr. Marks 
thought, that the bank would be able to meet 
all its creditors in time, ifthe reorganization 
scheme were adopted. 

Mr. Marks said that the World’s Fair was be- 
yond his powers of description. The exhibit 
from New South Wales, he said, was one of the 
best. The Government of New South Wales had 
appropriated about £50,000 for the fair. 

‘*[ am pleased with America,’ Mr. Marks said. 
“The people here are cordial, courteous, and 
sociable. I like them better than those of any 
country in which I have ever traveled. America 
is more of a nation than I had expected to find.”’ 


FAILURE OF 0. B, JAMISON. 


He Was a Dealer in Furniture—Warrant 
for His Arrest. 





ToLeDo, Ohio, June '19.—O, B. Jamison, 
furniture and carpet merchant of Mansfield, 
has failed with heavy liabilities. Chattel mort- 
gages on all his stock and personal property 
and mortgages on all his real estate were filed 
about § o’elock Saturday night in the County 
Recorder’s office. & 

The Bank of Mansficld loaned Mr. Jamison 
$1,000 a few days ago on the representation 
that heowned $2,000 above all liabilities, and 
the bank officials had .the mortgages examined 
at once. The mortgages are executed to his 
father and mother, John ©. Jamison and Mrs. 
E. M. Jamison, to secure them on notes 
tor $42,000 signed by his father as 


surety. It is seid this is all gone. The 
assets and liabilities are not known. 

Mr. Jamison and his wife left for Cleveland 
Saturday night. A warrant bas been issued for 
his arrest on the charge of false pretenses. He 
came from Cadiz four years ago and engaged 
extensively inthe furniture and carpet busi- 
nese. 

Last year he erected a fine block of his own at 
acostof about $20,000 on berrowed money. 
He gold goods on long credit and was unable to 
meet his notes. His failure was a great sur- 
prise.

Lrne Attendance, However, Affected by the 
Temperature—Preparations to Celebrate 
the Fourth at Jackson Park—An Inter- 
national Parade to be One of the Feat- 
ures—The Organist of St. Paul’s, Lon-' 
don, Asked to Act as Judge of Music. 


, Curcaco, June 19.—In spite of the fact that it 
‘Was Very warm to-day, visiters at the World’s 
Fair did not suffer to any great extent from the 
‘heat. There was a refreshing breeze all day 
Jong from Lake Michigan, and it made life 
pleasant at Jackson Park. The attendance was 
not large, however, and those who ventured 
out had plenty of elbow room to take in the 
sights. It was estimated by the Bureau of Ad- 
mission to-night that to-day’s attendance would 
mumber between 80,000 and 90,000 people. It 
‘was about the same as that of yesterday, which 
was 81,900. 

The committee has prepared a programme for 
the observance of the Fourth of July at the 
White City. The military and civic organiza- 
tions of the city will be invited to parade 
through the grounds and take part in the cere- 
monies. Gen. Nelson A. Miles will be requested 
‘to furnish a battery of artillery to fire the 
walutes at eunrise. At 10 o'clock in the 
forenoon there will be an international 
parade in which all foreign nations hav- 
ing exhibits at the fair will be re- 
quested to participate. The denizens of the 


Midway Plaisance will also be in line. The 
Declaration of Independence will be read at 3 
@’clock in the afternoon at half a dozen diser- 
ent points in the grounds. In theevening there 
“will be a grand electrical display, and the finest 
display of fireworks the fair has yet had. Dur- 
ing the day the chimes im the towers of Ma- 
chinery Halil and in the German Government 
Building will be rung at frequent intervals. 

August St. Gauden’s statue of Columbus is 
now in place under the balcony at the east 
front of the Administration Building. All that 
remains to be done is to patch a few breaks in 
the pilaster that were made in the transporta- 
tion. 

The Methodist and other Chureh societies 
which threaten to remove their exhibits from 
the Liberal Arts seetion because the exposition 
is to kept open on Sundays will tind themselves 
balked when they come to do so, The Director 
General will inform them, as he has other 
exhibitors who wanted to take out their dis- 
plays, that the goods were entered for the 
period of the fair andthat they must remain 
till the fair 18 over. 

By the action of the Council of Administra- 
tion to-day, the World’s Fair will hereaiter be 
kept open for visitors until 11 o’olock every 
night instead of Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday, 
and Saturday nights only, as heretofore. The 
new order of things goes inte effect on Wednes- 
day night, and will be in force until the end of 
October. The exposition buildings are to be kept 
open until 10 o’clock and the grounds until 11 
o'clock. 

The Committee on Awards is busily engaged 
in getting ready for ite heavy work, which is 
avon to begin. A numberof judges have been 
appointed, andtheir ssiaries,as fixed by the 
Awards Committee, have been approved by the 
Council of Administration. In the matter of 
judges forthe music department the commitice 
acted slowly and not without much delibera- 
tion.

ARMATAGE 8TEALS A MAROH. 


Election Inspectors Declared Chosen for 
Albany. 


ALBANY, June 19.—To-night had been set for 
the punishment of Charlies H. Armatage, the 
recaloitrant Lemocrat and President of the 
Common Council. Some-months ago Mr. Ar- 
matage deserted the Administration Democrats, 
and, going over to the Hill State machine, with 
three other Democratic Aldermen,acted with the 
Republicans on all party matters.

The injunction is made returnable 
before Justice Stephen L. Mayham, at Schoha- 
rie, on Saturday, the 24thinst. ~ 

In order to steal a maroh on the regular 
Democracy Mr. Armatage and Mr. Gregory, 
Republican, a majority of tne Commissioners of 
Election called a meeting of that beard for this 
morning. The call was issued Saturday after- 
noon, and a copy was served en Mayor Man- 
ning, the only other member of the board, at 7 
o'clock Saturday evening. At the meeting to- 
day Mr. Manning protested against the in- 
formality of the meeting and the snap 
proceedings. He claimed that as Mayor 
of the —4 he was ex-ollicio Chairman 
of the commission. But Messrs. Armatage and 
Gregory voted his every proposition down. 
Then these two men adopted lists of Inspectors 
of Election, pol] and ballot clerks. Those pre- 
sented by Mr. Gregory were Republicans, and 
these by Mr. Armatage Hill wachine Demo- 
erats. These election officers were designated 
to serve at the Fall election. Then resolutions 
were adopted that the same persons serve at 
the charter election next Spring. Mr. Arma- 
tage thought that he was going to be deposed 
to-night, and therefore resorted to this ruse to 
beudlenp the Democrats at the Fall election. 

But it is a question whether the action taken 
this morning will hold. This evening the Com- 
mon Coune!ll] took an adjournment for one week, 
instead ef for two weeks, as is customary. Itis 
expected that by that time the injunotion in the 
Armatage matter will be removed and that the 
Council can rid iteelf of an objectionable mem- 
ber.

Clause—No Political Offender Can Es- 
cape Save by a Forged Passport. 


* Nicholas Aleinikoff, Chairman of the Exeou- 


tive Committee of the Russian National League, 


when seen yesterday by a reporter of THE 
New-YorK Times and asked to state the ob- 


“jections ef bis countrymen to the treaty re- 


cently entered into between this country and 
Russia, said: 

“Our Washington representatives seem to 
feel uneasy about the grave error they have 
committed in entering into a compact with the 
Russian authorities without haviug previously 
consulted the wishes of the American people. 
Now thatthe deed is done, they are trying to 
assure us of the innocent meaning of clauses 
whioh are clearly objectionable. 

“There is certainly no ambiguity in the 
clause of the treaty providing that an attempt 
against the Jife of the head of either Govern- 
ment shall not be considered a political offense. 
No one ever dreamed of seeking protection in 
Rogsia for the life of our President. Hence the 
accommodation provided by this clause for the 
Russian Czar is so obvious that no sophistry 
can induce the American people to believe 
otherwise. 

“Our representatives are reminded ef the 
principle bequeathed them by our forefathers, 
who openly proclaimed that they would enter 
into no treaty with a nation whose criminal law 
is so widely different from ours. As a matter of 
justification, they have inserted a clause in- 
tended to assure us that no extradition would 
be granted unless the crime of the fugitive 
from the demanding Government is such as 
would be considered acrime under the laws of 
the United Statea. 

“If we are to believe that this assurance was 
really meant in earnest we must arrive at the 
conclusion, and a very paradoxical one, that 
the Russian diplomats are shrewder than are 
ours. For is there any one so simple-minded av 
to expectthat the Russian Government will 
ever present ademand for the extradition ofa 
Russian radical based on trumped-up charges, 
with the signs of fraud and malicious falsehood 
openly marked upon it? Of course, the Russian 
authorities know they will have to make outa 


prima facie case of guilt, and this they will do 
so nicely, with the aid of concocted affidavits, 
that the most fair-minded Judge could not re- 
fuse extradition in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the treaty. 

* Those familiar with the law of extradition 
will know that the verdict in an extradition 
case is nothing more than a proceas similar to 
commitments by our Grand Juries. All that is 
necessary is sulticient evidence to commit the 
accused person to a jury trial. 

*“ But Russia never tries political offenders, 
sc that our extradition will simply help the 
Russian Czarin getting the perseouted victim 
into his power and sending him speedily te the 
gallows or Siberia. 

* And even if, as is now intimated to us, the 
accused person can be tried before an American 
jury, where is his evidence to cemefrom: He 
might issue a commission to take evidenoe in 
Kussia, butif his friends there testified in his 
behalf they, too, would be arrested and spirited 
away tolands unknown. Ou the other hand, 
the affidgvits presented by the Russian Govern- 
ment would be complete in affirmative evidence 
of guilt most convincing even toan American 
jury. 
“Another thoroughly-unjust clause of the 
treaty is that one which reiates to forgery and 
makes forgery and the utterance of forged 
paper, including passports, an extraditable of- 
fense. No political offender could escape Kussia 
unless he forged a passport which would en- 
able him to cross the froatier. Hence, strictly 
construing the treaty and obeying the laws of 
the land, we should have to extradite every 
political offender under this clause. 

* But the most heinous elause by which we 
are about to violate the fundamental principles 
ef our Constitution, which protects the homes 
of a free people against the indisoriminate use 
of search warrants, is that part of the treaty 
which actually permits a searoh fer articles or 
documents concealed by the party accused. 
This, by the reputed practice of the Russian 
police, would make this country the slave trap 
ofthe Czar. For, aceording to Kussian law, the 
oorrespondence of the accused person with his 
nearest relatives is not exempt from seizure, 
and these relatives thereby become implicated 
as accessories and become extraditable of- 
fenders. 

‘I must say that we are now in a better posi- 
tion to oppose the treaty than we were. It has 
been published and the American people have 
seen its injustice. When the next session of 
Congress convenes, petitions from all over the 
eountry will pour into the State Department in 
such numbers that the files will be burdened. 

“We are organizing committees in every 
State, and these will work in unison with the 
recently-formed Sooiety for the Abrogation of 
the Russian Extradition Treaty and will de- 
mand a hearing before the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs. 

“We are preparing a public statement, in 
which the treaty will be fully analyzed and the 
dark deeds of Russia illustrated.” 


* GEN. MASSY SURPRISED. 


He Thought Americans Would Treat Eng- 
lishmen as Their Enemies. 





“Thad supposed that the American people 
were hostile to the English to such au extent 
that they would show it in their treatment of 
Englishmen visiting here, but I have been 
agreeably disappointed,” said Gen. Dunham 
Massy of the British Army, who is staying at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel 

Gen. Massy is a Licutenant General in the 
British Army, whieb is but one degree of rank 
lower than the highest which an officer may 
attain. He has been for some years commander 
of the Queen’s forces in Ceylon, and is on his 
wav home, having been relieved last March. 

Gen. Massy said he was but sixteen years 
old when he first saw service, having gone to 
the Crimea at that age as a Lieutenant of in- 
fantry. At the assault on the Redan, Sept. 8, 


1855, he was wounded so seriously that he was 
supposed to be dead, and was left on the battie- 
tield over night among the corpses. 

Next day he was taken to a hospital, and on 
his recovery was promoted to be a Captain. 

He has been fighting in many quarters of the 
globe since that time, having served in Africa 
and India most of the time for the last twenty 

ears. He was in command at the siege of Ca- 
ulin 1879. 

During his stayin thie city Gen. Massy has 
visited West Pointand examined the wilitary 
school, and has been for one or two days in 
Washington. He will sail to-morrow on the 
Adriatic.

WORKING UNDER MILITARY GUARD. 


The Striking Lumber Shovers Are Quiet 
and Non-Union Men Take Their Place. 


TONAWANDA, N. Y., June 19.—Everything is 
progressing quietly here to-day and nine 
barges, all that are tied up at the docks, are be- 
ing unloaded. Each boat is guarded by militia. 

The early morning train from Buffalo brought 
down 135 iaborers. That is an insufficient 
number for the work required, but it was 
thought best not to bring down too many, 45 & 


limited number could be handled more easily 
in case of dissatisfaction. 

When the men were assigned to their duties 
they demanded employment by the job, but 
were offered work by the hour. After some 
wrangling they finally gave in. Not a bellig- 
erent striker is to be seen in the neighborhood 
of — docks and the streets are unusually 
quie 

The militia passed a quiet night. To-day they 
are guarding the boats and the approaches to 
the island and preventing any interference 
with the men at work. 

The union men are in good spirits apparently, 
“There is no sign of weakness on our part,’ 
said President Cramer. “We have not been 
threatening these non-union men, aud certainly 
cannot be held accountable for their strike on 
Friday. I do not see the necessity of ordering 
out these troops if it is thought violence is 
feared from our men. I have asked them all to 
refrain from doing anything unlawful, and they 
have all promised to do so. If the militia were 
called out to suppress the men they brought 
down from Buffalo, then that is another thing. 
We are not going to give up our fight until our 
union is recognized.” 

The lumbermen say they will never give in. 
“Tt would not do,” said President Robinson. 
“We are in this fight to stay, and we will hold out 
as long as Our money lasts. We can get all the 
men we need if we can only assure them pro- 
tection. That we are going to doif we have to 
call for the entire National Guard of the State. 
We have been fooling with the old hands too 


long. This is the time to see whether we shall 


run our business as we think best er let these 
lumber shovers dictate how it shall be run.’’ 

This is firemen’s day here, and as the city is 
under martiallaw permission had to be ob- 
tained from Vol. Weleh in order to hold the pre- 
arranged procession. 


OARING FOR THE HOMELESS. 


Victims of the Mesaba Range Forest Fires 
at Duluth—Several Lives Lost. 


Dvu.uTH, Minn., June 19.—A second train 
bearing refugees from the burned district ar- 
rived here at noon bearing nearly 200 people, 
the first having arrived at 1:30 A. M. Advices 
from Virginia are that only ten houses escaped 
the flames. 

Virginia was a village of 3,500 people, with 
all that goes to make a thriving town. It is im- 
possible at this time to secure an estimate of 


the loss. The city was just completing an elab- 
orate electric plant, and this, too, 1s a total loss. 

Mountain Iron was not so badly damaged as 
at firet teared. So far as reported only the 
Methodist Churoh ana haif a dozen houses were 
burned. Merritt and Messania are compietely 
eleaned out, not a heuse remaining. There are 
numerous fatalities and injured reported, but 
no deaths have as yet been verified. 

Edward Kelley and Ida Vurth, a song and 
dance team which was playing at one ef the 
Merritt theatres, went baok to the theatre to re- 
cover their wardrobe. They were out off from 
ail means of escape by the lake, and it is feared 
they were either drowned or burned. A young 
woman, whose name has net yet been learned, 
went back into her burning house to get her 
babe and probably perished with the infant, as 
they have not been seen since. 

A laborer named urpby was 80 badly 
burned about the face and neck that it was 
thought foolish to bring him to this city, so 
oritical was his condition. 

Lena Hobenstein, twenty-nine years of age, 
who was suffering from typhoid fever, was 
brough here ona stretcher, as was also a mid- 
dle-aged man suffering from the same malady. 
A young mother with a severe attack of rheu- 
matism was taken to the hospital. 


81. PAUL, Minn,, June 19.—There were many 
mining camps employing a large number of 


men in the neighborhood of Virgina and they 
were undeubtedly burned by yesterday’s forest 
fires. Among them were the Mountain Iron, 
New-England, Rouchlea, One Jack, and Poca 
mines. All the camps had large storehouses. 
It is feared some of the men may have perished 
in the fierce ames. 

It is difficult to estimate the total loss, but if 
the reports be true as tothe extent of the de- 
struction at the various towns mentioned it 
will amount to over $1,000,000. 


ASHLAND, Wis., June 19.—Forest fires are 
sweeping over miles of country. Hundreds of 


homesteaders are in danger. John Meagher 
perished near Koguah. Two children, names 
not known, were burned to death at Sanborn, 
and the town is wiped out. The North Pacific 
bridge at Minerville is gone, and a bridge 300 
feet long on the south shore at Sanborn was 
destroyed. Many freight oars are destroyed. 
The total property loss is in the millions,

Lamplighter’s Refusal to Do Strong Work 
for the Race Makes It Appear a Very 
Open Contest—Horsemen Think that 
the Dwyer Pair Willi Be the Ones that 
Lamplighter Has Got to Defeat—The 
Probable Starters, Their Weights, and 
the Jockeys that Will Ride Them. 


Everybody who takes the least bit of interest in 
racing Is expected to beat the Coney Island Han- 
racetrack this afternoon. The tenth Suburban 
dicap is to berun, and this isthe race of the 
year with thecrowds. It is to America what 
the Derby is to England, the Grand Prix to 
France, or the Melbourne Cup to Australia, so 
far as the general interest In the contest is con- 
cerned. 

The tace is for a stake of $25,000, of which 
the lion’s share, $18,000, goes to the winner of 
the race. Therefore it will be a battle for 
blood, and there will be no pulling or false rid- 
ing of horses for the benefit of the betting ring. 
Thousands will be on hand to see the event 
decided, and every one of these can rest assured 
that they will have a run for their money if 
they care to have a bet on the race. 

Ever since the entries were announced and 
the weights allotted there has been a Delief 
that the race would narrow down to a battle 
between Lamplighter and the Marcus Daly 
colt, Tammany, which some people have 
thought was a horse that was able to take 
the measure of the orack of the Rancocas 
string. But Tammany met with an acci- 
dent and has been declared out of the 
race, 
will be carried by The Pepper, a colt that has 
not been considered in the same class as the 
two named. The absence of Tammany will rob 
the race of much of its interest, but there will 
be enough horses go to the post to make a race 
far above the average. 

That it will not be a one-horse race seems more 
certain now tnan at any time since people began 
to canvass the possibilities of the event. That is 
because Lamplighter, who was supposed to have 
@ sure thing in the raee has, within the past 
week, developed the ugliest kind of temper 
which has shown itseif in arefusal to do any 
work for the race. He was tried on both Satur- 
day and Sunday morning, and the work he 
could be persuaded to do was so utterly bad 


that trainers think there must be something 
wrong with him. He could not or would not 
beat Kildeer, and she was beaten yesterday, 
without any trouble, by Count. Thatis the sort 
of form he has shown in his past two trials, and 
on that form he does not seem to have a chance 
on earth to be in the first three at the tiniah. But 
that form isnot the form of the real Lamp- 
lighter, and it is just as probable as not that he 
will win the race in the style of achumpion. His 
conditien on the eve of so important arace is 
enough to drive his trainer almost crazy, for he 
has no idea in what mood the horse will be to- 
day. He can simply hope for the best and trust 
to luck. ‘The horseis good enough to win the 
race if he will runthis best, but whether he will 
do so, his performance in the race will alone te)). 

His backers will bet on an unknown and non- 
understandable quamtity when they play him 
to win the race this afternoon. 

The peéuliar conditions that exist make all 
the other horses that are in the race more im- 
ne Sora factors than they would be were Lamp- 

ighter known to be ready and willing to race. 

Horsemen generally believe that Banquet is 
the moat dangerous factor in the race. e will 
carry the colors of M. F. Dwyer, as will also 
Raceland, already the winner of one of the 
series of races of which this is the tenth. Mr. 
Dwver certainly has two strong strings to his 
bow, and his colors ought eertainly to be near 
the front at the finish, if the form of his horses 
shown in , ast races counts for anything. 

Charade is next om the list, so far as the 
weights go, he having picked up a poy of 
12 pounds by his recent victories. ith 117 
pounds on his back, he does not seem to have a 
very rosy ehance, though he will be ridden by 
Bergen, who has already one Subarban to his 
credit and who will certainly ride the horse in 
the way he should be ridden to win the race. 

Dr. Hasbrouck is a probable starter, though it 
was not certain last night that his owner would 
start him, as he fears he will find the distance a 
bit too far for him, as he did not race well at a 
mile and an eighth on Saturday, when Mr. Bar- 
rick backed him heavily to beat both Lowlander 
and Terrifier, both of which are to atart to-day.

NEW RULES FOR YALE ATHLETES, 


They Are Like Those at Harvard—Students 
to Vote on Their Adoption. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., June 19.—Much excitement 
Was aroused to-day among Yale men on account of 
the presentation of the rales which are to govern 
Yale athletics. They are much the same as those 
now in force at Harvard, and do away with the ob. 
noxious undergraduate rule. Their terms allow 
graduate students to compete. 

The students have been asked by the Committee 
on Constitution to vote on‘the recommended rules, 
They are: 

Firet—That no man be eligibie for a Yale team 
who has ever received any pecuniary profit by reason 
of his connection with athletics. 

Second—That no man be eligible for a Yale team 
who is not acandidate fora degree in a course re- 
quiring at least two years resiuence and attendance 
upon not leas than eight hours of recitations or 
lectures per week. 

Third—That no man be eligible for a Yale team 
who, if not a freshman in the academic or scientific 
department, has not been in attendance one tull year 
at the university and satisfactorily passed the exam- 
inations for advance. 

f/ourth—Tuat no man be eligible for a Yale team 
who has represented any college or university on ita 
team four or more years. 

ftjth—That no man who has been dropped from 
his class for negiect of his studies be eligible tora 
Yale team until tue beginning of the next academic 
year. 

The committee further asks thatthe vote of the 
university be taken by ballot at the Yale News oltice 
from 11 A. M. to 1 P. M. me all ballots to be cast 
before Wednesday, June, 1593. Ali members of 
the university now absent are requested to maul 
ballots before July, 1893, to Walter Camp.

“Owing to the withdrawal of more than $320,000 
of deposits and notices of over $150,000 intended 
withdrawals maturing in afew days, and also to its 
inability to realize quickly upon its assets on ac- 
count of the stringency of the times, the Bank of 
New-Hanover has been forced to make an assign- 
ment to Junius Davis in the interestof all con- 
cerned. Depositora wiil receive dollar for dollar 
= the business will be wound up as rapidly as pos. 
sible.” 

The general belief here is that the above state- 
ment is entirely fair and honest. The asseta 
are estimated at $1,250,000, the liabilities at 


$800,000. All unpaid collections of the Ban& 
of New-Hanover have been turned over to the 
Wilmington Savings and Trust Company for re- 
mittance. 

The closing of the bank was followed by a run 
on the Wilmington Savings and Trust Company 
and the bank was crowded with depositors. 
Confidence was restored by the olficial assur 
ance of J. W. Atkinson, President, and H. W. 
Walters, Vice President, that every dollar on 
deposit would be paid out continuously in reg. 
ular course of business and that the doors of 
the bank would not be closed. 


The Importers and Traders’ and the United 
States National Banks are New-York cor. 
respondents of the Bank of New-Hanover. Both 
are amply protected from loss by its troubles. 

The bank of New-Hanover has always stood 
higu in tne esteem of New-York bankers. [8 
has been regarded as one of the strongest 
tinancial institutions in the South, and its man- 
ae has been classed as safe and conserva- 

ve. 

‘The Sheriff has received an attachment for 
$3,694 against the Bank of New-Hanover in 
tavor ofthe Irving National Bank of this city. 
The latter bank gave the former notes, drafts, 
and checks to collect. Itis alleged that it col- 
lected $4,232 and remitted only $520.

The One Who Thrashed Him Has Just 
Heard of the Other One. 





NEWARK, N. J., June 19.—Mra. Harry Acker- 
man, who some time ago created a scene ona 
Haledon electric car by thrashing her husband, 
who is a conductor, has found evidence in this 
city which she tried to use to-day at Paterson 
in having her husband arrested for bigamy. 

While here Saturday she discovered that Ack- 
erman had another wife in the person of Miss 
Mamie Durgett, daughtor of Joseph Durgett of 
Lincoln Bridge.

When Mr. Durgett heard of this, he questioned 
his daughter, and she confessed that she jwas 
married to Ackerman in this oity.

Terms of Mexican Concessions. 
CiTY OF MEXICO, Mexico, June 19.—The rules 
governing the granting of franchises and con- 
cesgions by the President during the next five 


years to companies and individuals that guar- 
antee the investment of capital in the establish- 
ment and development of new industries in 
Mexico have been made public. They are ase 
follows: 


First—The duration of the franchises and conces- 
sions will be graduated according to the importance 
of the industry; but inno case wiil it exceed ten 
years. 

Second—The minimum of the capital to be invested 
in the industry must be $250, 00U. 

Third—This capital will be exempt for ten years 
from all Federal taxation. 

/ourth—The concessionaires can import once only 
free of duties, the machinery, apparatus, tools, con- 
struction materials, and other elements necessary 
for the factories and buildings. 

Fifth—he concessionaires must guarantees their 
compliance with the contracts by making deposits 
in vonds of the public debt. ; 

Sixzin—The concessionaires must pay the costs of 
the stam ps on the contracts,

The paid admissions to the World’s Fair 
last Thursday, which was German Day, 
exceeded 165,000, and on Saturday they 
reached nearly 145,000, although there 
was no special celebration. Yesterday 
morning there was a sudden increase in 
the attendance, for which the management 
seems to have been unprepared, but it is 
hard to see why it should take two or three 
hours to get additional gates open whep it 
is found that those first opened are in- 
sufficient to admit the crowd. There is no 
excuse for keeping people waiting to enter 
the grounds when it isa mere question of 
selling tickets and opening gates. But it 
will be gratifying to find the current of 
visitors setting in with something of the 
volume counted upon for financial success. 
The effect of the glowing accounts carried 
home by those who have seen the great 
show is evidently beginning to be felt in 
the increased attendance, 








The Brooklyn patrolmen and station- 
house officers who are responsible for the 
outrageous treatment of Capt. ANDERSEN 
and his men should be dismissed from the 
force without any delay or ceremony what- 
ever. Itisa pity that they may not be de- 
ported to some country where brains and 
decency don’t count. Such dull and unre- 
fiecting beings are unworthy the rights of 
citizenship in the country that Lxeir ErRic- 
SEN discovered. 








The weariness of the public with the con- 
tests between workingmen and their em- 
ployers is indicated by the small interest 
taken in the affair of the lumbermen at 
Tonawanda, though the place has been 
declared under martial law, and what work 
is going on is done under military protec- 
tion. It is an abnormal! condition of things, 
but it seems to be getting so common as 
not to excite special attention. There is 
talk about the ruin of the lumber interest 
at Tonawanda, upon which the villageis 
almost wholly dependent, in consequence 
of the quarrel between the lumbermen and 
their workmen, and yet each side obsti- 
nately adheres to its position, right or 
wrong, and both cannot beright. It seems 
to be a mere question of recognizing the 
unions, and if that is all there isin it the 
employers are at fault. There is no use in 
trying to ignore labor unions or in trying 
to break them up, and if this is what the 
lumbermen are really driving at they 
ought not to have the help of the militia. 


President CLEVELAND followed his ap- 
pointment of twenty army officers on Fri- 
day as Indian Agents by appointing ten 
civilians yesterday. The new law calls for 
the selection of army officers, except where, 
in the President’s opinion, the public in- 
terests will be better served by choosing 
civilians. Mr. CLEVELAND has, no doubt, 
acted in accordance with the letter and the 
spirit of the law. As a fact, if we are not 
misinformed, the difficulty has not been in 
finding plenty of officers who possess the 
highest qualifications for this duty, but in 
Anding among such officers enough who 





wish it. When it is noted that nineteen 
out of the present twenty appointees are 
company commanders of cavalry and in- 
fantry, it will be seen that the line of the 
army makes no small sacrifice to the In- 
dian Service in withdrawing such a body 
of officers from its own needs and uses. 
These, also, are additions made, at a single 
stroke, to the officers previously detailed 
from the line to various Indian agencies. 
Indeed the question has long been, not 
whether the Indian Service would gain by 
having army officers to serve as agents, but 
whether the army ought to be called upon 
todo this work. Upon the whole, a judi- 
cious disposition of the subject seems to 
have been made, as undoubtedly there are 
civilians exceptionally well qualified to 
act as agents at certain agencies, 


THE CONNECTICUT CONVENTION BILL. 

Many Republican voters in the State of 
Connecticut are in favor of the bill provid- 
ing for a convention to revise the State 
Constitution. This has been shown by the 
attitude of some of the party newspapers, 
and notably that of the New-Haven Pal- 
ladium. But the Republican politicians in 
the Legislature have held together in the 
effort to defeat this measure, which pro- 
vides for submitting the question of hold- 
ing a convention to a vote of the people, 
thereby leaving its decision to the will of a 
majority of the voters. Ithas been a part 
of their tactics to delay action as long as 
possible, and, although the bill was intro- 
@uced early in the session, it has been 
staved off from time to time until it is to 
be brought up for final action at this late 
day even in the Democratic Senate. 

There has been no doubt about the posi- 
tion of the Democrats of Connecticut on 
this question, and yet the exasperating 
delays to which the convention bill has 
been subjected could not have occurred if 
some of their representatives at Hartford 
had not been lukewarm, to say the least, 
in their efforts in its behalf. After drag- 
ging along formany weeks in committee, 
this measure was made.a special order in 
the Senate for June 8 and then put off until 
the 15th, without exciting much suspicion 
as to Democratic zeal But when the Repub- 
lican move was made last Thursday for 
shoving it over into this week it wasa 
surprise to find two Democratic Senators 
supporting it. 

One of these had been named in a 
“rider” to the bill creating the office of 
Attorney General as the first incumbent of 
the new place. This makes it look as if 
there had been some corrupt bargaining 
going ou between the politicians of the two 
parties at Hartford, of which it is not the 
only evidence. There could not possibly 
be a worse betrayal of the interests of the 
Democratic Party of Connecticut than the 
selling out of the cause of constitutional 
reform, whichis the one great issue in the 
politics of the State, and to take part in 
such a bargain ought to be fatal to any 
aspirant for popular support hereafter. 

The bill is now set down as a special 
order in the Senate for to-day. No Demo- 
crat would venture to vote against it, and 
it is doubtful if any will have the hardi- 
hood to countenance a further postpone- 
ment. But the House isin the control of 
the Republicans, and the delay that has 
already occurred may enable them to de- 
feat the bill there without putting their 
vote on record, which is what they have 
been striving for and what they could not 
have attained without Democratic aid., 
The Republicans are determined to com- 
pass the defeat of the convention move- 
ment for the present year, andif they suc- 
ceed the Democratic voters of the State 
should hold some of their own representa- 
tives in part responsible. Then they should 
insist upon carrying this issue into the 
next election in a way that will admit of 
no equivocation or evasion, and thereby 
secure the popular judgment upon it in 
spite of the dickering politicians. In that 
way only have they any hope of securing a 
Legislature that will deal honestly with 
them and of obtaining the reform under 
which alone the voice of the majority shall 
rule in the affairs of the State. 


MANUFACTURERS OF WOOLEN GOODS 
AND THE TARIFF, 

The prediction can be made with safety 
that the Fifty-third Congress at its first 
session will put raw wool on the free list 
and greatly reduce the duties on woolen 
goods. The duties on clothing wools now 
average 55 per cent., and the average duty 
on the woolen goods imported last year 
was nearly 96 per cent. With raw woolon 
the free list, the average ad valorem duty 
on woolen goods, as fixed by the new Con- 
gress, in all probability will not exceed 40 
percent. It may not be more than 30 per 
cent., and there are many persons who 
urge that it should be only 25 per cent. 

The manufacturers of woolen goods will 
do well to assume that the duties on raw 
wool will be removed and to base upon 
this assumption their action and their sug- 
gestions and their arguments with respect 
to the duties to be imposed upon goods 
manufactured out of wool. Congress should 
have their assistance in the work of deter- 
mining what those duties shall be, and their 
own interests demand that this assistance 
should be given intelligently, freely, and 
with a desire to further rather than to re- 
tard and embarrass the work of tariff re- 
vision, which will surely be accomplished 
with or without their aid. 

There are indications, we are sorry to say, 
that influence is being exerted by some of 
the high-tariff organizations and in the 
associations of woolen manufacturers to 
prevent such action on the part of the 
manufacturers as ought to be taken by 
them. The American Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter of the 15th inst. says that the man- 
ufacturers *‘are at sea,” and goes on as 
follows: 


“Some of the friends of ex-President WILL- 
IAM WHITMAN of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers are playing the part of 
dogs inthe manger. Hopeless of accomplish- 
ing anything at this juncture, Secretary 8. N. D. 
NorTH has gone to Europe with his wife and 
family. 

* Benator ALDRICH of Rhode Island has ad- 
vised all of the high protectionist organizations 
to stand upon their old theories, and the efforts 
of the most respected and most liberal-minded 
manufacturers who have endeavored to unite 
upon a broader platform, have thus far proved 
futile. 

“With the era of free raw materials near at 

hand, Eastern manufacturers of moderate*pro- 








ee 








tectionist views came forward and offered to 
unite in reorganizing the National Association 
of Wool Manafacturers and in making a long 
and strong pull together for such protection 
upon manufactured goods as isin the interest 
of the whole Nation. This offer of assistance 
was mét, however, with the suggestion that ox- 
President WHITMAN, having been retired from 
the Presidency, should be made Chairman of 
the Executive Committee. Further suggestions 
were presented embodying a continuanee of the 
policy which has discredited the National Asso- 
ciation in the recent past and rendered its in- 
fluence upon tariff legislation less than noth- 
ing.” 

This means, we presume, that the manu- 
facturers who control the National Asso- 
ciation, and whose bourbon tendencies and 
subserviency to the political shepherds of 
Ohio caused the withdrawal of a large 
number of members and the organization 
of the Wool Consumers’ Association, are de- 
termined to cling to McKinleyism and to 
insist upon the retention of the duties on 
raw wool with the enormous duties on 
manufactured goods now imposed by the 
McKinley tariff. 

Wefind additional evidence as tothe atti- 
tude of the obstructionists in an ‘address 
tothe American people” prepared and is- 
sued by the Manufacturers’ Club of Phila- 
delphia, a high-tariff organization second 
in influence and resources only to the 
American Protective Tariff League, and in- 
cluding among its members many of the 
textile manufacturers of Pennsylvania. 
The chief officer of this association is 
THOMAS DoLaNn, one of the organizers of 
the Reading Coal Combination. Mr. DoLAN 
and his associates say: 

“Respecting the policy that should be pur- 
sued by protzctionists when the assault upon 
the tariff shall be made, there ought to be 
no doubt. Considerations of interest and of 
consistency require that we shall stand ftirmly 
by the principles for which we have contended 
and shall offer such resistance as may be pos- 
sible to the movement for reduction or removal 
of duties, 

“ The MoKinley tariff is regarded by American 
manufacturers asthe best representative the 
Nation has had of protective principles. " * ” 
This measure, therefore, expresses the convic 
tions of protectioniste with respect to the re- 
quirements of protective legislation, and the 
effort should be strenuous to hold any proposed 
legislation as closely as possible to this stand- 
ard. Any retreat from the position taken inthe 
last campaign, any willing consent to reduction 
of the rates of the McKinley act, must be most 
discreditable to the protected interests, and it 
would surely and rightly place them at grave 
disadvantage when again the great issue shall 
be presented to the suffrages of the people.” 


Throughout this address the counsel 
given is that textile manufacturers should 
offer all possible “resistance” to the work 
of those who are soon to ‘revise the tariff, 
and should strive with all their power to 
prevent any modification of the legislative 
monstrosity commonly called the McKinley 
Tariff act. Those who are members of this 
association will demand the retention of 
the duties on raw wool and the extortionate 
duties on woolen goods, and they urge all 
other manufacturers of woolen goods to do 
likewise. 

We hope that before the beginning of the 
session better counsels will have prevailed 
over this pernicious advice, so far as all 
those manufacturers are concerned who 
have not committed themselves to the fool- 
ish policy of blind and stubborn and surely 
unsuccessful resistance, and that even the 
followers of Mr. WHITMAN and Mr. DoLan 
will have been convinced that it is not 
only useless but also injurious to the in- 
terests of their industry, to support such a 
policy. 

The woolen manufacturers now have an 
excellent opportunity to break away from 
the tariff cranks in Ohio who, as absolute 
masters of the Wool Growers’ Association, 
have bullied and dominated the maufact- 
urers for years, fixing the duties on wool 
and on goods to suit themselves, and pub- 
licly threatening the manufacturers with 
dire punishment if they should vent- 
ure to question their wisdom. The 
duties on wool will be removed, 
and the occupation of these fanatics 
will be gone. Now is the time for the man- 
ufacturers to cut loose from them, assert 
their independence, and assist Congress in 
making a fair adjustment of the duties on 
goods. The Lawrences and the Delanos 
should be permitted to consume their en- 
ergiesin the re-election of MCKINLEY on 
their platform, which demands the abso- 
lute exclusion of foreign wools. The worst 
enemies of the woolen industry to-day are 
those who urge the manufacturers to cling 
to the McKinley tariff and to obstruct so 
far as they gan the work of the revisers, 
who undoubtedly will put raw wool on the 
free list and scale down the duties on 
goods. 





CONDUCT OF THE BORDEN TRIAL. 


Whatever may be the result of the Bor- 
den trial, there can hardly be two opinions 
as to the superiority of the manner in 
which it has been conducted over that 
which is apt to characterize ‘“ sensa- 
tional” murder cases in this State. It is, 
in fact, a credit alike to the bench and the 
bar of Massachusetts. It has been prompt 
and orderly, without any sign of the laxness 
or the scandalous incidents with which we 
are too familiar here. This appeared con- 
spicuously on the first day in the selection 
of a jury. The examination of the tales- 
men was conducted wholly from the bench, 
and was confined almost entirely to cer- 
tain statutory questions touching the 
qualifications of jurors. It is doubtful if 
there could have been found in Bristol 
County twelve men of mature age and 
sound mind who had not read about the 
case, discussed it more or less, and formed 
some kind of opinion about it, but the 
crucial question was whether they were 
in a state of mind to render a verdict upon 
the legal evidence to be submitted. If it 
was shown that they had no personal in- 
terest or prejudice in the case, that is con- 
sidered by the Massachusetts law sufficient, 
and, with the statutory right of challenge, 
affurds an ample guarantee of fairness. The 
result was that a ‘ury was obtained in a 
single day in a community in;which the 
case had been a matter of discussion for 
months. 

The court and counsel have alike been 
disposed to observe the legitimate limits 
of evidence and of argument, and th re 
have been no unseemly wrangles or unnec- 
essary delays. Important questions as to 
the admission of evidence have come up 
and have been argued pertinently and in- 
cisively and decided promptly. There has 
been expert medical and chemical testi- 








mony, but it has not been biased or con- 
flicting. It so happens that it was submit- 
ted by the prosecution, but proved to be 
wholly favorable to the defense. There 
wasno attempt to twist or distort it or to 
make it prove anything but what might 
appear as the result of an expert examina- 
tion of the facts. 

Whatever there may be that is discredit- 
able in this case must appear in the efforts 
of the police authorities of Fall River to 
unravel a mystery which baffled their 
moderate skill andin the preliminary ex- 
amination, which seems to have been di- 
rected to fixing the crime upon the only 
person whom those authorities could sub- 
ject to suspicion. The trial itself has been 
conducted ably and expeditiously and kept 
within the limits of the proper ,dignity of 
@ judicial proceeding. There has been a 
dearth of evidence for the prosecution and, 
consequently, little for the defense to do 
in meeting it, but in such a case under lax 
methods there is apt to be all the more 
straining for sensational effect and greater 
efforts to overstep the bounds of regulated 
procedure. The Borden trial, considering 
the sensational aspects of the case, has 
been a model proceeding from the opening 
day and can now only be marred by the 
conduct of the jury.

THE PANAMA CANAL CASES. 
The reversal by the Court of Cassation 





of the sentences by which an inferior court, 


sought to fnflict richly-deserved punish- 
ment upon CHARLES DE LESssEPs and those 
associated with him as defendants in the 
Panama Canal Company trials appears to 
be regarded in France as the end of 
the legal proceedings against the numer- 
ous thieves who successfully conspired 
to rob the people of a vast sum of money 
through the agency ofthat company. There 
are persons in France who even profess to 
see in this final decision a vindication of 
CHARLES DE LESSEPS and his fellow-con- 
victs, but we may be sure that very few 
intelligent Frenchmen take this view of 
the matter, foritis well known that the 
appeal to the court of last resort was made 
upon the ground, not that the crimes had 
not been committed, but that three years 
had elapsed between the time when they 
were committed and the beginning of the 
trial, and that for this reason the defend- 
ants were protected by the Statute of Lim- 
itations. It was also alleged that the 
accusation or indictment .had been im- 
properly prepared, but the main ground on 
which the appeal was based and the final 
decision made was that the prosecution 
had been begun too late. In effect, there- 
fore, the appeal was in itself a confession 
of guilt. 

But it seems to be overlooked now that 
the guilt of at least two of the defendants, 
CHARLES DE LEssEPs and the engineer 
EIFFEL, was established at the trial by 
their own shameful admissions, Having 
confessed there and been sentenced, they 
said tothe highercourt: ‘It is true that 
we committed these crimes, but the law 
provides that the guilty in such cases 
shall not suffer punishment inflicted by 
the courts, unless the work of prosecution 
shall have been begun within three years 
of the date of the offense. Therefore we 
should be set at liberty.” 

In the consideration of this case it should 
be noted that the convicted defendants, 
CHARLES DE LESSEPS excepted, were at 
liberty. M. FONTANE was at his country 
house near Fontainebleau; M. EIrFEL was 
enjoying himself in Switzerland, and M. 
CoTTu was comfortably domiciled with his 
family at his castle in the Tyrolese Alps. 
CHARLES DE LESSEPS was in a hospital 
attached to a prison, having been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment on another charge, 
but it is now held that he has served out 
this second sentence, the duration of which 
has been cut down one-half, and he is free 
to take his seat as a Director of the Suez 
Canal Company, an office to which he was 
recently elected. 

It has been said that the people of France 
regard with cynical indifference this de- 
plorable conclusion of the proceedings 
against the Panama conspirators. We are 
not ready to believe that this is their atti- 
tude toward so palpable a miscarriage of 
justice. There must be some of the swin- 
dled shareholders and bondholders who 
are not. indifferent, and we are 
confident that a great many thought- 
ful Frenchmen deeply regret, not only 
the failure of the Government to punish 
the defendants who were tried, but also its 
failure even to prosecute scores of other 
men who were guilty and whose guilt has 
been established either by their own ad- 
missions or by evidence which has 
been collected aud given to the 
public. The prediction is made that 
at the next general election a large 
addition to the number of Socialist voters 
will be disclosed. It is quite probable 
that this will be one effect of the revela- 
tions which preceded the Panama trials, 
the liberation of CHARLES DE LESSEPS 
and his fellow-convicts, and the Govern- 
ment’s culpable failure to enforce the crim- 
inal laws against a considerable number 
of influential persons as to whose guilty 
and pécuniarily profitable connection with 
the Panama swindle there is no doubt in 
the public mind. 


THE VALKYRIE’S VICTORIES, 

The record of the British yacht Valkyrie 
up to the present ought to be peculiarly 
gratifying to Americans. Every one has 
heard the old saying that an Englishman 
never knows when he is whipped, and in 
no class of contests does it have a more apt 
application than in those for the America’s 
Cup. Ourtransatlantic brethren have been 
defeated in race after race of the long 
series, but they have never been convinced 
that they were beaten. They have ad- 
mitted readily enough and with sports- 
manlike fairness that the challenging 
yachts were beaten on their merits; but 
they have fallen back on the assertion that 
these were not representative craft. 

This assertion has, in general, been well 
founded. The Cambria, the first challenger, 
came here simply because her owner, Mr. 
ASHBURY, desired to make an attempt to 
get back the cup. This gentleman, having 
sailed his schooner against a fleet of four- 
teen, and having finished behind nine of 
them, was so dissatisfiea that he built a 








new schooner—the Livonia—and came back 
to try again. In five races—three against 
the Columbia and two against the Sappho— 
she lost four. The point to be noted is 
that neither of Mr. AsHBURY’s schooners 
had demonstrated her right to be regarded 
as the best that England could send us, 
and the assertion that they were not repre- 
sentative boats was unquestionably just. 
Asforthe unhappy Countess of Dufferin 
of Canada, she was certainly representa- 
tive of nothing but misguided enthusiasm. 
This enthusiasm broke out again four years 
later,,when the Canadians sent the Ata- 
lania. In the first race she finished so far 
behind that she was not timed; in the sec- 
ond, her competitor, the Mischief, beat her 
nearly thirty-nine minutes. After that 
Canadian enthusiasm sank. It was plainly 


evident that the Countess and the Atalania, 


were not representative vessels. 

In 1885 the challenges of the Genesta and 
Galatea arrived, and the preliminary ar- 
rangements gave the preference to the for- 
mer, postponing the latter’s races to the 
following year. The Genesta was recog- 
nized as a good cutter, but not the best in 
her class; while it was generally conceded 
that the Galatea was less speedy. The 
Genesta was beaten several times in the 
‘Spring regattas in England, and the Brit- 
ons were thoroughly justified in declaring 
that neither she nor the Galatea was a rep- 
resentative yacht. On the other hand, the 
Puritan and the Mayflower represented the 
highest designing skill in this country, and 
were chosen to defend the cup after trial 
races which demonstrated their fitness for 
the task. 

In 1887 the Thistle was built, and she 
came pretty near to being a representative 
yacht; yet she was beaten several times on 
her merits in English waters before she 
came here. The Volunieer, on the other 
hand, was indisputably the fastest and 
most powerful American racer. This year, 


-however, the conditions are all changed, 


andthe Valkyrie will come over unques- 
tionably a representative, while the yacht 
chosen to defend the cup may or may 
not be. 

The Valkyrie has won every one of her 
races in which the conditions have been of 
the best kind. She has failed only when 
disabled or when flukes ” enabled another 
yacht to win by time allowance. She is 
without a shadow of adoubt the fastest 
yacht in Great Britain. Her superiority 
over the Britannia, however, is so small 
that Mr. Royat PHELPS CARROLL’s Navahoe 
will also have to meet what may be fairly 
called a representative yacht, and that, 
too, without any one’s being able to tell 
how she compares with our new: single- 
stickers. 

As for these new giants, we shall not be 
able to tell how they compare with the 
fliers of 1885, 1886, and 1887 unless they 
meet the Puritan in conditions of wind and 
weather favorable toa full revelation of 
that sloop’s best qualities. She is the only 
standard by which wecan judge whether 
the Pilgrim, the Vigilant, and their sisters 
are better yachts than those which defeat- 
ed the Genesta, the Galatea, and the Thistle. 
But we shall have the satisfaction of know- 
ing, if the famous old mug remains in the 
New-York Yacht Club’s locker, that we 
have at last met and conquered a repre- 
sentative English racing yacht. 


The Populist Governor of Kansas has 
made a curious record since he took officea 
few months ago, but it is not probable that 
in exercising his power to pardon convicts 
or to commute their sentences he will go 
beyond the extraordinary action of his Re- 
publican predecessor, Gov. HUMPHREYS, in 
the case of the two murderers WINNER 
and McNutt, The crime committed by 
these wretches was so atrocious that the 
press of the entire country commented 
upon it at the time. An insurance policy 
for $5,000 having been obtained on the 
life of McNutt, the twomen rented acheap 
frame building in the frontier town of 
Wichita and induced a journeyman painter 
named SEABOR, then residing in Topeka, 
tojointhem. The night after his arrival 
WINNER and MoNotrtT set fire to the house. 
In the ruins was found the body of a man, 
charred beyond recognition. This was the 
body of SEABOR, their victim, but WINNER 
asserted thatit was the body of McNutt, 
and attempted to collect the insurance 
money. It was discovered that McNutt had 
fled and was alive. He was caught, and 
the two murderers were convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. As no oneis hanged in 
Kansas except by order of the Governor, 
and as the Governors of that State are 
unwilling to issue death warrants, the two 
convicts were serving what were practi- 
cally sentences of imprisonment for life 
when HuMPHREYS, at the end of his term, 
so commuted the sentences that both of 
them will be at liberty ina few months. 
In obedience to his instructions, the record 
of this commutation was withheld from the 
public until last week. It is difficult to 
explain his remarkable action except upon 
the theory that he had become saturated 
with the wild communistic doctrines which 
have taken possession of so many people in 
Kansas, and had come to the conclusion 
that such attempts to rob the “‘ plutocrats” 
and “gold bugs” who prey upon the guile- 
less people of the West through the 
agency of insurance companies should be 
encouraged.

THE SHERMAN LAW IS DOOMED 


OERTAIN OF REPEAL AT THE 
SPEOIAL SESSION OF OONGRESS, 





A Map Which Shows Where Missionary 
Work Should Be Done—Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and South Carolina Are the Chief 
States Opposing Repeal—Only 16 Per 
Cent, of Those Already Heard from 
Believe the Law to be a Wise Measure 
—Attitude of the Senate. 


Inasmuch as the canvass of Congress by 
THe New-York Times, in which the mem- 
bers were asked if they favored the repeal 
of the Sherman law and what form of 
currency issue they would support, has 
demonstrated that a remarkable change of 
attitude toward the act has taken place in 
the South and West, it is of interest to 
know the geographical location by states 
and districts of the members of Cungress 
who still stand out and oppose the repeal, 
either unconditionally or unless they can 
have free coinage in its place. 

THs TiIMEs publishes this morning a map 
of the United States in which the thirty- 
four districts represented in Congress by 
members who have put themselves down 
in THe TIMEs’s canvass as opposed to the 
repeal are printed in solid black. This 
will enable any person who is interested in 
the financial condition of the country and 
the prospects of the repeal of the Sherman 
act to determine at a glance where a mis- 
sionary effort should be exerted. The 
States which have Congressmen at Large 
are represented in the map by parallel 
lines, 

Owing to a blunder in the official Con- 
gressional Directory, in which Champ Clark 
(Dem.) of Missouri is put down among the 
list of Congressmen as from the Ninth Dis- 
trict and in the résumé in the same publi- 
cation as from the First, an error occurred 
in the preparation of the map which was 
not discovered until it wastoo late to recti- 
fy. Mr. Clark should be represented as 
from the Ninth, and not from the First 
District. 

Incounting the votes secured by its poll 
THE TimMEs has from day to day made a 
pretty rigid classification, counting in 
favor of the repeal only those who by 
their replies seemed to give a reasonable as- 
surance that they would vote to repeal the 
act, For abundant caution THe Times has 
made a second and still more severe exam- 
ination of the telegrams, and puts down as 
against repeal five members who have 
hitherto been rated either as undecided or 
as favoring repeal. In each of these cases 
there was reasonable doubt. However, 
THE Times has wished to reduce the col- 
umn favoring repeal to its lowest propor- 
tions in order that its canvass might afford 
no one reasons for treasuring illusions as to 
_ prospects of sounder financial legisla- 

on. 

The addition of the 5 votes to the 
column of those who oppose repeal raises 
the total of the opposition to 34, pe 
the number in favor of repeal to 150, wit 
19 undecided—a total of 203. There are 356 
Representatives in the lower house, requir- 
ing 179 for a majority. It will thus re- 
quire 29 more votes to repeal the silver 
purchase law out of the 153 from whom 
no replies have been received. 

The proportion of those opposed to the 
repenlof the law to the total number of 
answers received from members is but one 
to six, and when it is considered that but 
16 per cent. of the Representatives who 
have replied to THz TimeEs’s queries have 
announced their oppostion to a repeal, the 
fate of the Sherman law is practically de- 
termined. 

Forty-one Senators have replied to the 
queries of THE Times. Of this number, 
11 are from Eastern States, 9 of whom are 
in favor of the repeal and 2 are undecided; 
5 of these are Democrats and 6 are Repub- 
licans. Fourteen are from Western States. 
8 in favor of the repeal and 6 against: 
4 are Democrats, 8 are Republicans, 1 
Farmers’ Alliance, and 1 Populist. Eleven 
are from Southern States, 8 are in favor 
of the repeal, 1 against, and 2 unde- 
cided; 10 Democrats and 1 Republican. 
Five are from the Pacific States, all Re- 
publicans; 3 arein favor of and 2 against 
the repeal. This makes the total of Sen- 
ators 28 in favor of the repeal, 9 against, 
and 4 undecided—19 Democrats, 20 Re- 
a 1 Farmers’ Alliance, and 1 Pop- 
ulist.

I deny the elaim you mention, if applied gen- 
erally, that money loans in England at one- 
quarter the rate in the United States, on equal- 
ly good security. Nordo I believe that the 
repeal of theSherman law would cause a flow of 
cheap money from Europe to America The re- 
peal of the Sherman law and the extinction of 
silver asamoney metal is not demanded in the 
nterest of cheap money, but of dear money 
and cheap property and labor. The apprecia- 
tion of money is the depreciation of all that 
money measures, resulting in low prices of all 
products and labor, thus violating the equities 
of ali time contracts and fixed payments. 

They who are working the present corner on 
the meney market seek to further control it, it 
would seem, by striking down one-half the sup- 
ply ef metallic money, andevery cempetent 
student of monetary science knows that this 
could not result otherwise than in continuing 
the high and rapid appreciation of the remain- 
ing geld money. Are the gold men now posing 
as advocates of cheap money, as your telegram 
would seem to indicate? Cheap money means 
good prices for preperty and labor, always the 
uniform result of an increased supply of money 
put in circulation. Destroying silver money 
will not inerease the supply. 

Those who desire to control the money market 
do not desire to inerease the eupply. they de- 
sire the exact opposite, hence their attavk on 
silverin both Lurepe and America. [ should 
therefore favor the repeal of the Sherman law, 
a compromise measure which treats silver as a 
commodity rather than money, if a better rem- 
edy for the injustice of silver deamonetization 
can thereby be secured. The General Govern- 
ment should cein and issue all money, gold, 
silver, and paper, and regulate the volame de- 
signed fer circulstion in the interests of justice 
to the industries of the country.

VIEWS OF LONDON FINANCIERS. 


Prosperity for America, but at the Expense 
of Great Britain. 


By Commercial Cable from Our Own Correspondent. 
Lonpon, June 19.—Only an excursion among 
the leading bankers and financiers of London 
to get an expression of opinion on a specific 
subject like the repeal of the Sherman act 
could revea) how little they really know about 
American affairs. Reuter's News Agency has 
already given them the results of the canvass of 
Congress made by THs New- YORK TIMES. 

The awful heat has driven many of them out 
of town, but the correspondent of Tuk New- 
York Times to-day has seen ten men who are 
representative of London monetary investing 





interests. They are only clear on two points— 
the first, that they desired their names should 
not be mentioned, and, second, that some one 
else probably could speak more intelligently on 
the subject than they could, 

The Manager of the Crédit Lyonnais; the prin- 
cipal Continental banking business concern in 
London, summed up the situation when he 
said New-York was the key to London. If 
New-York shows confidence in itself, London 
will follow. Aboutence in ten years London 
gets into its head that it knows more about 
Americans than New-York. Then it receives 
& rough and expensive lesson, and lapses again 
inte a submissive state of mind. 

One of the managers of the London and West- 
minster Bank, which leads in the Stock Ex- 
change business, had no views on the effect of 
the repeal of the Sherman act, but thought it 
would be @ very slow and difficult matter to 
start gold flowing westward from the Bank of 
England. The changed situation in America 


might attract the owing supplies of gold here, 
but not bank stores. 

Another great banking figure said he was 
very grateful to THe New-YorK TiMzEs for get- 
ting something like a definite assurance of an 
extra session for the repeal of the Sherman act, 
tor it was goed to be forewarned. Being ques- 
tioned as te the use of this ominous word and 
promised that his name should not be men- 
tioned, he went on to explain bis belief that the 
repeal would be Immediately followed by the 
closing of the mints in India to the free coinage 
of silver, and that England thereupon would go 
Seen an exceptionally severe monetary 
crisis. 

He admitted that Amerioa was certain to get 
much profit, both direct and indirect, out of 
this. No one could tell how it would affect the 
commerciul side of the question, which, of 
course, was the chief faetor in the problem. So 
long as the balance of trade was against 
Awmerica she must expect to lose gold, but 
equally, of course, this adverse balance ought 
to have been offset by securities instead of gold, 
and it was clear that the odium of the Sherman 
act was largely responsible for the fact that 
this was potdone. The repeal of the act would 
undoubtedly remove this impeciment and 
probably give a considerable boom to American 
investments. 

More important, he thought, would be the ef- 
fectin shutting the [ndian Mint, which would 
knock Imdiam exports of wheat, cotten, and 
other staples in the head, and immensely in- 
crease the demand for American products. 
Everything pointed now, he thought, to are- 
vival of prosperity in America, but it would be 
at the expense of England, which the sopeat of 
the Shermap act and the closing of the Indian 
Mint would leave tue only country concerned to 
have the Brussels conferenee meet again, and 
of weak tinanelal States, like Italy and Austria, 
who just barely keep up tentative and insecure 
efforts in the direction of a gold standard, as it 
is, and probably will be swept bodily out intoa 
currency chaos again by the appearance of 
America as a competitor for gold. 

These remarks sum up what expert London 
has to say on ‘‘the situation.”” The real impor- 
tance of the repeal here will be, however, notin 
ite effect on these big directors of haute finance, 
but in the reassuring intiuence it will exert 
upon the great host of minor brokers, bankers, 
and investment advisers. These, for a consid- 
erable period, have been warning clients to part 
with Americans and to avoid Americans, on the 
logical ground that the Sherman act must, soon- 
er or later, bring a tremendous crash, 

If, as M. Roselle of the Crédit Lyonnais said, 
New-York leads the way, after a repeal, in 
showing restored confidence, London will only 
too gladly follow.

Johnny Lambley seems to have gone into training 
&8 @ rival to the two strong-armed men that are now 
on exhibition atacouple of the reof-garden shows 
in this city, Sandow and Sampson. He took his 
exercise while riding Stonenell in the first race at 
the Sheepshead Bay track yesterday, and not a man 
who saw the performance but will now be willing to 
back him againat either of the imported strong wen. 
The race was a run of five and a half furlongs, and 
there were eight starters in it, among them Stone- 
nell of M. F. Dwyer’s stable and Correction of the 
Morris stable. Trainer Walden was so busy attack- 
ing a newspaper man with his club on Saturday 
afternoon that he probably did not have a chance to 
work Correction and take all the run out of her, s0 
that she was in pretty good trim. Mr. Dwyer must 
have known this, for he backed her heavily to beat 
his own horse, Stonenell, though the latter is better 
atany weight ana any distance, if he is allowed to 
ran honestly, than a whole breeding farm full of 
Corrections. 

The public backed Stonenell without fear, sup- 
posing, as has always been the case heretofore, that 
they would get an honest ron for their money, aud 
that Stonenell would be allowed to beat Correction 
if he could. Mr. Dwyer has never been accused of 
pulling a horse or of having one pulled in order that 
he might win his bets. People knew that if the 
race was honestly run, it would be but child’s 
play for Stonenell to beat Correction. So they 
had no hesitation in backing Stonenell, 
though it was known all over the ring 
that Mr. Dwyer was backing Correction in 


order to win back some of the $25,000 that he is re- 
orted to bave lost on her in her last race at Morris 
3 rk. ‘khere was no doubt whatever in the minds 
of apy one who saw the race that stonenell could 
have won the race had Lambiey allowed him to do 
sv. but Lambley was satistied to run third, and he 
rode as susp.cious a race as he did on Tournament 
the day that Banquet beat him over the same track. 


John A. Morris has repeatedly said that the Morris 
Park track was justas easy a track fora horse to 
run over and win over as any trackin the country, 
Correction tried all during the Morris Park meeting 


to win over it, but failedin all five offher attempts. 
Stonenel!l conid and did win over it. In none of her 
races could Correction carry her speed further than 
five furlongs. Yesterday she ran five and a half 
furlongs and won at the distance in very.slow time, 
1:08, overa vory fast track. Stonenelion his form 
should have beaten her by a dozer iengths in that 
time. 

Stonenell started on the extreme outside of the 
track, and ran there all the way, so thathe had tar 
the longest rom to go. One of the shrewd men who 
Was watching the race, and saw what Lambley was 
doing with the horse, remarked belore the course 
was half covered: 

“Oh, ho! So Lambiey is taking the overland 
route home, is he! And Mike Dwyer is backing 
Correction. 1 can’t believo that Mike would tell any 
jockey todothat. Pernaps Lambley is giving him 
*the double cross.’ I wonder if that buy * does busi- 
mess’ with some one in the ring.”’ 

He voiced the feeling of all close observers of the 
race. That Lambiey was showing how strong his 
biceps were was thoroughiy appareut wheu the 
horses came into the stretch. At thai time White 
Rose and Correction were running close together, 
with Stonenelia half lengthaway. There was noth- 
ing suspicious about that, and that was what the 
patrol judge reported to the Stewards when they 
questioned him about the race after he came back to 
report. Mr. Fitzgerald reported that up to the time 
that the horsee passed him Lambley appeared to be 
riding honestly, and that hesaw no pulling up to the 
time the horoes reached the stretch. 

People at the lower grand stand thought they did 
gee something that was singularly like pulling. 
They did not hesitate to say so, and say so out loud. 
Lambley could not help hearing some of the remarks 
that were shouted across the track at him. Here are 
some samples: 

Me yy a little harder, Johnny, or you will get third 

ace.”’ 

Py on'll have to take another wrap on the lines, 
Lam bley, or Stonenell will beat’em both, in spite of 
ou.” 

“Don't pull any harder, Johnny, or you'll break 
his neck.” 

“, up Lim into the fence; that's the only way you 
ean surely gei him beat.” 

“Throw him down, and then Correction will win 
sure, uniess White Rose beats her.” 

“Are you riding for the purse or for the books?!” 

“ Is Mike going to pay Walden’s fine with what he 
Wins on Correction!" 

These are fair samples of the shouts that were 
huried at Lambley us he rode in the most liatiess 
fashion imaginable, and as if he was more anxious 
to run third or fourth than first. Correction won 
under the circumstances. M. F. Dwyer got equare 
for his losses on the mare at Morris Park. The 
public got it where the chioken got the axe, 
except those who were shrewd enough to 
ledge their bets when they found out what 
Mr. Dwyer was doing. Lambley got off witn- 
out ponishment That was because the stewards 
ef the track said they could not see for 
certain that the horse was pulled, because they were, 
unfortunately, situated with the horses ranuing 
head on toward them. The stewards got the infor- 
mation that Mr. Dwyer bet on the winner and not 
on his owa bhoree. and that he had no complaint to 
make about Lambley’s riding. ‘They did not like 
that, but say that they could do nothing to an owner 
tor betting on a horse other than hisown “ when 
thatowner’s horse is ridden out for the money.” 
They had to assume that Stonenell was ridden oat. 
They were not folly satistied that he was pulled. 
They only suspected it. 

Mr. Dwyer lost a host of friends because of the 
appearance of the race, for which he may not have 
been atalite blame. It was an unfertunate affair. 

It is to be hoped that Waiden, who trains the win- 
ner, gotenough out ef the race to pay the fine of 
$5v0 that was imposed on him for his brutal attack 
on RK. F. Mayhew of the Herald on Saturday after- 
moon. Any bookmaker would willingly have paid 
his fine if they could have known that Correction 
‘was going torun five and a half furlongs and win.

NOT A NEW YACHTING IDEA, 


The Problem, Built in 1844, Had Prac- 
; tically a Fin Keel. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—“There is nothing new 
in the fin-keel yacht,” says Naval Constructor Philip 
Hichborn, whose long experienoe as a designer and 
builder of all sorts of floating craft enables him to 
take a greatinterest in the construction of yachts. 
He said to a correspondent of THE NEW- YORK TIMES 
to-day: 

“I find THE TIMEs isrightin its recent editorial 
that there is nothing new under the sun in its ap- 
plication to the latest developments in the construc. 


tion of yaclits. Messrs. Stewart & Binney, the Bos- 
ton designers who succeeded to the business of Mr. 
Burgess, are not absolutely original in their methods 
of overcoming under-water triction by building a 
modern modification of the skimming-dish type, 

“I tnd on looking over some of my old illustrations 
that as far back as 1344 there wasa yacht which 
closely resembles the much-advertised nn-keel yacht 
of this day. The old-time yacht was called the Prob- 
len, and was an experimental craft designed and 
built by Mr. Dempster of Newcastile-upon-Tyne in 
1844, She was bailtof iron, and had the stem and 
stern forgings extended the whole length, meeting 
at the angle of the keel rightamidship. From these 
forgings up to the heols of the tloors was a regular 
modern fin-keel, formed of two plates, the space be- 
tween them being filled with lead, melted and 

oured ip, which, 1% is quaintly state, ‘ acts power- 
ully as ballast, strengthens the keel, and pre- 
vents corrosion. The keel, being uarrow, makes 
little resistance to the fluid.’ she seems to have 
been designed to manuceuvre without tacking, by 
simply shifting the sails and proceeding in the 
opposite direction, and also to be able to strike 
sunken rocks and ride over them without injury.” 

Mr. Hichborn has had reproduced for THE TIMES 
the sketch of the Problem. He has also reproduced 
an outline of the yacht Smuggler, designed by Will- 
jam Gardner in 1891. Both sketches are reduced 
to the same size for the purpose of comparison. Mr. 
Hichborn thinks the similarity between the 1891 
craft and the 1844 yacht is strikingly apparent.

IN THE REAL ESTATE FIELD. 


Property Owners Interested in the Lex- 
ington Avenue Opening. 


There were no public sales of real estate yes- 
terday. 

Property owners in and around Lexington 
Avenue in the neighborhood of the elevated 
railway car shops have been complaining of the 
undue delays in opening the thoroughfare from 
Ninety-seventh Street up. Lexington Avenue 
differs from the other avenues in not having 
been originally laid out for its entire length, 
but only in sections, there being extensions 
from time to time. Twenty-three years ago the 
persons who were interested in having an in- 
dustrial exhibition in the vicinity prevented the 
opening of the avenue below One Hundred and 
Second Street. Subsequently, when the elevat- 
ed road bought the property extending through 
from Third to Feurth Avenues aud put its re- 
pair sheps there, it seemed as though Lexington 
Avenue would be permanentiy closed, 

The agitation for opening, however, was kept 
up, and, asa result, a commission was appoint- 
ed by the Supreme Court, General Term, to at- 
tend to the matter. This commission made its 
report, but, in consequence of having neg- 


lected to serve notice on the property owners 
who would be affected by the assessment ior 
the work, and also because of not allowing ade- 
quate damages to the railway company, tle re- 
port Was set aside by the Court of Appeals. 

A bnew commission was appointed and took 
testimony as to the damages which the railway 
company would sutier. The company offered 
the alternative of two propositions. The one 
Was to give it full damages tur all ite property 
in case the avenue was cub through without 
allowing communication by means of a track er 
two overhead. Without such communication it 
Was contended the shops would have to be re- 
moved and the property made of no value to the 
company. Tue other proposition was to give it 
emailer damages, simply for six lots to be taken 
and ior the amount pnevessary tO change the 
atructure, and permit a track or two overhead 
across Lexington Avenue, 

Tue city has thus far not agreed to eitber 
propositien, and it is understood that there is 
some doubt inthe mind of the Corperation 
Counsel as tothe legality of making an agree- 
meut of either kind with thecompaay. #rom 
time to time the Commissioners adjourned the 
hearing toenabie the Corporation Counsel to 
put in the city’s case. At iength, as the delays 
sacemed too prolonged, the Commissioners have 
declared the case closed, and began yesterday 
the work on the necessary maps. his isan 
operation which will take more than a month, 
and the Corporation Counsel may, at any time 
before the Commissioners submit their report, 
ad in before them whatever he has to urge on 

ebalf of the city, There isa chance ol work 
begimuing by November of the present year.

PRESIDENT DUNHAM OHARGED 
WITH OONVERTING $180,000. 


‘Director Archer Says that the President 

Used the Company’s Money for His 
Dunham Has Not 
Been Seen Since Last Thursday—The 
Disclosures Came Through J. W. Chap- 
man, a Note Broker—A Private Promis- 
sory Note Book in Mr: Dunham’s Desk, 


Own Purposes—Mr. 


The Cassell Publishing Company is in 
the hands of a receiver. Oscar M. Dun- 
ham, President of the company, cannot be 
found. It is alleged that he has absconded 
after converting about $180,000 of the 
concern’s funds to his own use. 

Ever since its organization the Cassell 
Company has occupied a leading position 
in the publishing trade. It succeeded to 
the American business of Cassell & Co. of 
London in 1890. Mr. Dunham had been 
manager of the firm’s branch in this coun- 
try, and he organized the company. The 
capital stock was divided into 3,500 shares 
of the par value of $100 each, and itis 
stated that $330,000 in cash was paid to 
the Cassells by the new company for the 
good-will and plant. 

William T. Belding was made Secretary 
and Walter H. Wagstaff Treasurer. These 
two, with President Dunham, Hezekiah S&S. 
Archer, a wealthy bookbinder of 57 Park 
Street, and Benjamin B. Vanderveer, a 
eandy manufacturer of 7 East Nineteenth 
Street, composed the Board of Directors. 
Business prospered from the start with the 
company, the net profit during each year 
since organization having been over 10 per 
cent. on the capital stock. Last year the 
company cleared $36,481.71. 

Early last Thursday morning J. W. Chap- 
man, a note broker of 31 Wall Street, 
sent word tothe Cassell Company’s office 
that two notes for $5,000 issued by Presi- 
dent Dunham in the name of the firm were 
due. Shortly after this message arrived 


Mr. Dunham left his desk, informing the : 
‘ day. Anderson is twenty-nine years old and 
' lives at 243 East Thirtieth Street. 


clerks that he was going down town. That 


was the last that has been seen of him. 
The people in the office supposed that he 
had gone down town to arrange about the 
notes. ut that this was not so was made 
apparext when Mr. Chapman called late 
in the day. He told Treasurer Wagstaff 
that be had not seen Mr. Dunham since the 
previous evening, when they had talked 
about the maturing notes. 

After the close of business hours on 
Thursday Mr. Wagstaff called at Mr. Dun- 
ham’s house, 140 West Fifty-seventh 
Street. He saw Mrs. Dunham, who told 
him that her husband had telegraphed 
earlier in the day that he was going out of 
town for a few days. On Friday Mr. Wag- 
gtaft made another cali at the house. Mrs. 
Dunham said she bad received no informa- 
tion as to her husband’s whereabouts, and 
that his absence was entirely unexpected, 
as it was unexplainable as far as she was 
concerned. 

As Mr. Dunham still remained away on 
Saturday, Mr. Wagstaff sent for Directors 
Archer and Vanderveer. After a short 
consultation, it was resolved to notify the 
tirm’s lawyers, Tracy, Boardman & Platt. 
Under Mr. Platt’s direction, Mr. Dunham’s 
desk was broken open. A complete record 
was found of a large number of promissory 
notes which Mr. Dunham had issued in the 
company’s name, and the roceeds of 
which, it is alleged, he applied to his own 


use. 

In an affidavit submitted in court yes- 
terday by Director Archer, Mr. Dunham's 
operations are explained in detail as fol- 
lows: 

**Osoar M. Dunham had been for many years 
the manager in the United States of the busi- 
ness of Cassell & Co. when said purchase was 
made, and the defendant corporation organized 
largely through his efforts. He subscribed for 
a large amount of the capital stock, over 1,400 
shares, and in order to pay for the stook Dun- 
ham borrowed large sums of money on’ short 
time, from various persons, and as said loans 
matured he met the same by fraudulently mak- 
ing and signing in the name of the defendant 
its promissory notes, which he discounted and 
applied the proceeds thereof to the payment of 
his own individual debts, and he has continued 
to renew such fraudulent notes, or take up the 
game by using other similar fraudulent notes of 
the defendant corporation. 

* He has also, ever since the organization of 
the corporation, fraudulently used its credit for 
hisown purposes by discounting its commer- 
cial paper and using the proceeds thereof to 
pay his individual debts. in addition to the 
regalar promissory note book kept by the Treas- 
urer, in which the legitimate notes of the cor- 
poration were regularly numbered and entered, 
the proper entries also being carried into the 
ether books of the corporation, the said Oscar 
MM. Dunham also kept another notebook in 
which said fraudulent notes discounted or used 
by defendant Dunham for his own purpose were 
entered. 

“Said fraudulent notes were notentered upon 
any of the books of the corporation, and the 
facts that they were in existence and that the 
defendant was fraudulently using the credit of 
the corporation were carefully kept by him con- 
eenied from the knowledge of all of theofficers, 
Directors, and members of the corporation other 
than Walter H. Wagstaff, the Treasurer; and 
plaintiff had no knowledge that any such fraud- 
ulent notes were in existence, or that Osoar M. 
Dunham hadever been guilty of any of the 
frauduient acts and practices until June 16, 
1893, when the facts above stated were told 
iim in substance by said Wagstaf..” 

The private promissory note book found 
in Dunham’s desk by Mr. Platt showed 
outstanding notes for $168,500. All of the 
notes were made between Jan. 12, 1892, 
and the present time, and all falling due 
between June 15 and October. our 
other notes for $5,000 each werealso found 
in the book signed by Mr. Dunham, but 
Treasurer Wagstaff was unable to state 
whether they had been signed by the cor- 
poration or not. 

All the notes, it was found, had been de- 
livered to J. W. Chapman. They were dis- 
,counted, and sold by him to various per- 

}sons and the proceeds turned over to Dun- 
‘ham, but not entered on the company’s 


books. 
A falsified balance sheet was also found 
in Mr. Dunham’s desk. lt was for the year 
|} 1892, and was similar to the regular sheet 
except that the amount of bills payable 
Was increased in the false sheet from 
$151,315 to $211,316, and on the other 
side the amount of accounts due was in- 
creased from $328,444 to $388,444. an ex- 
cess of $60,000 over the genuine balance 
appearing on both sides of the balance 
sheets. 

Treasurer Wagstaff explained this by 
saying that it was necessary for Mr. Dun- 
ham to show the company’s balance sheet 
to Mr. Chapman in order to obtain further 
discounts. Ifthe time balance sheet was 

, shown Mr. Chapman he would see the en- 
try of the amount of bills payable was 
$151,316, while he knew of notes outstand- 
ing fora greater amount, as it was neces- 
sary to increase the amount to deceive 


m. 

Mr. Archer yesterday petitioned Judge 
Lawrence of the Supreme Court for the 
errs of areceiver. At the request 
of the petitioner, Henry J. Braker, an im- 
porter of oils at 215 Pearl Street, was made 
receiver. 

Mr. Archer also obtained an attachment 
against Mr. Dunham, and against all his 

roperty in this State on a private note for 
510,000. which he had advanced to Mr. 

unham. 

Mr. Archer is one of the principal cred- 
4tors of the company, besides owning 650 
shares of its stock. He held $31,449.72 
‘worth of the corporation’s paper, and had 
open accounts for bookbinding work done 
by him amounting to $6,449.84 in addi- 

on. 


The receiver's bond was fixed at $160,- 
000, and the Union Trust Company was 
mamed asthe depository of the concern’s 
funds. j 

The business of the company will prob- 
ably be continued without interruption by 
the receiver, as it is very profitable. It is 
aaid that the company’s assets are about 
equal to all its liabilities. The stock in the 
Fourth Avenue places is valued at between 
$60,000 and $80,0.0, and it has stock at 
various binderies estimated to be worth 
$35,000 more. e 

A great deal of. the company’s stock is at 

ahway, N. J., where most of its printing 

as done. In. order to cover this, Mr. 

raker was appointed receiver of all the 
company’s pifoperty in New-Jersey by Vice 
Chancellor tan Fhet. . 

None of the persons connected with the 
company ‘would discuss the failure last 








evening. Treasurer Wagstaff said that he 
did not think it proper at this time to say 
anything more of his knowledge of Mr. 
Dunham’s alleged misdoings thun had been 
hinted at in Mr. Archer’s affidavit. 

A NEW-YorK TIMES reporter who called 
at Mr. Dunham’s house last evening was 
teld that Mr. Dunham was away from 
home and was not expected to return for a 
day ortwo. Mr. Dunham is a member of 
the Aldine, Grolier, New-York Athletic, and 
Lotos Clubs, but none of the gentlemen 
about the clubhonses recalled seeing him 
for a number of days. 


Rauway, N. J., June 19.—The troubles of 
the Cassell Company of New-York, it is 
feared, will handicap the Mershon Print- 
ing Company of this city, which did a great 
deal of Cassell’s work. Late to-night W. 

Mershon, President of the company, 
took out an attachment of the goods of the 
Cassell Company now in its possession.

ORUSHED BY A FALLING OORNIOE. 


Two Men Only Were Injured—Everybody 
Else Got Out of the Way. 





Morris Wagner, aged thirty-two, a clerk liv- 
ing at 317 East Seventy-sixth Street, and Jacob 
8. Cronise, a broker at 45 Exchange Place, were 
injured yesterday afternoon in front of 35 
Broad Street by acornice which fell on them 
from the fifth story of the building owned by 
H. H. Cammann & Co, 

An smbulance was summoned from the Cham- 
bers Street Hospital, and Mr. Wagner was taken 
away bleeding and unconscious. Mr. Cronise 
was stunned by the force of the unexpected 
blow and was about to be put in the ambulance 
when he revived and objected to going to a hos- 
pital Hisinjuries were trifling, the principal 
one being a severe cut on the left hand. 

Mr. Wagner's injuries consisted of a long, 
deep, and irregular cut across the forehead and 
a contusion of the knee. He was not seriously 


hurt, however, and Jeft the Chambers Street 
Hospital last night. 

Patroiman George W. Lacaurof the Fourth 
Precinct Station, who was close at hand when 
the acoident ooourrad. arrested Alvin W. An- 
derson, foreman for Contractor Wistagen, on a 
charge of criminal! carelessness and violation of 
acity ordinance and took him to the Tombs 
Police Court, where he was remanded until to- 


The cornice, which bad been hoisted and sup- 
posedly fastened at the fifth story, was made of 
corrugatediron. it was fastened in two sec- 
tions, each about twenty-five feet long, each 
section being held to the building by pieces of 
iron straps bent to conform to the shape of the 
molded cornice. The bending had undoubtedly 
cracked several of the straps, and when the full 
weight of the cornice came upon them they 
broke and let the heavy weight crash down into 
the street. 

The workmen, who were on a staging, had 
Darrow escapes, but Mr. Wagner and Mr. 
Cronise, who were hurrying through Broad 
Street, were not so fortunate. 

The street was well filled with people at the 
time, and many of them, seeing the cornice 
start downward, shouted a warning. Every- 
body but the two injured men hurried to _ 
of safety, and the huge weight crashed down 
upon and felled them to the sidewalk. 

Their escape from instant death seemed to 
the onlookers almost incredible.

Some of 
them were vilely dirty, but I irritated my hand 
by the action of counting the money.”

He bad been quoted as giving it as his 
opinion that Mr. Beam hada — by 
disease germs contained in infeo bank bills.

SEVENTH~- REGIMENT BOYS HAVE 
A ROASTER IN OAMP. 





Officers and Men Proficient in Theory 


and Are Reaching Perfection by Prac- 
tice—The Manual Much in Demand and 
Closely Studied—Gen. Porter Finds 
Everything in Splendid Shape—A Model 
Company and Its Arrangements—Fun 
with a Texas Steer—Everybody Well. 


PEEKSKILL, June 19.—In epite of the torrid 
heat, tho thermometer registering 95° at 10 
o’clock this morning, the two battalions of the 
Seventh Regiment took possession of the drill 
ground this morning, and for an hourand a 
half showed the spectators what they know 
about extended order. Officers and men were 
proficient in theory, and only needed practice 
to bring their theories to a very bigh state of 
perfection. 

No officer incamp can remember where an 
entire regiment seemed to be impressed to the 
latest recrult with a determination to beat the 
record. 

Officers and men are in constant communica- 
tion relative to knotty problems in the new drill 
regulations. This afternoon a walk through 
camp disclosed a knot of meninevery third or 
fourth tent, with drill book in band and debata- 
ble problems under discussion. 

“ Thatis not unusual,” said Col. Appleton 
when his attention was called to the matter. 
“ You must remember that ip the Seventh every 
private attempts to qualify himself for the 
duties of an officer.” 

Gen. Porter, before going to New-York this 
afternoon, madeatourof the camp and found 
it in better shape than he had expected. He 
had made no formal announcement of his pur- 
pose, and his coming, therefore, was not ex- 
pected. He said tothe correspondent of Tur 
TIMES that he saw nothing whatever to criti- 
cise. Every company street was as clean and 
neat as hard work, broom, water, and brush 
could make it. *‘ Big Six”’ had supplied each one 


of ite tents with a strip of Japanese matting, but 
the model street of the camp was thator the 
right company, C, Capt. Don Alonzo Pollard. 

othing like it was ever seen at Peekskill or 
atany othercamp. Every article in sight was 
arranged with mathematical precision. The 
oots were all placed on the same lines; blankets 
were folded with the same number of folds and 
laid in the same position on every cot; shoes 
were blacked and putin the same place. Each 
tent was provided with a gun rack that was 
brought from New-York and in which the guns 
were locked and to which belts and coats were 
hung. Near the top of the tent was a small 
hammock that was raised and lowered at will 
and in which was suspended all the extra im- 
plements and uniforms. The company street 
was raked and scraped and polished until the 
pebbles glistened. 

The master of ceremonies of this business was 
Col Frederick C. McLewee, formerly Assistant 
Inspector General, now a private in the com- 
pany, whose knowledge of and experience in 
the Inspector General's office have given him 
suggestions that now stand him in great stead, 
and redound to the benefit of the organization 
of which he isa private. Assisting him in this 
work were Sergt. H. B. Thompson and Walter 
Brainard, each of whom took a section of the 
company and guaranteed its superiority over 
that of any other company. The company also 
brought from New-York a complete outfit of 
camp tins, which are never used, but put on ex- 
hibition solely for inspection duties. 

When the Seventh leaves camp these tins are 
to be turned over to Capt. Pegyy Thurston, as 
trustee, for Capt. William B. Smith, Company 
¥, fwenty-second Regiment, when it comes to 
camp. 

A Texas steer was in camp this afternoon and 
a delegation of Company E men enjoyed them- 
selves at his expense. A confiding farmer led 
him in and the enterprising soldiers obtained 
the use of him forthe afternoon. An English 
saddle was putupon his back and he was led 
down Company EK’s strect when the entire 
command turned out in undress and fatigue 
uniform to look him over. 

Private Johnson, who, in his youth, made 
fame but no fortune in riding the bucking 
goats of Harlem Heights, sprang upou the 
steer’s back with a yell like an Apache who has 
discovered a defenseless family. The steer 
brought his four legs together at apoint di- 
rectly under the middle of his body, and 
Johnson's friends believed he was going to 
land into the middle of next week. Instead 
of that he only landed head first into the 
middle of the parade ground. 

He was on his feetin an instant and in the 
saddle the next. He was satisfied and so was 
the steer, evidently, for both proceeded in a 
calm manner to the left flank of the left com- 
pany’s street, where the ubiquitous photo- 
grapher put in the finishing touches, to the de- 
light of Johnson and to the relief of his family. 

Capt. James Thorne Harper, as Officer of the 
Day, made short work of the bull. Its owner 
paraded him through the camp during evening 
parade to the disgust of many of the officers. 
As s00n as Capt Harper, who assumed charge 
at 5:45, saw the bull he ordered up a detail of 
ten men from the guard with instructions to fire 
the bull out or to fire into him if he refused 
to go. 

A Corporal of the Guard, in pursuance of 
these orders, grabbed him by the bridle, his 
owner jumped into the saddle, and the proces- 
sion started down Officers’ Row, the Corporal, 
bull, and owner leading, the guard detail fol- 
jowing, and the entire regiment fresh in from 
evening parade witnessing the ejection. 

Dr. Dan Stimson, the regimental surgeon, 
makes a daily inspection of the camp, and to- 
day pronounced it to be in a more healthful 
condition than he ever suw it. 

The evening parade to-night was formed with 
the two battalions facing each other, the right 
of the firat and the left of the seoond resting on 
the edge of the bluff, overlooking Annsville 
Creek. This was done in order to give both 
commands an opportunity of observing how the 
command appeared. 

Eventually both battalions formed in line of 
Masses on the coior line, and at the Second 


Adjutant’s call deployed to the right and left 


into line. The parade was dismissed by the 
command marching by the reviewing officer in 
celumn of companies in charge of the First Ser- 
geantes and disappearing down their respective 
compauy streets almost simultaneously.

Miss Burrill sang her first solo in the church

This 
did not terrify the Music Committee, for Miss 
Burrill did not appear yesterday, having again 
been told not to do so, and when the time came 
for the musical part of the services there was 
an exodus.

BROOKLYN'S “COLD THIRTEEN” 


ONCE MORE IT OOOLLY GIVES 
AWAY VALUABLE FRANOHISES. 





Grants by the Board of Aldermen to the 
P. H. Flynn Syndicate and the Brook- 
lyn City Railroad Company for Nothing 
of Rights to Miles of Streets for Which 
$257,000 Had Been Offered—Heated 
Remarks in Opposition to the Scheme 
by Aldermen Thomas and Heaney. 


The “cold thirteen” of the Board of Alder- 
men, Brooklyn, massed its forces once more 
yesterday afternoon, threw away an offer of 
$257,000 to the municipality, and voted miles 
of streets to the P. H. Fiynn syndicate and the 
Brooklyn City Railroad Company, tbe great 
transportation monopoly of the town. 

All this wet with vigorous opposition, of 
course, but the “cold thirteen” sat by and 
smiled while it allowed its assailants to have 
their little say, and then voted as if there had 
not been a dissenting voice raised. 

Every member ef the Board of Aldermen was 
present except Willlam McKee, who was una- 
voidably detained in the Court House across 
the street, where a jury was being selected to 
try him on an indictment for fraud. President 
Michael J. Coffey was in the chair. 

Immediately after the meeting had been 
called to order the reports of the Committee on 
Railroads were taken up. There were four of 
them, and they were all signed by Chairman 
Daniel McGrath, William H. Jordan, James Mo- 
Garry and Moses J. Wafer. The name of the 
fifth member of the committee—Edward P. 
Thomas—was not attached to them. 

When the Railroad Committee, with the help 
of the“ cold thirteen,’ attempted to give the 
same franchises away two months ago, neither 
Mr. Wafer nor Mr. Thomas signed the report, 
and both claimed that the document had been 
prepared at a “‘snap” meeting. When they 
learned of the scheme they opposed it vigor- 
ously. 

Mr. Wafer has apparently undergone a change 
of heart, for yesterday he took Mr. McKee’s 
place and voted oheerfully and consistently 
with the “ cold thirteen.” 

The first report read was one refusing the 
application of the Union Street Railroad Com- 
pany for the franchises described in THE NrEw- 
YorK TIMES @ week ago. An offerof $257,000 
was made for the streets, but unfortunately the 
Flynn roads wanted some of the same thorough- 
fares, and the Brooklyn City Company wanted 
others. 

The report covered ten typewritten pages and 
contained this statement: 

“The portions of the route of the Union Street 
Railway embraced in the application of the Brook- 
lyn City Railroad are separate in several instances, 
not only from each other, but also from the remain- 
ing routea of the Union Street Railway Company, so 
that if built upon they would form either distinot 
routes or entirely disconnected portions of the main 
routes of the company.” 

This extraordinary sentence seemed to puzzle 
some of the unprejudiced members of the board, 
and Richard Pickering moved that it be laid 
over until next Monday, as nobody could un- 
derstand such athing from hearing it read once. 

The proposition was voted down, 13 to 5, 
Peter Hess, Samuel Meyers, and Arthur J. Hea- 
ney crying “nay” with Messrs. Thomas snd 
Pickering. 

Mr. Thomas wanted to know if the Corpora- 
tion Counsel had been consulted regarding the 
legality of — of the Union’s application 
which had been disputed. When told that he 
had not, Mr. Thomas moved that the report ve 
referred hack to the committee that Mr. Jenka’s 
opinion might be asked. The thirteen smiled 
and voted Mr. Thomas down. ; 

That was more than Mr. Heaney could stand, 
ene to his feet he shouted: 

Wt Se not vote while this kind of thing goes 
on 

The thirteen were anxious to see their pet re- 
porte adopted, and without further ado adopt- 
ed the report killing the Union’s application in 
the teeth of the “ faithful five.’”’ 

The second report recommended the granting 
of the franchise asked for ly the Brooklyn City 
Ratiroad Company. It provided that in return 
for the privileges it gave, the company should 
pay the city 1 per cent. of ita gross earnings 
when the extension paid $20,000 a mile; 2 per 
cent. when it paid more than $20,000 and less 
than $40,000, and 3 per cent. when the amount 
exceeded $40,000 a mile. 

Mr. Thomas said the proposed route ran 
through his territory and that nobody wanted a 
railroad there. He moved tiat the franchise be 
advertised tor sule forten days. The thirteen 
objected. 

hen Mr. Thomas wanted to amend the report, 
but Mr..Coffey said that could not be done, and, 
On an appeal, Was supported by everybody, ex- 
cept Mr. Thomas and Mr. Meyers. 

* As business men you all how easily the com- 
pany might keep ite receipts on the extension 
down,” said Mr. Pickering. “Even supposing 
it to be perfectly honest on thiasehedule of per 
centages, it would be sixty years before the 
city could get the $12,000 to $20,000 a mile 
which another company (the Union) offered to 
pay down now.” 

Itis well known that President Coffey is in- 
terested in several “ big Krooklynu enterprises,” 
—_ Mr. Heaney’s next remark seemed to cut 

mn. 

“If Ll were a stockholder in the Brooklyn City 
Railroad,” said he, “I should stand here to 
thank the Railroad Committee and the Presi- | 
dent of this board for looking so carefully after | 
my interest. I say this right to you, Mr. 
Coffey; you seem to know so much about such 
things.” 

The President yielded the Chair to J. J. Black 
while the report was adopted by a vote of 12 to 
5, Mr. Coffey himsel! not votiug. 

The grauting of the Nassau Electric Railroad 
Company’s franchise on the same conditions 
provoked more talk of the same tenor. 

**Here you're throwing $257,000 out of the 
window,” said Mr. Thomas, “and the city has 
to vorrow money at4 per cent. interest all the 
time.’ 

The ‘‘cold thirteen”? prevailed again, and 
then the meeting seemed to break up for a mo- 
ment. Alderman Biack was in the chair, and 
the franchise of the Kings County Electrio Rail- 
road Company was about to be taken up, when 
Mr. Thomas sprang to his feet and moved an ad- 
journment, as there was no quorum. 

Scarcely had the words left his mouth when, 
headed by President Coffey, the temporary ab- 
sentees came flocking in again, and the last re- 
port was attacked. 

“With the help of God,” oried Mr. Heaney 
excitedly, “ I’linever vote for a franchise to 
any company so long as I’m a member of this 
board. | intend to leave the board with some 
of the self-respect I brought into it.” 

Then the “cold thirteen” voted the franchise 
and the meeting adjourned.

The argument was that the State had failed to 
Prove its case, and that the defendant had es- 
tablished her innocence. 

District Attorney Knowlton began bis reply. 
He will finish it to-morrow morning. So far as 
be has gone he has spoken with great force and 
eloquence. It is expected that the onse will go 
to the jury as early as 1 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon. 

Mr. Robinson began by charactezizing the 
murders as one of the most dastardly and dia- 
bolical crimes ever committed in the State. 

“We are challenged,” said he. “‘ at the outset 
to find who was equal to that enormity, whose 
whole heart is blackened with crime. 

“A maniac, not a man of senses and heart, a 
lunatic, a devil! 

“ They were well-direeted blows which caused 
those deaths, not directed by a blunder; none 
going amiss. Surely we can say at the outget 
that this was not the careless, untrained doing 


of one unfamiliar-with such4vork. 

‘As you begin to contemplate this crime you 
must say such acts are physically and morally 
impossible tor this young woman. itis awreck 
of human morals to say this of her.’’ 

Mr. Robinson disclaimed upon the 
defendant any ieeling that ehe had not been 
tairly treated by the District Attorney. That 
otticer, he said, was not after blood, but was 
simply presenting tothe jury the case which 
had beer giveu to him by the Fall River police. 

Referring to these men, Mr. Robinson said: 
*“T have net time to go into sarcasm and denun- 
elation. The biuve coat and brass buttons cover 
up whatisineside. The officer is always maguni- 
fying this and minimizing that and looking for 
the one who committed the deed upon which he 
is at work. The witness stand brings out their 
weakness when they knock their own heads tw- 

ether, but after all they show themecives to 

only men with human weakness.” 

Urging the jury to contine itself solely to the 
question of the guilt or innocence of the ac- 
eused, Mr. Rovinson said: 

“It is not your business to unravel the mys- 
tery, but simply to say whether this woman is 
guilty—that’s all, and, though the real criminal) 
sball never be found, better that than that 
you should tind a wrong verdict. Not who 
did it, how could it have been done, but did she 
ao itt 

* You must not think fora moment that this 
defendant is set for the finding out of who did 
it. Bheis nota detective, and she has been in 
jail for nine months under constant contral 
Irom the very day almost of the murders. 

‘* Don’t ask her to do impossible things, to do 
what shecan’t do; the Commonwealth doesn’t 
‘Want any victimes, either; in olden days sacri- 
tices were offered, but in these days we don't 
even havg witohes in Massachusetts. I ask 
only that you be true to yourselves. 

“Under the laws of this State the defendant 
is permitted to testify on the stand if she de- 
sires, butif she does not the 6iatutes say no 
inference will be drawn as to her action, aud 
the District Attorney will not insult this court 
by ns to this in the slightest degree. 
"Lhe law holds that it is too great a strain to put 
on a defendant to put him on the stand in such 
oases, and you will not, as you go to your room, 
depart from this understanding. You must 
leave out rumors, reports, statements which 

ou heard beiore the trial commenced, and 

eave out every single thing whieh Mr. Moody 
suid he was goiug to prove unless he did it. 

“They were going to prove that this young 
lady went out to buy poison, but it was not 
proved. It was not allowed, and I shail expect 
vhe District Attorney to get up and say so or 1 
shall be disappointed in him. 

* They were going to show you the defendant 
had contradicted herself, but the oourt said 
thie was not proper. 

* Now, you are not going to say, ‘I rather 
think Messre. Knowlton and Moody would not 
have offered this if they had not proof.’ That 
won'tdo. Decide the case from the evidence 
on the witness stand and nothing else. So you 
will leave those things out. No poison, no in- 
strument prepared, no statement made under 
oath by her that you know anything about, I 
don’t care what you have read. 

“Itis for us to see whether the defendant or 
she and accomplices did the deed. There site 
the defendant. Bhe comes here under the pre- 
eumption of innocence, and you must bind her 
to the axe before you can change this. The 
chain of direct poset only can show you that 
she is tied up to this thing. 

“There is absolutely no direct evidence 
against her. Nobody saw, heard, or experienced 
anything to connect her with the tragedy. No 
knowledge or use of any instrument bas been 
shown, and it is not shown that she ever touched 
one, knew of one, or bought one—in fact, the 
testimony is that she did not know where such 
things were in the honse. 

“And the murders told no tale through her. 
Not aspoton her from her dress te her hair. 
Yes, there was one on the white akirt—one as 
big as the head of a pin—and that’s every spot 
of biood that was found on her clothing, and 
that wae on the baok of ber skirt, although the 
Government may say she turned her exirt around 
before she commenced. But nobody claims now 
that that fiyspeck tells any tale. 

“Then there was some talk about a roll of 
burned paper. That was found by Mr. Har- 
rington, and there were some dark insinuations 
fioating around that Dr. Bowen knew some- 
thing aboutit. We thought that the Govern- 
ment was going to claim that the hatchet 
handle was in that paper, and that the wood 
had all burned eyt and left the envelope, and 
‘we worried about this until Mullaly and Fleet 

ot here together, Now ' we know the orphan 

andle is still fying in the air. For Heaven’s 
pake, get the 125 policemen of Fail River to 
phase it up and put it where it belongs ! 

“ Now,” continued Mr. Robinson, “ you are to 
conceive of the murderer standing over the 
woman on the floor, and you are to consider 
how Mr. Borden wassilain. Now, what reason 
te there to consider this defendant guilty? 

yhat —_ have they to say she is! 

“Well, first they say she was in the house. 
Well, that may be the wrong place for her to be, 
because it is her own home; perhaps it might be 
better for her to be traveli the streets, but I 
Gon’t think so. She wasin her room when 
they say Mrs. Borden’s body was lying on the 
fioor and that she must have seen the body, but 

ou know you can’t stand on the landing and 
ok into the guest chamber. 

“Then there is not the slightest evidence that 
the door was opened at that time, but there is 
evidence that it was opened later. She had no 
occasion to go into thatspare room. You know 
that frem the habite of the family. 

“Now, you know that after the tragedy she 
told Bridget that Mra. Borden had a note and 
bad gone out. Now, Mr. Moody said in his 
opening that Lizzie told a Me about this, but 
Bridget told the fullest and clearest story about 
it, and holds it down to herself. There is no 
doubt she did have a note and she did go out. 
Now, & person may say, where is the note! We 
would be giad tosee it. They say nobody has 
come forward to eay where it went, but you 
will find men in the county now who don’t 
know this trial ig going on. This note may 
have been part of ascheme, afoulsoheme. We 
don’t know. But that Lizzie lied about it is 
not £0. 

“Now, did she go to the barn?” queried Mr. 
Robinson, coming to his next point. “ There 
comes along an ice cream peddler. Not a dis- 
tinguished lawyer nor a successful doctor, sim- 

ly an ice cream peddler, but he knows the 

ature Of an oath, and he saw this woman com- 
ing down the yard. He told this story on the 
Sth of August to the police, and they had it all 
fn their possession. Mr. Mulialy, one of the 
knights of the handle, you know, says that the 
eddler said he went down there at 10:30, put 
ullaly was contradicted by hisown associate. 

Mr. Robinson went on from this point to dis- 
cuss the various allegations ef the State as to 
his client’s conduct just before and just after 
the discovery of the murders. He contended 
that in these times Miss Borden’s behavior was 
that of an innocent person, and that no infer- 
ence could be drawn from her acts, her speeeh, 
or her appearance favorabie to the theory that 
phe committed the murders. 

“Then,” said Mr. Robinson, “they say she 
purned the dress. The first thought is that 
when @ person burns up anything in such @ case 
as this an inference is drawn the wrong way at 
pnee. But you know the common way now is 
to burn rage, because you have got to pay the 
fragman something to take them ey Now 
the Government says. ‘We want the Bedford 
pord and you have burned it; we want the dress 
you had on that morning and you have given us 
pnother one.’ 

“ Now, there is a difference of opinion among 
the witnesses about the dress Lizzie wore on 

hat morning. Bridget Sullivan had on a light 
lue dress that morning and the Government 
gaye Lizzie had on a light blue dress, but they 
ere not looking for dress patterns then, and 


art of the 


opinion.» You know that when the people came 
in at iret they saw that she had nota drop of 
blood on her or about ber any where. 

Now you start with a dress that every one 
says there.was no blood on. Thatdress was in 
that closet on the Cuelf, aud there 1t remained 
untilit was burned. Seaver and Fiect say they 
lpoked carefully in that place and ovuld tind no 
aress with blood ou it. And Emwa found that 
vid dress there when she caine home, taking up 
® place she wanted to use. 

** But they found another dress and Dr. Dolan 
discovered the damning evidence, for there was 
blood on it. But when the dress went into the 
hands of aman who knew svumething, (Prof. 
Wood,) the dress came back, for there was no 
blood, and they wanted anther one. 

“Talk about burning an old dress! Why, it 
didn’t cost altogether over $2. Then the police 
got everything they could and notified the fam- 
ily that they had got all through, and on Sun- 
day mworving, with the windows open, with peo- 
pie about, in broad daylight, she burns this old 
dress. Couldn’t she have disposed of it more 
easily in # different aud more secret mapner? 

“They will say she changed it, or that she 
put it under another. If she put on another, 
then she burned two dresses instead of one, and 
the Government only wants one. They will go 
another step in their theory and claim this wo- 
man was bude when she comnmitted this crime.” 

Speaking of the shifting by the State trom 
one hatehet to another, Mr. Kobinson said: 

* Fall River seems to be prolitic of hatchets. 
If we wait a while we may tind another. If we 
bad gone to trial with the cow’s hair theory 
when it wasripe last Fall, the prisoner might 
have been beyund our reach now. They have 
had her for ten months in irksome and weari- 
some and wearing control. She bas been in the 
custody of the State, in a place to which her 
home was a palace by comparison. You think, 
gentlemen, you feel the hand of the old Com- 
monwealth guiding you, but youdo not; itisa 
fraud, a theory. 

“ Murder is bad enough, but murder at tie 
hands of theorizing experts or practicing ofli- 
cers is worse.” 

Turning to the matter of ‘exclusive oppor- 
tunity,” 3%. Robinson said: 

“They have had ali sorts of theories and have 
abandoned them al). They say they will prove 
exclusive opportunity, but I say if they can 
look up that house to the exclusion of every- 
body bug the two girls, then I am willing to ad- 
mit that thereis strong evidence against the 
defendant, butit is not so. 

“bet ussee, The cellar door was locked, sure. 
The front door is said to have been locked by a 
bolt, a spring look, and one other, but we don’t 
know tbat. The side screen door was not 
locked—that we are sure of, and there was a 
perfect entrance to that house by that side 
screen door. Bridget was outgide talking with 
the Kelley girl and said frankiy anybody could 
have gone in.” 

Mr. Robjnson then took the jury through the 
house and detailed to them how easily a man 
could get into the house and secrete him- 
self until such time as he chose to show 
himeelf. Admitting such a person was there 
for murder, there was no reason, he said, why 
he should allow a second person to interfere 
with him in his designs. He contended thata 
person could have come in at the front door or 
the side deor at various times that morning. 

“The Government says nobody saw any one 
go in,” he added. ** That is true, but nobody saw 
Mr. Borden go out.” 

Reourring to the matter of the absence of 
blood from Miss Borden's clothing and person, 
Mr. Robinson said: 

* A significant fact is that there was no blood 
on her hair, because since there was none found 
on her the efforts to remove it must have 
caused a great deal of trouble. It is assumed 
that she committed that first murder, and what 
had she to do when her fatheroamein! Why, 
she must have washed berseif and changed her 
clothes, so as to be all right when her father 
came, and she undoubtedly waa all right when 
her father came. 

* Bridget Sullivan, you remember, does not 
speak of any change in dress all the morning, so 
you must have her come duwn in the blue dreas, 
get out of it, getin it again, and make several 
changes ina very brief time. 

* Bhe would have to get the bloody dress off 
asecond time, or else use the second biocody 
dress. But how is the theory of the Govern- 
ment to be accounted for, since there is no other 
dress missing but the one with the paint on it, 
and there was no blood on it? 

“In order to titin on this handleless hatchet 
theory she must go down, wash the handle, 
break itin two, and go beyond soientifiv work 
to get all the blood from the handle. Have I 
said too much when i say it was amoral anda 
physical impossibility for her to do ail this 
work of hiding clues in so short a time?” 

Mr. Robinson closed with an appeal to the 
jury to decide the case upon the evidence and 
deal fairly and justly by his client. 

District Attorney Knowlton replied for the 
State. He said that the jury was trying a crime 
which would have been believed impossible, 
and was trying a woman who it would never 
have been believed would have been charged 
with the crime. 

“But,” said Mr. Knowlton, “it was found 
that these men over in Fall River who went 
wrong a few years ugo were members ofa 
chureh, and it was demonstrated that those who 
stand close to the sanctuary are not free from 
the taint of sin. It is not for me to sneer at 
Christians; they are allsonsof Adam and are 
bathuman. They fallalithe surer that their 
reputation has been spotiess before. I don’t say 
that because a person has led an honest and up- 
right life therefore he orshe is more suscepti- 
ble to error. 

** But she is a woman and it is hard to believe 
that woman can be guilty of crime. Itis nota 
pleasant thing to say, but they are human and 
no better or no worse than we. They wake up 
for lack of strength in cunning, their hates are 
mere undying, more unyielding, aud their pas- 
sions :tionger. The foremost of the murderers 
of the early ages were women, and ,they have 
come dewn to these times even. 

“Over those bodies we stand‘ and we say to 
ourselves: Can it be possible? This is the most 
solemr duty of your lives.” 

Mr. Knowlton said that the distinguishing 
feature of the case was that the murdered per- 
sons did not meet their deathe at the same time. 

“That,” said he, “isthe key of thef case. It 
was the malice against Mrs. Borden that in- 
spired this murder. It was the act of a person 
who spent the forenoon in that house, and this 
fact bears on this case from beginning to end.” 

Having made this premise, Mr. Knowlton 
coupled with it the assertion, which, he said, 
was backed by the evidence, that there was i)) 
feeling between Lizzie Borden and her step- 
mother. e 

“There was one woman in the world,” said 
he, *“‘who believed that old woman stood be- 
tween her father and berzelr. There was notb- 
ing in those blows but hatred, and a great 
strong nan would have taken that hatchet and 
with one blow only would have made an end of 
it. The arm that wielded that hatchet was 
strong only in hatred. 

“ When that woman fell under the blows—the 
200-pound woman—the fall must have been 
heard by whoever was in the house at the time. 
If Lizzie was down stairs she was in the passage- 
way of the assassin; if she was up stairs she 
was on the same floor, quite near, and she 
could not have helped bearing it. No matter 
how craftily murder is planned there is always 
some point where the plans fail, and they 
failed her at the critical time. 

“Bhe was alone in the house with that mur- 
dered woman. She must have known it, and 
she knew that by and by there was coming 
into the honse a stern and just man who would 
have noticed the absence of his beloved wife 
and who would have asked for her, and that 
question must be answered. 

“He came in and she went to him and said, 
‘Motber bas had a note and has gone out.’ 
When Bridget got through her work Lizzie told 
her that she was going to lock the screen door, 
as Mrs. Borden had gone out and she might go 
out, too. Counsel on the other side said this 
statement was not a lie, but there was no note. 
There never was any body sick, and the notestory 
originated with Lizzie Borden. Bridget Sullivan 
anid she never heard anybody come with a note. 
Sbe never saw any note, and the first she heard 
of it wae what Lizzie said.”’ 

Before Mr. Knowlton could elaborate his 
theory and connect the killing of Mr. Borden 
with that of Mra. Borden court adjourned until 
to-morrow. 





Capital National Bank Resumes. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jane 19.—The Capital 
National Bank, which suspended one month 
ago, having been “caught’’g by the Chemical 
National Bank of Chicago, resumed business to- 
day. 

The bank reopened with almost $1,000,000 in 
cash on its tables. There was arun Jasting an 
hour, and then the depositors ceased to show 


any anxiety to get their money. During the 
day the bank received in deposits almost as 
much as was —_ out to depositors. The re- 
opening of the bank has re-established a feeling 
of finanojal security here. 

The bank resumes business with new officers, 
and under conditions that appear to make it 
one of the most substantial banks in the city. 





Dr. H. A. Chaput Dies of His Wounds. 


LOWELL, Mass., June 19.—Dr. H. A. Chaput, 
who was mysteriously stabbed in his apart- 
ments Thursday night, died early this morning 
without, as faras known, making any revela- 
tion as to the cause of his murder. He had 
been conversing with his brother and cousin all 
evening, but the conversation was in French, 


and nothing is known of what he said to them. 
The young man, Leclerc, arrested Saturday 
night was taken over to the hospital yesterday, 
and Dr. Chaput, who, the night before said he 
was the man, refused to swear to it, sayingonly 
that he resembled the assassin.

HOW THE FAMOUS ORDER NO, 164 
WAS CARRIED OUT IN NORFOLK. 





Pension Attorney Drury’s System of Swind- 
ling the Government—Startling Results 
of Supervising Examiner Albert’s In- 

Not 

Present Signed to Applications—Over 

Two Hwtndred Cases of Fraud Discov- 


vestigation—Names of Witnesses

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The famous order No. 
164, issued by Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior Bussey in the last Administration, 
which was designed to speed the work of drain- 
ing the National Treasury, seems to have been 
accepted at its true value by W. R. Drury, pen- 
sion attorney at Norfolk, Va. Mr. Drury was 
not burdened with any scruples against de- 
frauding the Government, and when he discov- 
ered that the pension authorities were disposed 
to wink at the looting of the Treasury, he began 
a series of operations which entitle him to be 
known as the greatest discovered pension 
swindler of the age. 

It is true that Mr. Drury, through the notor- 
jety he gained, was finally disbarred by Com- 
missioner Raum, who made a“ bluff” at putting 
a stop to his iniquities. But although he went 
to jail for a short time, he transferred his busi- 
ness to others, and it proceeded without hin- 
drance. sSeveralof the fraudulent cases which 
Drury put through the Pension Oflice were 
taken up by Secretary Noble, but they were 
speedily dropped. It was not, for reasons 
which are plain to many people, deemed politic 
to stir up the nesf of iniquity which Mr, Drury 
had built at Norfolk. 

About five weeks ago Supervising Examiner 
A. D. Albert of the Pension Bureau was dil- 
rected to proceed to Norfolk with a force of ex- 
aminers and probe to the bottom the cases in 
which Drury had figured as attorney, and 
which bore on their faces the signs of fraud. 
First Deputy Commissioner Murphy had made 
an examination, which convinced him that 
swindles almost without number had been per- 
petrated by Drury and his associates. Mr. 
Albert has returned with 223 claims for the ac- 
tion of the law division of the bureau, and a 
story of dishonesty which is one of the worst 
reflections on the Harrison Administration yet 
made. 

It seems that for several years prior to enter- 


ing upon the career of a pension attorney Drury 
Was a Justice of the Peace aud notary public in 
Norfolk. He was also employed as an agent of 
some Washington attorneys, and gradually be- 
came familiar with the pension business. In 
April, 1890, he was admitted to practice before 
the Pension Bureau. He hastwo sons, W. T. and 
T. L. Drury, anda nephew, B. A. Richardson, Jr. 
The latter was a bill poster. Drury had 
an Office in the business portion of Norfolk, 
and a desk was placed there for the use of 
Richardson. The names of the two sons of 
Drury and of 8. Cherry, who for some time 
was vu “man of all work” in the ollice, appear 
frequentiy as witnesses to claimants’ ** marks,” 
and also as “identifying’’ witnesses. Richard- 
son acted the part of a notary public. 

Drury saw that the act of 1890 would give 
him a first-class opportunity to swindle the 
Government. Through his association with 
pension attorneys of this city he had become 
familiar with moet of the ex-soldiers in the 
vicinity of Norfolk, nearly all of whom were 
colored and densely ignorant. He sent agents 
among these people to inform all old soldiers 
and sailors- and their widows that ‘ pen- 
sions for everybody” was henceforth to be the 
rule of the Pension Bureau. The colored peo- 
ple responded with great alacrity. Examiner 
Albert says that Drury’s office was so crowded 
on market days that ** neither the room nor tie 
stairway could accommodate the applicants.” 
Mr. Albert continues: ; 

“This induced Mr. Drury to ‘facilitate busi- 
ness,’ Which he did by taking the discharges of 
the applicants or tne record he already pos- 
sessed of their service, and dismissing them 
with the statement that nothing more was 
necessary to produce the pension. Richardson 
had previousiy signed a great number of decla- 
rations in blank and Drury filled them out.” 

An attorney of record, it must be remem- 
bered, can not execute adeciaration. It must 
be sworn to before a notary. Richardson's con- 
science seems to have been sufticiently elastio 
to permit him to sign all the declarations Drury 
presented to him without asking further ques- 
tions. ‘‘Sometimes,’’ Mr. Albert says in his re- 
— “Drury would vary the programme by 

aving the applicants touch the pen, and then 
he would administer the oath. Occasionally he 
would make out applicatious without any pre- 
vious knowledge of the people named in them. 
At other times he made applications against 
the protests of people and filed these in the 
Pension Bureau.” 

This is a tine commentary on the methods fol- 
lowed by the Ponsion Bureau under Kaum. Mr. 
Albert says further in his report: “As nearly 
allthe colored applicants signed by making 
their ‘mark,’ Drury would write the applicant's 
name, and aiso the names of Cherry and W. T. 
Drury as attesting witnesses to the mark; then 
he would finish the job by signing the names of 
two others as identifying witnesses. Per- 
heaps he would ask the applicant for 
the names of soldiers who served in 
his company, and down would go the names of 
two of these as identifying witnesses, their 
presence being immaterial. @A tjother times Mr. 
Drury would write the names of the first two 
colored soldiers that occurred to him. As iden- 
tifying witnesses he use’ the names of Anson 
Farrier, Mark Sanford, Isaac White, and John 
Binford at least fifty times. These men were 
strangers to nearly all appiicants for pensions 
who patronized Drury. Of course, their names 
were forgeries.” 

When Mr. Albert asked Drury to explain the 
wrongful use of those names, the latter said 
they were used “‘to avoid confusion, needless 
getting up from chairs, and to facilitate buasi- 
ness.” It was subsequently stated by Drury in 
court thatin one day, when Richardson was at 
Ocean View, Va, with his family, he (Drury) 
made out 400 applications for pensions, all of 
them purporting to haye been examined by 
Kichardson. Anson Farvier figured as a wit- 
ness to these applications, when, as a 
matter of fact, he was not in Norfolk on 
thatday. He was represented as athxing his 
mark, which would indicate that he could not 
write. Mr. Albert says Farrier writes his name 
very well He adds that in case the Pension 
Bureau called for more evidence Drury would 
furnish it without leaving his office, sign the 
claimapt’s name and thet of Richardson, and 
send itto Washington. This he did repeatedly. 

Richardson, according to the report, submit- 
ted that he signed many applications in blank, 
and that he was absent from Norfolk for five 
months in one year. During that period his 
name and seal were affixed to ang 4 —- 

y Drury. 
The report contains this interesting statement: 

“When voucbers were to be made out and 
checks cashed, Drury was in great demand by 
the confiding colored claimants, many of whom 
could not count money. Some wonderful stories 
of presente he received from these people are 
told. Itis said, on what seemsto be good au- 
thority, that he was paid from $15 to $2, 
by people who received handsome sums as ar- 
rears of pensions, and who did not know how 
much be waa appropriating.” 

A physician who is now dead is charged in the 
report with having issued fraudulent medical 
certificates as Drury required them. Some ofthe 

ractica) results of the investigation conducted 
y Examiner Albert are as follows: Thirteen in- 
dictments have been secured against W. R. 
Drury for violation of the pension laws; six in- 
dictments have beon secured against Richard- 
son; there have been arrested and released on 
bail, to appear before the next Grand Jury, 
eight colored women who are charged with per- 
ury; three claims are under investigation 
n which the sister of the soldier is 
pensioned as his widow. One of these so- 
called widows, it is asserted, shared her first 
ayment of $2,700 with Drury. In 161 cases 
n which pensions were granted to clients of 
Drury under the Disability Pension act, the 
Government was robbed of $54,074.43.

THE WEST STILL DRAWING MONEY. 


Foreign Exchange Well Beluw the Gold 
Importing Point. 


The West again asked New-York for money 
yesterday, and was favored with shipments of 
currenoy which aggregated almost $1,500,000, 
Chicago figured as usual in the demand, and so 
did most of the principal cities of the West and 
Southwest. A little money was sent to New- 
Englana. 

At the Sub-Treasury about $600,000 in small 
notes was paid out in exchange for large bills 
turnedin by the city banks. Included in the 
money received by the Sub-Treasury was $250,- 
000 in gold certificates. Of the small bills 
givento the banks a considerable amount, it 
was believed, was retained in this city for 
*“‘business over the counter,” but the usual 
Monday rush of deposits of currency helped 
the banks to meet the demands made by their 
Western correspondents. 

The Loan Committee of the Clearing House 
held another meeting yesterday morning. Car- 
ryingoutthe line of policy determined upon, 
ite members declined to say whether any cer- 
tificeates had been applied for or issued. In 
Wall Street the general belief was that no issue 
had yetbeen made. As to applications there 
was less in the way of positive assertions. 

Money rates touched 25 per cent. at one time 
yeeterday, but deciined rapidly after that, clos- 
ing at 3 per cent. 

Foreign exchange was weak and a cent lower. 
It is now well below the gold importing point— 
$4.8544—as that is generally given, but the for- 
eign bankers do not look for a movement this 
way just at present. Their reasons for this be- 
liet were given in Sunday’s Nu w-YORK TIMES. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the Canal 
Street Bank was held yesterday. The committee 
appointed to make an effort to re-establish the 
bank reported that subsoribers for a thousand 
shares had been obtained already. The shares 
are $125 each. In order to resume business the 
bank must have o capital stock of at least 
$200,000. Ifthe bank should resume business 
it will be under a new name and in a new piace. 
The corner of Canal and Greene Streets has been 
mentioned as a favorable locality. 

The Irving Savings Institution, which sus- 
tained a run last week on account of the an- 
nouncement of a shortage in its funds, had 
settled back into its ordinary business yester- 
day. Up to 2 o’clock only $5,000 had been 
withdrawn, and there had been the usual num- 
ber of deposits made. 


MR. HEWITT FAVORS BRIDGES. 


Before the East River Commission He Testi- 
fies that They Are a Public Necessity. 





The East River Bridge Commissioners met 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock and held a 
short session. It was expected that George B. 
Cornell, the engineer of the new bridge, would 
testify, but he was unable to attend on account 
of illness in his family. 

Ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt was the star wit- 
ness yesterday. He favored the new bridges 
and elevated roads very emphatically. He said 
he had lived in New-York almost continuously 
for seventy years, had been a Trustee of the 
Brooklyn Bridge, and had delivered an address 
at its opening. 

Mr. Lauterbach called Mr. Hewitt’s attention 
to an elaborate plan of the new structures and 
their approaches. 

**I consider that the elevated roads and the 
new bridges are a necessity,” said Mr. Hewitt. 
“Public interest should always be consulted, 
and I am in favor of anything that tends to en- 
hance it.’’

Yesterday morning at9:52 the usual 
strucgling crowd was on the platform, when a 
train drew up and there was arnush to board it. 

The guards, however, would allow no one to 
board the train, saying it was not bound for 
New-York.

train was started for New-York. Only athird 
of the crowd was able to take it. Then a second 
train was pulled back in the yard and it was 
three minutes before another train crvssed the 
bridge. 

Of course, the complaints were loud and 
many, as they are every morning. 

President Howell some time ago had his at- 
tention called to this taking off of trains during 
the crowded hours, and he promised to look 
into it. Since then a NeW-YoOukkK TIMES reporter 
has tried repeatedly to see Mr. Howell at the 
— headquarters, but has invariably been 
told:

President Porter Says the Charities Com- 
mission Is Much,

President Henry H. Porter of the Board of

G. Seer knows that the buildings on 
lackwell’s island are inadequate, but the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment has ap- 
propriated $500,V00 for new buildings, and 
we have given out contracts for that amount 
for new structures. Contracts for $250,000 
have been awarded for structures on Ward’s 
Island and the same amount for new buildings 
at Centre Islip. When these are finished there 
will be no crowding as there is now.” 





No Concession by Mr. Havemeyer. 

State Commissioner of Arbitration Feeney 
called on Mr. Havemeyer at his Wall Street 
office yesterday to confer with him regarding 
the strike of firemen in the Havemeyer Sugar 
Refinery in Williameburg. They talked tegether 
for an hour, but Mr. Havemeyer said he could 
not change his position in the matter. 

Mr. Havemeyer said that if he granted the de- 


mand of one branch of labor for an eight-hour 
day he would have to concede it to all, and that 
would mean a monthly loss of $45,000. He was 
willing that, wnen the men found the heat too 
oppressive in the boiler rooms, they should go 
out for a while and cool off. 

The strikers held a meeting in the morning at 
Helser’s Assembly Rooms. t 2 o’clock a com- 
mittee of seven conferred with Commissioner 
Feeney. They expressed their regret that his 
efforts had not resulted in a settlement of the 
difficulty, There will be another meeting of the 
atrikers at 8 o’clock this morning.

Arrested for Child Murder. 


After searching twenty-four hours Detectives 
Ryan of Brooklyn and Strong of Freehold, N. 
J., yesterday arrested Louis Wood, twelve years 
old, on a charge of murder. The boy was found 
living with his mother at 137 North Fourth 
Btreet, Williameburg. 

Louis is accused of having killed three-year- 
old Herbert Wagner with a ‘shotgun in Louis 
Wagner's house at Howells, near Asbury Park, 
N. J., on Saturday. The boy, who had been 
hired to do chores, had been discharged for lazi- 
ness and had gone to his room, little Herbert 
toddling up stairs after bim. 

There was a loud report and Louis ran down 
Stairs crying: “* Bertie did it!” and disap- 
peared. 

Bertie was found with one side of his head 
filled with shot and his father’s old gun lying 





across his body. He died within two hours.

TIEBKNECHT ADMITS DEFEAT 





THE REIOHSTAG WILL GIVE A MA- 
JORITY FOR THE ARMY BILL. 


. 


The Social Democratic Leader Thinks the 
Government Will Present a Compro- 
mise Which Will Have the Support of 
Several Political Factions—An Army 
Increase of 60,000 and Service Reduced 
to Two Years—Richter’s Plan as to the 
Voting in the Second Ballots. 


BERLIN, June 19.—Herr Liebknecht, the well- 
known Social Democratic leader, in an inter- 
view to-day upon the Army bill and other mat- 
ters pertaining to Thuraday’s elections, 
admitted that the Government would get a 
majority of the members of the Reichstag to 
vote for the Army bill by effecting a compro- 
mise with certain of the political factions. 

This compromise, he declared, would consist 
of increasing the numerical strength of the 
army by 60,000 men and reducing the period of 
service to two years. 

Eugen Richter, leader of the opposition Rad- 
icals, has agreed formally with August Bebel 
and Wilhelm Liebknecht, leaders of the Social 
Democrats, to deliver to the Social Democrats, 
in the second ballots, all the Radical votes that 
he can control in constituencies where the con- 
tests will be between Social Democfats and 
candidates favoring the Army Dill. In return, 


Liebknecht and Bebel will order the Social 
Demvucratic voters to support Richterists in the 
constituencies where the latter contest seats 
=— representatives of the Government par- 
ties. 

The bitterness felt by the Govern ment parties 
toward Richter is excessive. In Hagen, which 
Richter represented in the last Reichstag and 
which the recount gives him the right to oon- 
test with Herr Breil, Social Democrat, the Na- 
tional Liberals say that they will vote with the 
Socialists, so as to throw Richter out. Breil 
received 6,658 votes on the first ballot, and 
Richter 9,361. As the National Liberals con- 
trol 4,000, and perhaps 4,500 votes in Hagen, it 
is in their power to oust Richter. 





CLEMENCEAU IS HUMILIATED. 


Both Deroulede and Millevoye Refuse to 
Fight a Duel with Him. 


Paris, June 19.—During the debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day on the Electoral 
Reform bill, M. Clémenceau, the well-known 
Radical Republican, opposed the bill, and was 
several times interrupted by Paul Dérouléde 
and Lucien Millevoye, leading Boulangists, who 
were strongly in favor of the adoption of the 
bill 

Finally M. Clémenceau, turning toward M. 
Dérouléde, called him an “ alien.”” M. Millevoye 
at once sprang to his feet, and, pointing his fin- 
ger at M. Clémenceau, exolaimed: ‘‘ Coward!”’ 
This epithet at once caused an uproar in the 


Chamber. When order was restored the debate 
was continued, and finally a vote was taken on 
the bill, which the Chamber rejected. 

This evening M. Clémenceau sent friends to 
M. Dérouléde with a challenge. Dérouléde told 
them to inform their prinoipal that he had de- 
termined not to grant him reparation. 

Upon receipt of M. Dérouléde’s reply Clémen- 
ceau senta challenge to Millevoye, and again 
received a refusal. Millevoye said that he him- 
self would challenge M. Ciémenceanu to fight 
after the debate in the Chamber on the question 
of the extradition from England of M. Herz, 
who is charged with having been implicated in 
the Panama Canal frauds and briberies. 


CATHOLIC SCHOOL POLICY. 


The Pope’s Letters to the Church Digni- 
taries in This Country. 


LonpDowr, June 19.—A dispatch from Rome 
states that the Pope, in conversation with a 
number of Church dignitaries to-day, freely ox- 
pressed his approval of the attitude of Mar. 
Satolli, the Papal Ablegate to the United States, 
on the scholastic question in America, The 
Pope declared that the letters he sent to Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Archbishop Ireland, and the 
other American Archbishops only explain the 
scholastic policy and state that his Holiness 
desires its continuance. 

RoMgE, June 19.—The Pope to-day gave an 
audience to the American Bishops who were re- 
cently promoted. In the course of his remarks 


to them he advised them to work together to 
— harmony among the American clergy. 

e also expressed the hope that the Bishops 
would accept without discussion his encyclical 
on the school question in America. 

Cardinal Seratino Vannutelli, Arohbishop 
of Bologna, has resigned the Secretarial post 
held by him at the Vatican on account of differ- 
ences between the Pope and himself regarding 
the policy of the Vatican. 


Europe’s Fears of Famine. 

BERLIN, June 19.—Tho recent drought caused 
such a scarcity of farm produce and so blighted 
the young crops that Herr von Berlepsch, Min- 
ister of Trade, will propose a suspension of the 
duties on corn and maize. 

LONDON, June 19.—In the House of Lords to- 
day the Earl of Winchilsea moved that the Gov- 


ernment build granaries and fill them with 
breadstuffs sufficient to supply the people for 
six months. In case of blockade bya hostile 
pavy. he said, the English people would be con- 
demned to starvatien or surrender in case some 
such prpvision should not be made in advauce. 
The mdtion was laughed down. 


Home Rule for Cuba. 


MADRID, June 19.—There is a deficit of 
$6,000,000 in the Cuban budget, but the Minis- 
ter of the Colonies states that this shortage can 
be easily met if the financial and political re- 
forma that are desired by a majority of the 
Cubans are conceded. 

On Saturday last the Minister of the Colonies 


declared in the Cortes that Spain must try new 
methods in its government of the Antilles, and 
must grant to Cuba and Puerto Rico a moditied 
form of home rule, to which, he said, only a 
minority of reactionists were opposed. 


Mr. Bennett Gives Up Coaching. 

Paris, June 19.—Mr. James Gordon Bennett 
has decided to give up coaching asa pastime 
and has given orders that his coaching stud be 
sold at auction te-morrow. 

Mr. Bennett continues to improve, and he 
will soon be able, it is hoped, to move about 
again. 


John Deasy in Trouble. 


Lonpox, June 19.—A girl employed as 4 
servant ina boarding house in Pimlico, & sec- 
tion of London, to-day obtained a summons for 
common assault against John Deasy, an anti- 
Parnellite member of the House of Commons, 
who is a lodger in the house in which the girl is 
employed.

WILD ANIMALS FOR GLEN ISLAND. | 


A Varied Collection Sent There for the 


Summer Season, 


Asearly as 6 o’clock yesterday morning 4 
small crowd had gathered at the foot of One 
Hundred and Fifty-eighth Street, on the banks 
of the North River. They assembled with the 
object of seeing the shipment of a large number 
of wild animals, birds, and reptiles to the Sum- 
mer menagerie at Glen [sland. 

A huge barge belonging to Starin’s City, Riv- 
er, and Harbor Transportation Company was 
moored at the One Hundred and Fifty-eighth 
Street wharf in readiness to receive the collec- 
tion, which was selected from the menagerie of 
W. A. Conklin, the well-known animal dealer. 

By the time the animals had arrived the crowd 
had assumed larger proportions. Much interest 
was manifested in the manner of shipping the 
larger animals. <A splendid young Bengal tiger, 
six years old, attracted the most attention. 
His cage seemed none too strong for rough 
transportation, and aos it was run over the roll- 
ers on to the barge he emitted terrible roars. 
He sprang about his den in a frantic manner, 


tearing with his huge claws at the iron bars and 
frail wooden ends. The keepers quieted him 
somewhat by beating him with iron rods. 

Among the other animals and birds snipped 
by Mr. Conklin were a bilack-maned African 
lion and lioness, an American mountain lion, a 
panther, a pair of ocelots, three raccoons, six 
armadillos, acamel, a dromedary, a coatamundi, 
several spiders, Java and Resus monkeys, an 
elephant, four kangaroos, four sea lions, a pair 
of ibexes, six eagles, a pair of leopards, a casso- 
wary, a splendid pair of axis steers, a vivet cat, 
@® oage of prairie dogs. a female leopard, an 
agouti, two pairs of Brant geese,a pair of 
Indian antelopes, an antelope, a pair of zebras, 
and many cages of parrots, cockatoos, and 
macaws. 

It required nearly four hours to ship the ani- 
mals, and there were no accidents. The coliec- 
tion will remain on exhibit at Glen Island until 
the end of September, when it will be reshipped 
to New- York. 





UNDERGROUND RAPID TRANSIT. 


A Gigantic Scheme 
plained to an Aldermanic Committee. 


of Tunneling Ex- 


The gigantic tunnel scheme of the New-York 
and New-Jersey Terminal Railroad Company 
was under conaideration by the Aldermen’s 
Committee on Bridges and Tunnels yesterday. 
About a yearago this company made its orizi- 
nal application to the Aldermen for permission 
to build its tunnelin this city. Tak NEW-YORK 
Tris fully described the scope of the project 
at the time. 

The terminal company is capitalized at $100,- 
000, and the Direotors are Gen. Henry W 
Slocum, Isaac P. Martin, Thomas Rutter, Will- 
jam Marshall, Charles F. Smillie, Isaac D. 
Fletcher, Welcome 8. Jarvis, William C. Lane, 


Thomas Sturgis, William D. Guthrie, and 
Charies 8, Brown. 

The application asks permission to tunnel 
under this city to build a New-York terminal 
system for the trunk lines now terminating on 
the New-Jersey side of the North River. 

The plan is to operate the trains by electric 
power and to have four tracks from the Haocken- 
sack meadows to Union Square, under which it 
is proposed to have a union station. 

Stations for way trattic will be at Sixth Ave- 
nue and Ninth Avenue on the main tunnel, and 
at Houston, Chambers, and Wall Streets on the 
down-town branches. 

There will be sidings under the Post Office for 
the delivery of wails. The tunnel will be 100 
feet below the surface of the streets and the 
stations will be reached by elevators. 

The project calle for six miles of tunnel in this 
city andthe station at Union Square ia pro- 
jected as a vast affair, with greater capavity 
than the Grand Central Station and with sixty 
miles of track. The estimated cost of the 
scheme is $16,500,000. 

The Committee on Bridges and Tunnels will 
give other hearings in this big project. 


BIGLIN OLUBS HIS SON-IN-LAW. 


Bernard Biglin’s Brother Quarrels With 


and Punishes Victor Herdling. 


James H. Biglin, brother of Bernard Biglin, 
and his son Morgan, were taken before Jus- 
tice Burke in the Harlem Police Caurt yester- 
day, charged with assault. They had been ar- 
rested on complaint of Victor Herdling, the 
elder Biglin’s son-in-law, but as the complain- 
ant did not appear, the prisoners were dis- 
charged.

Then there was aquarrel. The angry father- 
in-law seized a olub and Herdling grappled with 
him. The notse of the struggle attracted the 
attention of a policeman, and when he arrived 
on the scene he found the young man suffering 
fromm a cut on the head and in adazed condition. 
Herdling was taken to the Presbyterian Hospi- 
tal and Mr. Biglin was arrested.

BROOKLYN'S UNIQUE SLEUTRS 


DETEOTIVE FOROE TO BE IN- 
CREASED BY MR. HAYDEN. 





He Has the Power to Appoint Kight New 
Men at Once, But Seems to Be Hin- 
dered by the Political Pulls of the Ap- 
plicants—Some Interesting Instances of 
Detective Sagacity in the Past — Why 
Stuart Escaped—One Detective Who 
Took a Drink He Was Sorry For. 


Many burglaries have been committed in 
Brooklyn lately, and in most cases the orimi- 
nals have escaped arrest. Residents of the City 
of Churches are complaining about the police. 

Police Commissioner Hayden has the author- 
ity to increase the detective force, and many 
householders who have suffered at tne hands of 
thieves are wondering why he does not use his 
power. 

Senator John McCarty introduced bill in the 
last Legislature authorizing the Police Com- 
missioner to appoint, or detail, eight extra men 
toInspector Reilly, who is in full charge of the 
detectives at headquarters. The bill passed and 
was signed by Gov. Flower eight or nine days 
before the Legislature adjourned. 

The act was mandatory in its previsions, but 
while it did not specify any time in which Com- 
missioner Hayden should make his appoint- 
Tents, it was generally understood in local 
political circles that he would comply with its 
provisions as soon as practicable. 

That these appointments were not made twe 
or three weeks ago is said to be because the Po- 
lice Commissioner is in a quandary. There is 
too much influence brought to bear upon him, 
and it ic a very delicate matter for him to de- 
cide who are the most capable of the aspirants 
for appointment. He is unrelieved by any civil 
service examination and must make his own se- 
lections. Every applicant for promotion has a 
politician at his back. 

There are twenty-two polise precincts in 
Brooklyn. Two Detective Sergeants arc as- 
signed to each precinct, and these men get 
$1,750 a year each. Of these precinct detectives 
only three have made applications to be trans: 
ferred to Police Headquarters, and should such 
transfer take place their pay wuuld remain the 
same. 

The Commissioner is confronted at present 
with a list of twenty-eight patrolmen who are 
striving for promotion. They all want to be 
Dectective Sergeants, and each man thinks that 
he has the necessary‘ influence” to secure the 
coveted position. ‘'o them ajump from $1,10v 
® year to $1,750 means a good deal, and each 
applicant is hustling for additional political in- 
fluence with which to back his application. 

The position of a Detective Sergeant at Police 
Headquarters is believed by patroimen to be 
— as neara sinecure as can possibly be imax 
ined, 

There are eight men already on the headquar- 
ter squad, and these ‘‘uld-timers”’ view with 
something akin to alarm the coming appoint 
ments. The old men have had easy times and 
they fear that new-comers may supplant them, 

When Gen. James Jourdan was Brooklyn’s Pa 
lice Commissioner he said about the detective 
squad: 

If [had my way I would abolish it. These 
men are not detectives. They are known to 
every Man, woman, and child on the street. 
They are seen to come in and out of Police 
Headquarters every day, and asmart thief can 
become as familiar with their personality as 
easily as if he-were sitting with them in the 
detectives’ room. 

**My idea of a detective is that he should not 
be known, so that he may be able to do his work 
secretly and etlectively. The great trouble is 
that these men are not appointed by reason of 
their ability, but are simply placed in a soft po- 
sition through political influence, and just so 
long as they. conduct themselves within the 
lines of the rules and regulations you may say 
that they are irremovabie.”’ 

At the time the General made these remarks 
there was a sensational murder case on, and he 
said, referring to it: ‘The newspapers give me 
more news than my own vificers.”’ 

A few years ago when Stuari, the defaulting 
Secretary of brooklyn’s Board of Education, 
took French leave, it. was supposed that he had 
tied to Canada, and the police authorities, be- 
lieving that be was in Montreal, sent Detect- 
ives Riggs and Looney after him. Both of these 
ofiicers sre now dead, but the dispatch thas 
Riggs sent to Superintendent Campbell lives in 
Brooklyn police history. So excited was Mr. 
Riggs that. when he struck the Canadian shore 
he sent this thrilling telegram to his chief: 

“We have just crossed the border!” 

As it happened, the very dispatch was wired 
through a friendly hand in the Western Union, 
and it was afterward charged that he sent 
cipher message to Stuart warning him of the 
approach of the officers. Stuart got away. 

There was another incident about Stuart of a 
very different character. The police had 
searohed long and truitiessly for him, but two 
years after he inade hie escape Superintendent 
Campbell learned that he was living in Belfast, 
Ireland. He knew the nuiober of the house and 
the street in which the embezzler had made his 
refuge, and Detective Patrick Corr, who has 
since resigned from the force, was dispatched 
vt the first steamer to bring the fugitive back. 

Just how it happened no one oan tell, but 
Corr was missed, and speculation was rife as to 
where he had gone. One or his brother officers 
discovered his mission and, prompted by 
jealousy, as it was alleged, cabled to Stuart, 
who fied from Belfast to Belgium, where he 
could not be extradited. 

There is a story told of one detective who 
averred that he “could tell a stolen dog by its 
walk.” Another yarn ig about one of the oldest 
of the men in the squad who was sent to a very 
swell reception, aud made his appearance in 
the hall of the mansion with his trousers tucked 
into apair of high boots and wearing a doz- 
skin cap. It happened to be astormy nightin 
Winter, and the detective was unawere of any 
impropriety in his dress. 

Another detective was sent to a wedding, and 
atthe most convenient opportunity he sought 
the room where refresiments were being 
served. He saw what he believed to be a glass 
of wine, and, to use his own expression, he 
‘downed ft.”” Then he found out bis mistake; 
it was a giass-cleaning preparation which had 
been carelessly left on w side table, but which 
the detective thought was a glass of Sauterne. 

He had a very sore throat fora week or so, 
then he signed a temperance pledge. “I don’s 
kuow what they are going todo with eight more 
mmen at headquarters,” said one of the detect- 
ives to a NEW-YoRK TIMES reporter, * unless 
it’s a job to give favorites a place. There isn’t 
work enough for the men that are here now, 
and what [nspeotor Reilly will tind for the ex- 
tra mer to do I oan’t conceive.” 

Asa matter of fact the Detsctive Sergeants’ 
squad has little or nothing todo, although rob- 
berles are frequent. Each morning the men 
are detailed to “goon the street,” ape or in 
pairs. They are supposed to be on the alert for 
thieves, pickpockets, shoplifters, and other pred- 
atory and law-defying characters. Occasion- 
ally they are sent on special cases to work up 
robberies or try and locate missing people. 
Sometimes they are sent outof the city on the 
track of some oriminal or to bring one back to 
Brooklyn who has been arrested elsewhere, 
This sort of duty, however, is exceptional. 

There are forty-tour detectives in the various 

precincts, and, as @ matter of fact, they do 
nearly all the detective work of the depart- 
ment. 
Commissioner Hayden said yesterday: “I 
don’t know exactly when [ shall announce my 
selection of these extra men. It is a matter 
which claims serious attention, and I have lad 
my time ocoupied with other and more im- 
portant matters pertaining to the department. 
lintend to give my personal attention to each 
application, and my appointments will be based 
upon the qualifications of the men for the posi- 
tion they desire to fill.” ’ 

Inspector John Mackellar said: ‘“ There are 
thirty-one men so far who wre looking for eight 

laces and each one is getting all the pdlitical 

acking thathe can to win. The trouble with 
these men isthat they are all getting teomuch of 
a pull and are simply pulling against one an- 
other. 

The members of the present squad are Cor- 
nelius J. Mahoney, John Rall, George V. Zundt, 
John Connor, Jozeph Price, James H. Rowhe, 
Michael Ryan, and William D. Strong, who acts 
as clerk. 


Bicycle Hearing Adjourned.

SPEOQULATION PARALYZED 
STIFF RATES POR MONEY. 


Conditions Favor the ‘Bears, but. Their 
Leaders Fearful of a Sudden Ohange 
in the Situation—Men of Means Picking 
Up Bargains—The Demand for Currendy 
for the West Unabated—Clearing House 
Lean Oertifieates—Exchange Below the 
Gold Lmporting Point.

Speculation is paralyzed by the abnor- 
mal state of the money market. All condi- 
tions favor the bear side, but the leaders 
are afraid to do anything, fearing an early 
return of easier money. On the other 
hand, the bulls lack confidence, fearful of 

they know not what. In the meantime, a 

process of quiet liquidation forces only 

fractional declines, because men of means 
avail themselves of the bargains offered and 
their purchases steady the market. 

The demand for currency for shipment 
tothe West to-day was again urgent, it 
being estimated that between $1,250,000 





and $1,500,000 was taken. The Clearing 
House Committee refused to give any infor- 
mation as to the amount of loan certificates 
applied for or issued, but rumor had it that 
between six and seven millions had been 
applied for. The foreign exchange market 
was again weak and rates are now well be- 
low the point when gold could be imported, 
under ordinary circumstances, at a profit, 
but leading foreign houses say that the 
metal isnotlikely to come this way yet. 
They explain that the Bank of England 
places every obstacle in the way of such & 
movement, first by furnishing light coin 
and then charging high prices forit. Fur- 
thermore, if gold is ordered to this country 
it is necessary to buy bills and remit them 
in payment, and bankers, when money can 
be loaned at 20 per cent. here, Co nut care 
to buy the bills and lose ten days’ interest 
on the operation. 

The market to-day was almost stagnant, 
the trading amounting to only 105,275 
shares. In only two stocks did the sales 
amount to 10,000 shares—St. Paul and Mis- 
souri Pacific. The latter was sold down 
from 36, to 34%, and closed at 354, a net 
loss of 7g The selling was supposed to be 
due to advance information of the poor 
showing of earnings for the second week 
of the month which was given out late in 
the day.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 
American Securities Improve on ‘‘ The New- 
York Times’s” Silver Canvass. 
Special Cablegram to the New-York Times. 

Lonpon, June 19.—Although the mar- 
kets were lifeless to-day, prices were 
strong and Americans improved on the ca- 
ble that THE New-York Times had polled 
the Congressmen and found the repeal of 
the Sherman act to be practically assured. 

The Argentine bondholders’ meeting ac- 
cepted the proposed settlement, the Bank 
of England to act as agents. 

Four Australian banks reopened to-day— 
the Bank of Victoria, the City of Mel- 
bourne Bank, the Australian Joint Stock 
Bank, and the Commercial Banking Com- 
pany of Sydney. 

English rails declined on the continuance 
of the drought. French crop news denotes 
further damage, while Indian and Russian 
crops are reported as improving. 

Discounts ruled 1 5-16 to 13g, with an up- 
ward tendency. 


American railway securities were strong in 
the London market.

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Some Changes in the Plan of Reorganiza- 
tion Announced. 


The changes officially made in the Richmond 
Terminal reorganization plan are as follows: 
The East Tennessee improvement and equip- 
ment bonds are to receive 75 per cent. in bonds 
preserving their present lien, bearing interest 
at 4 per cent. for five years, from Marsh 1, 
1893, and at 5 per cent. thereafter, and 50 per 
cent. in preferred stock; also $25 in cash on 
completion of the reorganization. Tho Colum- 
bia and Greenville first and second mortgage 
bonds receive the same terms of Georgia Pa- 
cific first and second mortgage bonds. 

The Reorganization Committee has fixed a 
time limit for depositing the following securi- 
ties, in addition to those already announced, 
viz.: Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta first 
mortgage consolidated 6s; Columbia and Green- 
ville firstand second mortgage bonds; East 
Tennessee, Virginla and Georgia improvement 
and equipment bonds; first extension bonds; 
general mortgage bonds; Lonisville Southern 
tires mostany bonds; also all classes of East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia stock, and 
Louisville Southern stook. All these issues 
must be deposited with Drexel, Morgan & Co.

Their Plan of Reorganization. 

BALTIMORE, June 19,—The committee of 
shareholders of the Ohio and Mississippi Rail- 
road announce that over 85 per cent of the Ohio 
and Mississippi general mortgage 5 per cent. 
bonds and the junior securities of the Ohio and 
Mississippi and Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern Railroads have been deposited under the 
plan of reorganization. 

The committee also announces that the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company of New-
